The interesting fact 
to be noted in connection with the debates 
is that young men and women who have 
taken an active part and been successful 
in going through the series to the Con- 
ference finals are today in practically 
every instance, holding positions of re- 
sponsibility. In talking with these young 
people we find that in almost every case 
these men and women give a great deal 
of credit for their success to the training 
received through the Literary department 
of Young Peoples work. Ordained minis- 
tes; Candidates to the Christian Minis- 
try; Members of Parliament; School 
Teachers as well as those holding other 
responsible positions give credit to this 
remarkable training for a certain portion 
of their success.. The realization that they 
possessed these talents inspired them to 
face life with a new determination to im- 
prove not only their own position but 
that of their fellowmen. 

The Inter-Presbytery debating series 
has been gaining popularity during the 
past two years.

But we cannot afford to sit back in 
snug complacency and pat ourselves on 
the back. The lax observancce of the Sab- 
bath across the line no doubt exerts con- 
siderable influence on Canadians, and 
during the past decade we see an increas- 
ing disregard for the Lord’s Day in our 
own province. As there is no law for- 
bidding fishing on Sunday, we find more 
fishermen ‘on our waters that day than 
any other. Golf is also permitted on Sun-

baseball and many other games ne 
played as well. This cannot but exert an 
evil influence on boys and girls who fre- 
quent these places, as they lose all regard 
for observance of the Lord’s Day, and it 
undermines the work of our churches and 
Sunday Schools, which teach against these

Inter-Society Visiting 
PAHE majority of Young People’s Socie- 
ties make a practice of exchanging 
visits with one or more neighboring socie. 
ties during the year, and derive much 
benefit from such gatherings, as the young 
people of different communities thus be- 
come better acquainted with one another. 
It is natural for young people fo associate 
together, and it is well that they do so 
under the auspices of church organiza- 
tions. In addition the societies learn the 
type of program their neighbors are put- 
ting on, and many helpful ideas are ex- 
changed between the groups. In view of 
this it is well that inter-society visiting 
should be encouraged. 

Inter-Society visiting, especially between 
societies at a distance, might be promoted 
to a greater extent if every Presbytery 
would purchase and put in circulation a 
Banner, following the idea of the travel- 
ling square that Masonry uses to promote 
visits between lodges in some districts. 
This Banner would be presented to a so- 
ciety which would have to take it to an- 
other society. The visiting group would 
be required to furnish the program for 
the evening, while the home society sup- 
plied the lunch. No Society would be al- 
lowd to keep the banner longer than a~ 
set time limit, perhaps a month, while 
every Society ‘in the Presbytery would 
have to have the Banner once before it 
started its second trip around. The initial 
cost of the Banner would be small, and 
it would develop an interesting system 
of visiting which would embrace the 
whole Presbytery.

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The New Leisure 


HE “new leisure” which is being thrust 
upon us has unimaginably great pos- 
sibilities for good or evil. Used rightly tt 
will be a blessing. It can mean a release 
from the drudgery of having to orub for 
a living. Tt can mean a release from thal 
for the first timle in human history the 
entire race can turn from ‘the eternal 
struggle for bread, for at least the major 
part of their waking hours and think in 
terms of things which they most want to 
do. While a reasonable amount of work 
is a blessing, and we want to see work 
dienified and made the mark of an intel- 
livent and well-rounded personality, too 
much work makes a man a drudge. Many 
hours per day of monotonous routine toil 
robs a man of his desire for the more 
abyndant life. 

But unless he learns to use his leisure 
more wisely than he has used it thus far, 
it may become a real menace to his well- 
beine. Forced leisure in the form of un- 
employmemt is not a_ blessing. Leisure 
time used for engaging in certain forms 
of “escape” form economic insecurity and 
monotonous labor may be worse than no 
leisure. Drunkeness one way to use 
leisure and is likely to increase unless 
we can help people to discover more in- 
tresting ways of release from boredom. 

So we have a real job! Man is at 
heart a creator. We who have the privil- 
ege of guiding folks in the use of their 
leisure time must discover ways of te- 
leasing those creative capacities in them 
until they not only talk about sharing 
life with the Creator, but learn the skills 
necessary for such sharing. 

It will not be easy. We shail find folks 
with their schedules already crowded, and 
we may begin to wonder where this so- 
called “new leisure” is. We shall find 
them already set against forms of recrea- 
tion. They have been fed on jazz; they 
may not know good music when they hear 
it, much less know how to appreciate it. 
They have been accustomed to getting 
their amusements in “Canned” form serv- 
ed out to them by commercial agencies— 
they may not want to undertake some- 
thine that takes more effort on their part. 

We shall find them in the habit of be- 
ing spectators, rather than participants: 
they may expect us to entertain them, as 
they are used to being entertained at the 
movies, We shall find that they have 
never’ done many things with their hands 
which require skill, but have taken to 
the easier forms of recreation; they may 
feel a lack of confidence which must be 
overcome by encouragement and under- 
standing. They may act quite “sophisticat- 
ed”; we shall have to make them dissa-

In the recreation 
program, more than at any other point, it

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is possible to effect this group control, 
and establish this real unity in the group. 

(2) The second function of the church 
in the field of recreation grows out of the 
first. The church must help its youth to 
develop habits of conduct in the field of 
leisure-time, and to discover ways of en- 
‘oying their leisure, that these standards 
will function even at those times when 
the young people are not taking part in 
the activity of the church as such. If they 
arrive iat standards of judgment regard. 
ing recreation they can be trusted to seek 
the more wholesomée®kinds of recreation 
when they are outside the direct influence 
of the church. The fellow who is loyal to 
the high standards of the group, even 
when with another crowd, has made their 
ideals a part of his own possession, 

You can see that the task of the con- 
vener of recreational activities is second in 
importance only to the convener of the 
spiritual department.

Boycott the Beverage Rooms 


During the past few months there have been opened 
in the “wet areas” of our province, thousands of bev- 
erage rooms in standard hotels, where beer and wine 
may be purchased by the glass. The announced purpose 
of these beer parlors was to encourage the drinking 
of beer and wine in preference to liquor and thus reduce 
drunkenness. To the young people of today the open bar 
of prohibition days is athing of history, but older 
people tell us that the modern beverage room is merely 
the old bar under a new name. The only difference is 
that the customers sit at tables, instead of standing as 
they did in the saloon days, which enables them to drink 
that much more, and that hard liquor, as yet, is not being 
sold in the new beer parlors. Instead of reducing drunk- 
enness, as its proponents claimed it would, statistics 
show that the introduction of the beverage room has re- 
sulted in a huge increase in drunkenness, and it con- 
stitutes a terrible menace to the lives of our young 
people. 

Would it not be a good suggestion for all temperance 
people, particularly young people, to boycott all hotels 
that have beverage rooms? Let us patronize only those 
hotels which run clean houses, where intoxicants are 
‘ot sold, and in centres where all hotels have beverage 
rooms, let us go to the restaurants and boarding houses. 
There is no better way to express our opposition to 
these “beer parlors” than to have no dealing with those 
who conduct them.

The Practice of Prayer 


“LORD TEACH US TO PRAY” 

Prayer is the heart of religion. It is to the soul what 
God is to the Bible—its life. Prayer is communion with 
God. It is two-fold—speaking and hearing. We cry, He an- 
swers. “I will direct my prayer unto thee —l will, also, 
hear what God, the Lord will speak.” 

The waiting upon God, no man can teach, Shut 
thy door to selfish desires, vain ambitions, unholy pas- - 
sions—open the window of the soul to the Breath of 
God. In living touch with Christ, in dependence upon 
His Holy Spirit there will surely come to you as to 
Philip, to Peter and to Paul the word, “Arise, go.” Obey 
the voice—follow the gleam, for the vision is to YOU, 

‘In the ordering of our prayer there is that divine com- 
pendium. Affter this manner, therefore pray ye: “Our 
Father which art in Heaven.” 

I like that form “which art” in the neuter of Majesty. 

Study the prayer. Master its sentiment, its aim, its — 
brevity of word, its comprehension of thought. Let the 
words, “Our Father,’ burn into your soul until Jews 
and Germans, and al] races of men appear no longer 
alien but heirs together of a Divine Brotherhood. 

Dwell upon “His Will,” “His Kingdom” until hatred 
and variance melt under the love and purpose of God— 
and this world becomes, indeed, the Kingdom of our Lord 
and of His Christ. 

Perhaps, as Young People, you wish to practice the art 
of public prayer—Learn to be specific. In private take 
one of those mines of praise and petition—A Psalm. 
Paraphrase it in your own language. Glean what help 
commentary. Choose the thoughts suited 


you can from a 
simple, direct 


to the occasion—weave them together in 
speech. 

Avoid long and involved sentences. Avoid repetition of 
the Divine Name. Avoid the use of big words when a 
short one combines both strength and beauty. 


Remember, you are speaking to God and let thy words 


be few. 
Prayer hint: Thanksgiving is one great element of 


prayer. List the things one can be thankul for. Or, let 
the leader ask a group, each to name one thing. Home, 
friends, the Church, Hymns, Food, Books, The Gospel, 
Work, Heaven, may be suggested. Ask that all heads 
be bowed and each one say “— Thank Thee, Father, for 
Life, (for home), (for friends), (etc.). .

pression. , 

Expression is the soul of music and it is by that, not 
technical perfection that we measure the height of a 
musician. 

Music introduces us to worth-while attributes of life. 
It developes in\us a fineness and tenderness of feeling, 
makes us sensitive, keen and alert; opens our eyes, ears 


and hearts to beauty; inspires us; leads up to a fanciful — 


realm; satisfies that erstwhile desire to elude material 
life. 

Whether it be drama, opera, concert, art, comedy, love, 
worship or patriotism, music is the superlative means of 
expression, 

Dramas, whether modern or Shakespearian are all ac- 
companied with musical overtures. 

Art is greatly aided by music. We know that to be so 
when we see scenic films on the screen accompanied by 
orchestra and song. 

Poetry is made doubly beautiful when set-to music. 
Think of “Trees,” a beautiful poem in itself, yet enriched 
by a musical setting. , 

‘In comedy—our belover comedian, Harry Lauder, 
would be at a loss if he could not resort to his songs. 

Church without music is inconceivable. 

Love and country can never be really expressed but in 
song, God, Himself made beautiful and sacred to us when

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Friendship Torch 


[ Peterboro Presbytery, for some time 
there has been a movement on foot to 
encourage visitations of Societies with each 
other. Of course there has always been 4 
certain amount of entertaining done, and 
yet it has been principally among adja- 
cent Societies rather than a general and 
far-reaching mater. Some time ago ib was 
suggested that a definite obligation be 
placed on each organization to Visit an- 
other within a specified time. The sugges- 
tion was placed before the Presbytery Ex- 
ecutive was unanimously adopted, and a 
committee consisting of Cecil Wasson, 
Vera Squire, and Donald Charlton was 4p- 
pointed to go into the matter, with power 
to proceed. 

The result was the ‘arrangement of a 
special worship service for the visitations, 
the purchase of a torch to be presented t0 
the Society visited, and the formulation 
of the rule that each Society could hold 
the Torch for not longer than two weeks, 
but must, within that time, visit another 
Y.P. organization and present the Torch to 
them. 

George St. Y.P. Association began the 
movement on Monday, February 11th when 
they visited Mark St. Y.P.S. The visitors 
took charge of the Worship Service, pre- 
sented the Torch, and enjoyed the pro- 
gram very much. A social half-hour 
brought the evening to a close. Below is 
a brief summary of the Worship Service 
used for the visitations: 

Quiet Music, Call to Worship, Hymn: 
Take my life and let it be; Prayer; Pray- 
or Hymn; Spirit of God, descend upon my 
heart; Scripture: Matt. 5: 1-16; Message 
Call to youth; Meditation; Hymn: Jesus 
calls us o’er the tumult; Benediction Poem; 
Presentation of Torch; Closing.

Some very interesting cases have come 
under my observation but one is particu- 
larly worthy of mention. A society in one 
of the smaller United Churches in Ottawa 
was experiencing difficulty in maintaining 
the interest of the Young People in the 
various programs, One member suggested 
that the Sing Song be introduced at the 
meetings. The young man who had made 
the suggestion was asked to lead a short 
period of singing. The members did not 
know the songs that were on the sheets 
but practice overcame this difficulty, and 
soon the members were looking forward 
to the Sing Song. It became a regular fea- 
ture at each meeting with this part of the 
program always under the direction of the 
same member. The society’s membership 
increased from ten to forty-five with an 
average attendance of forty, One of the 
main reasons advanced for this increase 
was the addition of the Sing Song as a 
regular item on each program. 


It is immaterial where this item comes 
on the program. If it opens the meeting, 
interest will be maintained throughout; if 
it comes in the centre, interest will be 
maintained because it breaks up the usual 
procedure; and, if it comes at the conclu- 
sion, the interest will be maintained be- 


eause each member will have had a share 
in making the program a Success. It is 
well to vary the order of the Sing gon& 4° 
each member’s delight is anticipating when 
it will come. 

A person who knows the songs. is pati- 
jent and willing to introduce new oness is 
all that is necessary to make the sing 
Song a success. Many a dull program has 
been made interesting by the aqdition ° 
the feature.

CHRISTIAN FELLOWSHIP 
REPORT 

On taking office in April 1934, I se- 
cured the names and addresses of the 
Christian Fellowship Conveners of the 
several Presbyteries. Since that time, 
with the exception of the summer 
months a monthly letter has gone to 
each Christian Fellowship convener 
enclosing stories, poems, worship ser- 
vices, etc. Three original pageants 
were sent out. The conveners co-op- 
erated in preparing a book of worship 
services based on the Hand-book and 
these were sent free of charge to aach 
local C.F. convener. The book of wor- 
ship stories, songs and calls to worship 
was prepared and 184 copies have been 
sold at 35c. This charge was made to 
pay for the cost of mimeographing the 
two books. This story book was pre- 
pared to fill the demand which seems 
to come from all sides for material. 
In fact the demand has been so great 
that an attempt has been made to 
secure more of these books. 

Special services were held in all 
Presbyteries, during the Week of 
Prayer and Passion Week. From the 
reports sent in, from two to three hun- 
dred young people joined the church 
last Easter. ‘ 

An attempt was made to begin a 
Round Robin Letter but it got lost in 
the woods somewhere. We attempted 
also to hold C.F. retreats in all Pres- 
byteries but were not successful. How- 
ever, newly elected conveners report 
that a greater attempt is being made 
this year to hold several of these re- 
treats.

ence being the first to try a printed 
publication. The staff was organized 
with a Conference editor and an edi- 
tor from each Presbytery. Quotations 
for printing were received from num- 
€rous sources and the cheapest price 
was quoted by the Courier Press of 
Oshawa with whom we placed our 
order for the paper. 

The results of my year’s work may 
be seen and read in The Quinte 
Broadcast. We have tried to bring 
the societies in closer contact with 
Presbytery and Conference work, to 
promote and stimulate interest in 
inter-society and inter-presbytery 
undertakings, and to act as a medium 
of exchange for ideas of Young Peo- 
ple. We feel that we have accomp- 
lished considerable in this field. 

The paper has had many _ short 
comings, which have been very grac- 
iously brought ig our attention. I 
feel sure that these will be rectified in 
the coming year, and you will then 
have a Conference paper second to 
none.

REPORT OF 
DRAMATIC CONVENER 


It was suggested at a meeting of the 
Conference Executive not quite two 
years ago, that the Vice-President be 
given the appointment of Dramatic 
Convener, in order to give the Vice- 
President something to do. And s0, 
the task of “Dramatics” was given to 
me.- 

BecausS, we are blazing new trails a 
good deal of preliminary investigation 
was necessary. After writing to con- 
veners and authorities in other Confer- 
ences, and various other sources of 
information, a plan was drawn up and 
submitted to the Executive meeting of 
Nov. 2nd, 1934. 

A preliminary letter was written to 
Presbytery Oramatic Conveners or 
Vice-President, explaining the pro- 
gramme in some detai] on Nov. 15th. 
It was intended to hold a Festival of 
Plays in each Presbytery during the 
spring of 1935, using one-act plays. 

Rules were drafted and 250 copies 
were made. 250 letters were prepared 
purporting to come from the Presby- 
tery Dramatic Convener to the Society 
Conveners. Sufficient copies of. each 
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were sent to the Presbytery Conveners 
to cover their Societies on Jan. 2\st, 
1935, together with a personal letter 
further outlining the project. 

A report was made to the Executive 
meeting of Jan. 25th. 

Further correspondence was ex- 
changed with the Presbytery Conveners 
in regard to the Festival on March 14, 
and then a card sent requesting the 
results on Sept. 6th. 

A report was submitted to the Exe- 
cutive meeting of Sept. 13th, outlin- 
ing the results, and seeking authoriza- 
tion of the plan to present certificates 
of recognition to the Societies partici- 
pating in the festival. This was grant- 
ed and the certificates procured and 
prepared for presentation tonight. 

Although interest was evidenced in 
individual Societies, there were no 
festivals held in Kingston, Cobourg, 
Renfrew, or Lindsay Presbyteries, al- 
though one society in Cobourg Presby- 
tery prepared a play which they pre- 
sented in their own Society. As this 
was for the festival they are entitled 
to a certificate and will receive one. 
Oshawa Presbytery had three plays in 
their festival, Peterboro Presbytery had 
four, and Belleville fourteen. 

The Dramatic Department cost the 
Conference $6.62. 


Following are recommendation io the 
new Convener— 

1. Festivals to be begun by Feb. 1st 
of each year. 

2. A greater uSe of religious drama 
and heavier drama be urged instead of 
so much comedy. 

3. Some means of bringing the best 
plays of the various Presbyteries to- 
gether under Conference auspices, be 
‘devised. 

The progress of the departmen; has 
been somewhat slow because of the 
lack of criticisms and suggestions. I 
have repeatedly asked for them, but 
have had very little response, yet I 
know quite well the program is full 
of errors and omissions which I can- 
not see in this brain-child of mine, but, 
which must be quite obvious to others. 
Another thing which has had a detri- 
mental effect on this department, is the 
apparent reluctance to answer letters. 
There are individuals to whom I have 
written three times, and had no reply 
whatever. May I be permitted to say 
that when a Conference or Presbytery 
officer writes a letter, it is because he 
is interesteg in the work he is trying

REPORT OF DRAMATIC 
CONVENER TO CONFERENCE 
EXECUTIVE MEETING SEPT. 13/35 

The Festival of Plays sponsored by 
the Conference Department of Dram- 
atics has been fairly successful con- 
sidering that this was the first year’s 
endeavor. 

It took time to contact the Kingston 
Presbytery convener and consequently 
only one entry was received from 
Fairfax Y.P.S. so no festival was pos- 
sible there. 

Cobourg gave two entries, Stockdale 
and Campbeliford, 16 miles apart. Al- 
though I have written the convener, I 
have not ascertained whether a festi- 
val was held in either place or not at 
all. 

Lindsay Presbytery reported seven 
Societies entered, but the Convener 
deemed it unwise to carry on a festi-. 
val because the entries came from all 
corners of the Presbytery. I have been 
unable to find the exact responce here, 
too. 

I received a very encouraging report 
from Renfrew Presbytery in January 
but have been unable to get any res- 
ponse since although I have written at 
least three times. 

Oshawa Presbytery held their festi- 
val of plays in St. Paul’s Church, Bow- 
manville on Wednesday, March 20th, 
with three societies competing. The 
rating follows: Newcastle, Bowmanville, 
Salem. “The Passing of Mr. Peal” be- 
ing the winning play. A special award 
of @ silver cup is being made to the 
winner. 

Peterboro Presbytery held their Fes- 
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Through Samaria” B, Millbr 
Quite Such a Goose” B, George Bk 
“Violin Maker of Cremona” ©. Several 
more Societies entered but gradually 
dropped out for various reasons. - 
Presbytery trophy will be presented if 
and when the treasury can stand it. 

But it remained for Belleville Pres- 
bytery to show how a Festival can be 
arranged. The Presbytery was divided 
into three parts. Rednersville was the 
only entry from the Prince Edward 
districs and received into the semi- 
finals. In the northern part, White 
Lake, Rylestone, and Eldorado com- 
peted, Eldorado winning with “The 
Bishop’s Candlesticks.” Around Nap- 
anee district enthusiasm waxed high. 
Grace Church, Napanee, Marven, Sel- 
by, Odessa, Fourth Line, Switzerville, 
Zion, Beulah, Cooper and Wilton were 
matched against each other in various 
centres. The semifinals were held at 
the Officers’ Congress in Napanee in 
April, with Wilton winning with “Not 
Quite Such a Goose.” Wilton and El- 
dorado met in Belleville in May with 
Wilton again victorious. The Festival 
was very successful financially, the 
surplus over expenses being in the 
neighborhood of $85.00.’ A cup is being 
offered for annual competition. 

The following suggestions are offered 
for the consideration of the Executive 
and the Dramatic Convener, for an- 
other year’s Festival. They have all 
come from the Presbytery Conveners: 

1. The competition should be under 
way at least right afiter the Christmas 
season. 

2. Urge the use of Drama as well as 
Comedy. 

3. A list of plays be prepared to help 
the Societies make their selection. 

4. Royalty plays be barred. 

5. An entry fee be charged, to be 
oo ' withdraw-

“See I have set before thee this day 
life and good, and death and evil. 
Therefore, choose life that both thee 
and thy seed may live.” May these 
next few days together see us. well 
started on the road of our choice. 


ADDRESS BY REV. NORMAN COLL, 
PARKDALE UNITED, OTTAWA 

Topic—“Christian Youth Building a 
New Canada.” 

Mr. Coll began his address by speak- 
ing on what the youth of Canada are 
doing today and what they are not 
doing. 

He said that we must be fearless 
pertaining to Christian Morals. We 
want Christ like youth which we cer- 
tainly haven’; obtained in our Cana- 
diam youth. It is necessary that we 
have a youth that will challenge the 
conduct and fill this conference with 
a spiritual benefit. We need new 
churches and new homes to build up a 
true Christian spirit. 

Mr. Coll claimed very emphatically 


that we need a new spirit and a new 


power to carry on the Young People’s 
Work in Canada successfully. The 
Young People of Canada must have a 
challenge of their own we must become 
bad about Christianity before we can 
really get to the bottom of the thing. 


We must have the will and the spirit 
to do it or it will die before it has had 
a chance to develop. We must get the 
light of Christianity before we are 
thirty or else not at all, for youth is 
the only time when 'g true spirit can be 
built up. If the standard of our civil- 
ization is going to be raised we must 
discover @ way out which in his mind 
isa way up. A way out is a way up. 

We must find a new way of living 
and increase our resources of new 
truths and ideals. We cannot let 
things lie as they are and not do any- 
thing about it. We can’t afford to 
wait for the other fellow. It is our 
challenge and we have got to fulfill it. 

He asked the question of how many 
of the Young People at this Conference 
who are loyally trying to find new discov- 
eries, 

The speaker told the story of a place 
where a very distinguished man had 
been called away from attending a 
certain meeting but left word that he 
was with them in spirit, buy the chair- 
man stated that he wished that he had 
left his head behind. Isn’t that the 
way with us today? The Lord is with 


us but we have got to do our own 


thinking to make a success out of 
things. 

We want New Ideals. Many churches 
have become extinct because of lack of 
New Ideals. We cannot sit back and 
expect New Ideals to come to us, we 
must get out and work and discover 
them for ourselves. Too many of us 
Swing too easily with the majority of 
things in life’s problems. We look for 
the easy way out instead of facing the 
problems that are before us. We must 
take the attitude of Martin Luther and 
say to ourselves what do I get out of 
it? We do not have to go back to the 
past to look for spiritual benefit, the 
present and the future are what we 


are most concerned about at the pre-. 


sent time. We must discover what we 
can do for the good of civilization and 
what Jesus would have us do if He 
were in our place. 


_ Mr. Coll brought in a life reference 
of his own while attending Yale Uni- 
versity. 

A certain negro scholar staying at 
the dormitory had just received word 
from the doctor that his heart was in 
a very poor condition and that he must 
not climb the stairs to his room as he 
lived on the fourth floor. The negro 
came in to the dormitory this morn- 


ing very downcast and the college fel- 
lows all asked him what was the rea- 
son for the troubled look. He told 
them his story and explained that he 
couldn’t offorg’ to pay for his room 
down town. He was just about to leave 
the college when a very wealthy young 
chap by the name of Kelly Robinson 
offered to share his room with him on 
the ground floor. Mr. Robinson wrote 
home to his family and to his sweet- 
heart explaining what he had done 
and why he had done it. In a few 
days a reply came from his parents 
Stating that if he intended to carry 
on that sort of fellowship that he 
could be considered dismissed from 
their home and his sweetheart said 
that their engagement could be con- 
Sidered as cancelled. Kelly kept good 
his promise with the negro and suffer- 
ed the consequences, showing his love 
and devotedness to mankind. 

Mr. Coll claimed that if more of this 
kind of spirit were shown in our life 
today we would be living in a greatly 
improved world. Our moral standards 
must be raised. We must have the 
Spirit that I and My Father are one. 
The world must begin to think in the 
terms of Christ. God’s loVe must be 
applied to our lives and ourselves. 

We have got to learn to pray as we 
never have before in order to build up 
a new Christian life in Canada.

SATURDAY MORNING 
DR. SEMPLE— 

“The Place of ithe Church in Build- 
ing a New World.” 

In building the world needs the 
church to represent the things of God 
and to help people live every day. 
There is no institution but the church 
to do this task. The church must be 
ready to befriend in the hardest times 
of life. 

The world needs the church as a 
protection against fascism. I¢ is human 
nature to jump at new ideas. When we 
study fascism we find that Hitler says 
it is only for Italy but is no scheme 
for the whole world. 

The world needs the church to hold 
mankind together in the face of nation- 
alism and fear of war. We have work- 
ed up the idea of nationalism until now 
we must pay the price for it. 

The world needs the church to mod- 
erate social struggle and turn the scale 
in favour of economic justice. No soc- 
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ial order is worth striving for if it is 
not based on the consent of the ma- 
jority. Large areas must be won to 
revolutionary change before there 1s 
any change. : 

The church must take her place in 
the socia] crises. We must recognize 
that social changes are here and if we 
study what political leaders are saying 
today will find that they say that the 
old ideas must give place to the new. 
In the findings of the Supreme Court 
of the United States we find that the 
NRA. is not constitutional and that 
there is no place for it in the make up 
of the United States. If you on the 
other hand, go to th emasses of the 
people you will find that they are 
deeply concerned about the N.R.A. 

Great movements do nog arise in 
politica] parties but in the minds and 
hearts of the people. We must clear 

our ideas of the meaning of pr-nciples 
and methods. The principle of «the 
automobile is practically the same now 
as at the first but the method has 
greatly changed. The structure of 
government will not go to pieces just 
because new methods have been tried. 

The church mus; have something to 
say on all social questions. There have 
been many pioneers in building a new 
world. Dr. George Jackson had ito 
leave Sherbourne Church, Toronto, for 
his ideas on things which we all be- 
lieve today but was very dangerous 
then. The principles must be based 
on the words of Jesus Christ as taken 
from Luke’s gospel. 

Religion must say something to 
human problems, political and econ- 
omic problems are firs; human prob- 
lems. The big problem for the min- 
isters is now to get the idea into the 
conscious of people. To do this our 
prime interest must be the presentation 
of the Christian Message. Love to God, 
love to all mankind was the principle 
upon which the whole Structure was 
built. 

The church must be certain of the 
facts. At one time the president of a 
corporation was very angry with the 
churches as they had said very unkind 
things about his firm where employees 
worked 12 hours with small pay. The 
church was sure of its facts and as a 
tesult, the firm shortened its hour and 
raled it pay. It is not the business of 
the church to deg] with opinions and 
ie sign negate ee 

and we, aS young 
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people, as the servants of the church 
must have a genuine love for all those 
made in the image of God. 

There are three roads open to us (1) 
Violent revolution with a reign of ter- 
ror as we have seen from history and 
we find no guarantee that this will 
not be repeated again. (2) Impracti- 
cal and visonary utopia. We cannot 
dream of a golden age but we must be 
ready to ge; down to concrete action 
of building. (3) Adjust the economic 
order brought about by careful plan- 
ning, thinking and working. 

To rebuild the world anew is our task 
as members of a great church. 





REPORT OF BUSINESS— 

The Business Committee submits 
the following report: 

We discussed the recommendation 
forwarded by the Executive eLader- 
ship Camp held in August 1935 which 
was as follows: That as a Council we 
go on record that we being very pleas- 
ed with the success of the chool, re- 
commend to the Young People’s Exe- 
cutive of the Conference that a fur- 
ther Executive Leadership be arranged 
for next summer.

We recommend that the treasurers’ 
books of the Conference and the Pres- 
bytries be audited annually. 

We commend that inasmuch as we 
have heard of the good results in Pres- 
byteries that have sug-divided, that 
Presbyteries who haye not yet divided 
gee districts consider the matter.

The church usually provides six. 


weeks of training for persons joining 
the church.

Too often 
ithey are left to unfold profound truths 
alone and too oftem they fail. Jesus 
said, ‘The salt of the earth,’ which is 
a preservative and the “Light of the 
world’ which is an illuminator. 

The Christian ideal of life cannot 
service unemployment and if commun- 
ists are concerned, how much greater 
should the Christian chureh be con- 
cerned.

“DEVELOPMENT OF PERSONAL 
CHRISTIAN LIVING” 

Leader—Rev. Chas. D. Daniel. 

Secretary—Bessie H. Gordon. 

Each in turn was asked ito tell what 
force had brought them to the realiz- 
ation of their Personal Christian Liv- 
_ ing, what method they used for devel- 

oping this personal living and to share 


with the others any problem they had. 
Almost. every one expressed the idea 
that it was through fellowship with 
groups of young people that they began 
to realize the need of personal relig- 
jous living. i., experience such as 
C.G.I.T. camps, summer schools, win- 
ter schools, conventions. 
| The problems gleaned from the group 
were: 1, How to come down to earth 
after such mounatin top experiences 
and carry these experiences in ordin- 
ary life; 2, How to put it across to 
other young people; 3, Courage to 
share it with others; 4, To help our 
friends gain a faith; 5, To find time 
for daily devotion; 6, Not willing to 
pay the price; 7, Unanswereq prayers; 
8, To get above the feeling that others 


are laughing at you because of your 


faith. 

We felt that if conveners in Local 
Unions have no personal contact with 
God the meetings are empty. We felt 
that our responsibility of leadership 
puts an absolute urge on us for Per- 
sonal Christian preparedness. Our liv- 
es must not be self-centred but Christ 
Centred. 

How are we going to do this? . 

1. By daily periods of private devo- 
tion, 

2. By fellowship with other kindred 
spirits in presence of God — small 
groups Y. P.’s meetings, church, camp, 
standard training schools, convention 
groups. 

We therefore resolved that we would 
go home and make a habit of private 
daily devotion and that this period 
should be: 1, Period of meditation; 2, 
Period of prayer, praise, adoration; 
3, Period of strict examination of our- 
selves; 4, Period of reading to guide 
our meditation. 

We felt it was absolutely necessary 
to carry this persona] religious living 
into all experiences of the day and if 
in these hours Jesus becomes a Vital 
personal (friend) experience, we will 
have no difficulty in putting across 
our experiences to others. 





“BUILDING A NEW ECONOMIC 
ORDER” 

Leader—Rev. Clarence Ferguson. 

In order to build a NEW “Economic 


Order” should or analyze the present 


standards of living, etc. Therefore we 
listed as the group suggested the fol- 
lowing faults of today’s status: 

1. Unemployment—The one uggest- 


‘ing this laid special emphasis on the 


male unemployment and suggested a 
movement; in thought, where men 
might return to his rightful place and 
women find their employment in home 
making, etc. However, group felt 
that under present conditions unem- 
ployment was a problem affecting both 
males and females. 

2. Distribution of wealth—Ex., salary 
of teacher compared with salary of 
statesmen, etc. 

3. Right sense of values 
rewarding of labor. 

4. Desire of things—Here the group 
decided this was a basic question, but 
might find a place in No. 1. It was 
defined as a yearning for things un- 
attaihable and yet the desire was one 
for things that should be a part of 
our ‘heritage or a part of our present 
opportunities. 

5. Poverty — Our attitude to this 
problem—Jesus said, “the poor ye have 
with you alway.” Therefore we should 
decide whether we can abolish all 
poverty or not in this new world. No 
definite move in solution suggested. 

6. Monetary System—Banking should 
be an even balance between money and 
products, etc. 

7. International Relationships—What 
would be the ideal state in this new 
world? Much discussion—noth:ng de- 
finite. 

8. Relationship—(Employer and em- 
ployee) .Industrial harmony or demo- 
cracy. 

9. Population — Comparison birth 
rate in own land and foreign; compar- 
ison birth rate in own land and for- 
eign, rich and poor. This problem 
brought up cultural advantages. 

10. Exploitation — Liquor problem, 
graft in all departments. 

11. Waste — Inefficency, duplication 
of services, uncontrolled competition, 
ex., dairy industry. 

12. Inequality of opportunity to se- 
cure cultural values of life. Here dis- 
different system operating today — l, 
Capitalism; New Deal, modifieg capi- 
talism; 3, Fascism— strong arm of dic- 
tatorship, controlled church, state, etc; 
‘4, Co-operation — Employer and em- 
ployee to share in profits, etc.; 5, Soc- 
jalism—Govit. own major portion, ex., 
our post office dept. Change capital- 
ism by legal and proper proceeding. 

Communisnj—Overthrow capital by 
working ‘class. 

What objectives should be our goal? 
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: Everyone employed according * 
their ability and desire—work = 
who can and will work and therefore 
re-education of labor; 2, Proper re- 
ward for labor; 3, Home the idea ba- 
sis of the economic order—a sharing 
of responsibilities and privileges; 4, 
Plan for social economy—time Was SO 
limited that only suggestions could be 
thrown out, problems raised, etc. 

Our leader recommended that the 
text “General Guide to Youth Action” 
be purchased and studied by all and 
the questions similarly raised and dis- 
cussed locally. 


“YOUTH AND MARRIAGE” 
Leader—Rev. Roy Rickard. 
Secretary—Miss Ina G. Sheets. | 
One of the largest and most inter- 

esting groups held was the group 
which discussed the problems of Youth 
and Marriage. The findings of the 
group are as follows: 

(1) The purpose of Christian mar- 
riage—(a) for the holy and sacred 
purpose of bringing children into the 
world under the influences of the most 
happy Christian circumstances that 
they may be nurtured in the fear of 
God and with His spirit implanted in 
their hearts. (b)For companionship, 
which reaches its highest peak in the 
relationships existing between man 
and wife. (c) For the fullest and most 
complete realization of life which be- 
comes manifest in the consummation 
of marriage. 

(2) Preparation for Marriage — pre- 
paration for marriage should start in 
the home among children where child- 
ren are taught the art of living with 
those in whom they come in contact: 
(a) By example—the spirit of coO-oper- 
ation as seen in a Christian home; (b) 
Through the story of the Origin of life 
which should be imparted in the home 
at an early age, to help Keep the ideal 
marriage clean, sweet and wholesome 
throughout life. 

(3) Relationships one with the oth- 
€t—(a) Directing thoughts by means 
of good literature and Pictures. Our 
minds should be fed by thinking clean 
wholesome thoughts and thus stamp 
out sordid thoughts. Clean and beaut- 
- iful thoughts should be substituted for 
evil thoughts; (b) Thoughts may also 
be directeq by worship. Through fel_ 
lowship one with the other we learn 
to appreciate and admire those of the 
Opposite sex. Worship gives opport- 
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unity for healthy, wholesome fellow- 


ship on a higher plane and helps #0 
direct natural and beautiful desires; 
(c) Recreation may prove & powerful 
factor in relationship one with the 
other since through recreation much 
surplus energy is used up. 

Intimacies which cheapen the real 

emotion of love should not be indulged 
in. Though it may mean sacrifice and 
discipline, it is much better to enter 
Christian marriage with only that 
which will make for happiness. 
. The group was advised to read ane 
or more of the following books: Youth 
and Marriage, issued by the Leadership 
Training Committee. Men, Women 
and God, by Dr. Herbert Gray. So 
Youth May Know, Dickerson. The

A Crisis 


In Missions 





As we made ccmparison of the 
missionary givings of the Presbytery 
Young People’s Union in Toronto Con- 
ference, it is with regret that we note 
the decrease, remembering that in 19- 
30, the contributions to the Missionary 
and Maintenance Fund were $11,000. 

A decrease in givings has been gen- 
eral throughout the church. In fact, .it 
has been so general that appropiations 
to the Home Missions have been cut 
from $1,410,000 in 1929, to $600.000 for 
1935, and its working staff from 1661 
to 1339. A. similiar blow has fallen wpon 
our work abrcad—appropriations cut 
from $1,000,000 in 1929 to $445,000 for 
1935; and the staff, which in 1928 num- 
ebred 407, to-day stands at 315 

Comparison of figures may be made 
very readily but what does it all mean. 

Surely you and I, who have Christ 
brought to us in modern, beautiful 
churches, who do not know what it 
means ‘to go hungry of to be without 
sufficient clothing, who live in a world 
void of harmfu] mystifying super- 
stitions ang ignoranice—surely, we if we 
are Christians, cannot ignore the 


crisis which is confronting our miss- 
ions today. After years of labor, our 
missionaries have reached the stage of 
harvesting. Are they to be withdrawn 
at thig crucial point?

C.F. Convener Gives 
Method on Teaching 
Young People to Pray 


For a Meeting With the 
Theme “Prayer” 





One of the greatest difficulties of 
leaders in our Local Unions is that of 
getting young people to pray in public. 
You all know the situation in many 
cases, if the minister is not present, 
the leader will always resorb to the 
Lord’s Frayer. The Lcrd’s Prayer, 
prayed reverently, is, of course, a per- 
fect prayer; but how many of us pray 
it reverently? — 

The solution to these difficulties is 
to teach young’ people to pray, and it 
is up to the Fellowship department, 
probably co-operating with the minis- 
ter or president, ito do this. The point 
is to intiate them into its slowly, give 
them time to overcome their self cons- 


ciousness. Here is one way that it may. 


be dcone:—Write out 3 of 4 sentence 
prayers On Slips of paper, numbering 
their order, and ask as many members 
to read them at the next meeting. 
After this has been done several times, 
perhaps some person would’ be willing 
to read a longer, full prayer. The 
next step is to ask them to offer sen- 
tence prayers that have been memor- 
| ized, to get them away from reading. 

From there it may be a long step to 
voluntary prayer, but do not be dis- 
couraged. If two or three of your 
members can compose and memoriz 2 
prayer, the time will eventually come 
when any thought of self-consciousness 
will leave them, simply because they 
have now become used to the sound 
of their voices in prayer. But even at 
this stage, no one should be asked to 
lead in prayer without having been 
notified beforehand. 

A prayer should express the follow- 
ing: 

1. Adoration, which may be merely a 
salutation such as “Our Heavenly 
Father.” , ; 

2. Gratitude or thanksgiving. 

3. Confession of our sins. 

4, Asking for forgiveness. 

5. Supplication or petition — asking 
God to grant our needs. 

You will notice by this order that 
after we have lifted our souls in praise, 
we then humble ourselves to confes- 
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: 
sion and the asking of forgiveness, 
And it is only in this spirit of humility 
that we would ‘finally ask God for per- 
sonal benefits. The very spirit of 


prayer is developed as we go along. 


The above does ‘not apply to short 
sentence prayers.

MAKING PRAYER THE KEY 
OF ONE’S LIFE 

At the beginning of your project on 
teaching young people to pray, you 
might make your Christian Fellowship 
program on that eevning one on “Pray- 
er.” You might use the following wor- 
ship service, and then, for your topic, 
or discussion, develop the thought that 
prayer is the centre of all Christian 
worship, and the key of one’s personal 
living. 

Prayer is the discovery of God; it 
is through reverent, earnest prayer 
that the soul reaches out to find God, 
and through prayer that God comes 
into our hearts. You see, there is in- 
spiration in both directions. Prayer is 
not merely the utterance of words in 
@ public, cr on one’s knees — prayer 
may not be words at all. It is often 
an emotion felt when one is going 
through some mountain-top experience; 
or it may be merely a sense of “one- 
ness” with God and man, In any Case, 
prayer is the main outlet for al] re- 
ligious experiences. 

Prayer develops character in the in- 
dividual who practises it. It gives one 
a sense of well-being and peace; and 
brings out all the finer qualitities of 
personality. 

‘Mention the value of private devo- 
tion for 15 minutes every day. A quiet 
time for a few minutes of the busy day 
is of real benefit physically, mentally, 
and spiritually. For this period sug- 
gest qa definite program, e.g., reading of 
the Bible, favorite hymns, poems, etc., 
prayer and meditation. Nearly all truly 
great men have set aside a few min- 
utes each day for inspiration through 
communion with God. 

Close the discussion with a short 
prayer, asking God to teach us how to 


pray.

As an activity you might form small 
prayer groups of 5 or 6 people each, 
including a leader, who would meet 
each week for 15 minutes before the 
regular meeting. In their little circles 
they could learn to pray in the ntanner 
mentioned above; or occasionally they 
might choose to study a prayer written 
by some great preacher. 

If it is not possible to procure suff- 
icient leaders, group might be formed 
of those really interested in the sub- 
ject with the minister or a competent 
young person in charge.

Are you, as a Society, choosing plays 
with a social message, encouraging the 
reading of literature dealing with this 
problem or bringing in prominent 
speakers who will throw the light of 
Christ’s teaching on the present social 
conditions? : 

Are you making q real effort to build 
up and foster a strong peace sentimeni 
in your community? 

Do you hesitate to disclose any un- 
christian dealings between employer 
and employee of which you have cer- 
tain knowledge? Let us be a deciding 
factor in establishing world relation- 
ships organized for peace and a Co- 
operative system for the welfare of all 

Combined with our present project, 
that of Personal and Religious Living, 
I am of the opinion that no greater or 
more vital step could be taken by our 
Young People toward the realization 
of their great ideal of Building a New 
World, than that of taking an active 
part in the work of some worth-while 
project of th.s recent Economic Project.

Michel de Montaigne, in one of his 
immortal essays, says, “The pleasantest 
things in the world are pleasant 
thoughts, and the great art of life is to 
have as many of them as possible.” A 
very practical motto that would make 
to hang on the wall of every home;

we feel free to indulge in an unpleas- 
ant thought it is in the home; and it is 
there that such an indulgence may 
become even habitual, and may dis- 
rupt the harmony that every home is 
entitled to enjoy.

gawa’s book “Songs from the Slums” 
was used as an illustration. 


The Peterboro young people had 
charge of the registration and billet- 
ing and all the visitors were hospit- 
ably taken care of. 

The opening address. of the Con- 
gress was given by Rey. Roy Rickard 
who took as his theme “Our Respons- 


ibility’ as Officers,’ and he based his 


address on Paul’s message to Tim- 
othy: “I am ready to be offered.” It 
has been said many times that today 
young people are irresponsible and 
will not shoulder the burdens that the 
older people are carrying but, the 
speaker said, in all his work with 
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young people he has never found this 
to be the case and this Congress it- 
self is an example of our assuming 
responsibility in the greatest work of 
all—Young People’s Work. 

“He told the story of how three boys 
were walking along the street in 
Glasgow one day. On their lapels 
each wore a button on which were 
the letters R.F.A. and each had a 
musket over his shoulder. As _ they 
marched along they met a Scottish 
minister who stopped to speak to 
them. “I didn’t Know that the mem- 
bers of the \ Royal Field Artillery 
carried muskets,” he said. ‘“Oh,” said 
one of the boys, “R.F.A. doesn’t stand 
for Royal Field Artillery, it stands 
for ‘Ready For Anything. And 
that is dur spirit in eoming to this 
Congress, we are ready for anything. 

We must show our responsibility 
in various ways: 

. By preparing ourselves spiritu- 
fe To do this we must commit and 
give ourselves Ww tholeheartedly to our 
Lord and Saviour. We should forti- 
fy ourselves with spiritual resources 
every day and have a “quiet time” in 
which to talk with God.

MONDAY SESSION 

Monday morning the Conference. 
and Presbytery Christian Fellowship 
Conveners were in charge of the 
worship. They took as their theme 
“Rededication of Faith’ and it was 
beatuifully carried out in scripture, 
prayer and song. : 

Late in the afternoon recreation 
was enjoyed on the church lawn and 
was directed by J. C. McClenaghan 
of the Y.M.C.A. 

During the supper hour a telegram 
from Bill McVittie, President. of Ham- 
ilton Conference Y.P.U. was received 


‘and it read as follows: “Greetings on 


this Empire Day. We morally and 
spiritually support you as you plan 
that greater Empire.” 

Philip Rhynas, Treasurer of the 
National Union, brought greetings 
from the Union and spoke about its 
bearing the same relation to the 
Conferences as they do to the Pres- 
ibyteries. “We hope,” he said, “that 
by working together and discussing 
all the problems and difficulties and 
passing the suggestions as to the 
ways and means of overcoming them 
through the National Union, we will 
master them and will advance to 
greater things.” 

He expressed the appreciation of 
the National. Union to Dr. Manson 
Doyle who is always with them in 
their work and who always gives that 
guilding word which keeps them on 
the right path. ‘We appreciate him 


’Nationally’” the speaker said, “as 
we dg in our other groups.” 
Mr. Rhynas mentioned the _ diffi- 


culty of financing the work and point- 
ed out that if we received 10c from 
every one of our 100,000 young peo- 
ple, representing over 3,000 Societies, 
it would mean about $10,000, and 
this would amply finance our Nation- 
al Union, Conferences and Presbyter- 
ies. 

We have forgotten our Treasurers 
except when we call on them to pay 
the bills. We have come to the point

where we must help them feel their 
responsibility and appreciate their 
positions, If we had done this years 
ago, the ‘picture today would be dif- 
ferent. 

The speaker concluded with the 
story of Vivien who was an engineer 
in the control room of a broadcasting 
Station. It was the time of the King’s 
first Christmas radio message and 
the hour for the broadeast had near- 
ly arived when another man, walk- 
ing across the control room, tripped 
on a wire breaking it in two. What 
was to be done? There was no time 
to mend it or procure a new one and 
the King’s speech must be sent forth 
to the eager Empire. With great 
presence of mind Vivien picked up 
the pieces of wire and as the electric 
current passed through, took the jolt 
himself and then, all over the world, 
the King’s voice was heard as he 
gave his Christmas message to the 
British Empire. 

Are we going to be as quick in our 
work to take the jolts as Vivien was 
in his, that we too may take our 
message to the entire world? 


Dr. Manson Doyle 


Your president was a very welcome 
new voice and a fresh face on the 
Executive and a new stimulus to us. 
I do not think from coast to coast in 
the last five years that we have had 
a_ single conference president across 
this country who has not made a fine 
contribution and I know that over 
that period, I did not get into that 
intimate touch before, there has not 
been a President elected to that 
office that has not made a very ear- 
nest and conscientious effort. No- 
body has taken it as an honorary 
position, and when these people have 
come together at last in a more or 
less regular- and official national 
gathering I think we have taken the 
lead in this continent and may be in 


the world in the bona fide Youth 
Movement of our day. I -had the 
consciousness when Phil finished, 


that that fine story had lost nothing 
by having been used by somebody 
else before, that if it had only come 
after the business of the evening, that 
there was just a fine attitude of the 
mind in which to tell it, and from 
then on I have been a little anxious 
lest as the hours passed and you 
who have a distance to go should be- 
come more anxious, that probably 
we would not enjoy the last few 





minutes in just the way WE might 
have. I am therefore going to as- 
sure you that we will only be here 
a few minutes more. 

A few days ago, 4 Canadian repre- 
sentative, former pastor of this 
church, was the fraternal delegate 
to a great national Episcopal gener- 
al conference representing the entire 
United States, because the south end 
and the north are coming together 
for a proposed union, and the general 
conference had invited delegates, and 
this Canadian representing the Unit- 
ed Church of Canada as 2 fraternal 
delegate, suddenly found himself con- 
fronted with a great body of men 
a few hours before he had expected 
and he was naturally more or less 
caught, not exactly unprepared of 
course, but beforehand there came to. 
him this story which I want to use as 
somewhat of the situation that an 
occasion like this always find me in. 

He told the story of one of our 
superannuated ministers, who 
throughout his lifetime was noted for 
never being at a loss. At this time 


he found himself at a funeral to 
which he had been called. He was 
acquainted with the deceased, but 


had forgotten what he should never 
have forgotten, whether it was the 
demise of the man or woman, and 
when he came.to the place when a 
minister must read “either departed 
brother or the departed sister” he 
leaned over and whispered to the 
nearest man “brother or sister,’ and 
the nearest man said “cousin.” 

There is no foreknowledge that can 
adequately fit these closing occasions. 
They change invariably, and the 
thing which has been that of confid- 
ent assurance is ancient history be- 
fore the week comes around and you 
stand before a group of people with 
whom you have had fellowship 
and discussed and who have a differ- 
ent attitude of mind than what you 
expected, but this is the final thought 
that I would like to close with, and 
that is I think you have the first 
bona fide Youth Movement, 

The German Youth Movement, 
groups of youth going away , for 
three and four and seven days at a 
time to discuss great national ques- 
tions of Germany, and all the time a 
group of deliberate adults were put- 
ung down upon’ the youth of Ger- 
many the movement that finally put 
Hitler in the position of leadership 
ane has given to the world an unprec- 
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over the political policies well laid 
and carefully planned eight or ten 
years ago by a group jot folk who 
wanted to reinstaté Germany. 

I had the pleasure of attending a 
t convention in the United States, 
at which Dr. Fisher, the well known 
missionary {from India was the 
speaker. We had finished the conyen- 
tion in Lambton Presbytery, and a 
young chap drove me down to the 
City of Détroit, where I went into 
the: Allied Youth Conyention being a 
rising tide of young people who are 
total abstainers. Last New Year’s 
Eve they said “Here’s our chance to 
put on a demonstration of abstinence 
and they organized in the City of De- 
troit where liquor flows like water in 
the gutters. These young people of 
that great city, that city where they 
had staged some of the most objec- 
tionable New Year’s Eve demonstra- 
tions, bought out one of the great 
hotels, put on one of the greatest 
parties that ever has been held in 
the City of Detroit, and nobody was 
allowed to come who did not take the 
pledge, and they demonstrated to the 
youth of that city that one of the 
most enjoyable and outstanding 
demonstrations of social. events could 
be put on and carried out successfully 
without a drop of liquor in the place.

Answer to Problems 
Of Officers Congress

The attention of every young .per- 
son is directed to it, and it is the 
hope of the Conference Executive that 
our young people will heed the Bo 
vice given in it. 

“We recommend . 

4, That the OnE Saeonles be en- 
couraged to look upon their own min- 
ister and the ministers throughout 
their Presbytery, as their best friends 
and wisest counsellors; that young 
people be encouraged to go to the 
ministers with their problems, to con- 
sult with them, and to discuss plans 
for the work, to the end that the 
bonds of Christian fellowship may be 
strengthened and that ministers and 
young Seople: may work togeher for 
the establishment of Christ’s King- 
dom on earth.” 


Young people would possibly be 


surprised at the insight their minister 
has into the problems they think are 
peculiar to them. He will respect 
their confidence. And their sharing 
of the problems will bring a solution 
that is virtually nas OE in any 
other way. Try it. 





“How may the spirit of worship be 
instilled into young people who do not 
seem interested.”

In analyzing Citizenship as it ap- 
plies to Young People’s work, we find 
that it has a much deeper meaning, 
and by setting an example in excel- 
lent leadership rather than continual- 
ly talking about its principles can the 
highest Citizenship ideals be obtain- 
ed.

_ Christian Culture, Christian Fellow- 
ship, Missions and Recreation depart- 
ments, plus a few features that no 
other programme can offer. The de- 
votional portion of the Christian Fel- 
lowship programmes and the desire 
to bring our members closer together 
are found on a Citizenship pro- 
gramme; the promotion of improving 
the intellect in a Christian Culture 
programme is often included on a 
Citizenship programme, when poems, 
addresses and readings of the highest 
calibre are introduced; the desire to 
spread God’s work among our mem- 
hers as our Mission object is, will be

Affords Pleasant Time 
To Community’s Y.P. 


“JT have always thought of Christmas 
Time as a good time; a kind, forgiving, 


charitable, pleasant time, when men and 


women seem by one consent to open their 
shut-up hearts freely—and I say God Bless 
It!”—Charles Dickens. ; 

The Christmas Season is made a more 
“pleasant time” for people everywhere by 
the singing of carols. There are many well- 
known ones like “Silent Night,” “O Little 
Town of Bethlehem” and “Hark! the Herald 
Angels Sing,” but there is also a wealth of 
old traditional carols, rich in the customs 
of the past, not so well known, but beaut- 
iful nevertheless and a joy to sing. They 
recall in themselves the «ld custom accord- 
ing to which group of carolers went about 
the community singing on Christmas Eve. 


-It would be a splendid thing if every 


Church would have a large group of young 
people enjoying the Christmas season more 
fully by: 

(1) Learning more traditional carols; 

(2) Carrying the enjoyment of them to 
others in the community on Christmas Eve. 
- You can enjoy sharing your carols 
whether you learn new ones or not. If you 
decide to learn some new-old carols, you 
will probably need to invest in copies of 
them. ‘These can be secured at small cost 
from the sources listed below. You should 
also have at least two rehearsals before 
the time for caroling if new songs are to 
be learned and certainly at least one if 


‘only the familiar carols are to be used. 


The singing will be most effective if all 
the words are memorized, but in case that 
is impossible, provide copies of the carols 
and flashlights or lanterns for the singers. 

Before the time of caroling, an itinerary 
should be carefully planned. If other 
groups in the community are caroling the 


same evening divide up the territory so no 


place will be overlooked. The itinerary 
should include the hospitals, and the homes 
of the shut-ins in the community. Often 
there are’ to be found in the hotels many 
people who would be very much pleased to 
hear Christmas carols. 

Special costumes add much to the fes- 
tivity of caroling. Short capes and caps 
of red flannel edged with cotton batting 
are not exceedingly difficult to make.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


As I make my report. to you of my stew- 


ardship of the office to which you elected ~ 


me a year ago, I do so with mixed feelings. 
I am conscious of feelings of both regret 
and satisfaction . . . regret that we have 
not accomplished as much as I hoped to 
do but satisfaction that some progress has 
been made during the year. I pray your 
indulgence as I review the year’s work. 
First let us consider those things which 
are in a sense new this year. We insti- 
tuted Membership Cards in the Conference 
not only to assist in financing the Presby- 
tery and Conference Unions, but also to 
instil into the minds of the rank and file 
of the Local Unions the fact that they are 
members of a great organization of young 
people. ‘These have been very favorably 
received and will, I think, do more in ac- 
complishing their purpose next year. Then 
President’s Bulletins were established, 
coming out at intervals between Executive 
meetings, sent to all Conference Executive 
members which includes the president and 
secretary of the Presbyteries. The purpose 
of these was to advise all on developments 
in our work, and to seek the advice of the 


Executive when it was not advisable to call _ 


an executive meeting. It too, has served 
is purpose well, and will I hope be contin- 
ued. ‘A set-up of “Duties of Presbytery 
Officers” was prepared by the National 
Y.P.U. this year. As we were anxious to 
make use of this for our Officers’ Congress, 
_ we undertook to prepare the pamphlets. 
Besides our requirements we prepared and 
sold nearly 100 copies clearing our cost and 
returning a slight balance to the treasurer. 
An Officers’ Congress was held over the 
May 24th weekend, and seemed to be sat- 
isfactory in a general way, although not 
the success I had hoped for. Then I acted 
as chairman of a committee to prepare the 
Bible Study project for the 1937 program- 
me. It was completed and sent in within 
the specified time, and in due course you 
will be able to decide whether our efforts 
were satisfactory or no. For some time 
the need for a Music Book to go with our 
Hymns and Songs, has been apparent. And 
so we have begun such an endeavor. It is 
a loose-leaf affair, so further pages may be 
added, and our aim is that, ultimately, you 
will only require the Hymnary, and our 
‘Music Book to use any song in Hymns and 
Songs. The first issue is avilable here at 
the Convention, and costs 25c. The last 
but by no means the least thing done, in 
the way of “new” things was the appoint- 
ment of a Librarian in the person of Elsie 
Moon, Port Hope. She will have charge 
of all the books which we publish from 
time to time. At present it is quite an 
imposing list, “Worship Story Books,” 
“Hymns and Songs,” “Duties of Presbytery 
Officers,” “Proceedings of National Coun- 
cil, 1935,” and the newly published “Music 
Book” and a pamphlet of the Citizenship 
department on the “Peace Project” of this 
November. {With a number of individuals 
looking after these publications, it was dif- 
ficult to keep them always available, and 


_in proper order. I trust you will make use 


of the Librarian at any and all times. 















Now for my personal activities this year. 
There have been five executive meetings, 
all very lengthy, at which I presided. I was 
privileged to represent you at the National 
Union Executive meeting in Toronto at 
Easter, and to speak at Young People’s 
night at Conference in Oshawa, June 5th. 
And I had the even greater privilege of 
being elected on your behalf, a Commis- 
sioner to General Council in Ottawa, held. 
just last week. I have attended Presbytery 
conventions and functions in four Presby- 
teries, and spoken at various Y.P. services. 
Besides, I have made numerous trips on 
Conference business. I regret that it was 
impossible for me to accept all invitations 
to speak. As you may recall, I stated at 
Kingston, that I could not hope to do what 
my predecessor, Stephen Saywell, had done, 
and that in addition I was no speaker. The 
year did not change my status in either 
regard, and so I must beg your pardon 
that I have not done more speaking. 


You will hear the Conveners’ reports 


later, but there are a few items in the 


year’s work I wish to emphasize in mine. 
After four years we resumed our Confer- 
ence Excursion. This year’s was held from 
Peterboro through the Trent Canal Sys- 
tem, and was both a social and financial 
sucess. Not very much has been done in 
Boys’ and Girls’ Work Promotion this year 
from the Conference angle. It is a difficult 
matter to show tangible results since other 
organizaions also are engaged in this work. 
It is my hope that next year we will be 
able to point to more along this line. Then 
The Broadcast . . . My! what a headache I 
could develop over The Broadcast. We 
have been publishing under a cloud financ- 
ially, and cannot continue to do so for 
long. In my opinion the paper has im- 
proved tremendously, and can do so even 
yet a great deal. I feel that it can be of 
real use in our work. The whole matter is 
being turned over to the business com- 
mittee of this Convention for consideration. 
They will recommend action to you. And 
upon your reaction will depend the future 
of The Broadcast. I trust you will see your 
way clear to continue it, and that the 
Presbyteries who in the long run finance it 
may be able to do so. Aud now turning to 
the Treasurer’s Report which you will 
hear shortly. We have handled a lot of 
money this year. _And for the amount we 
have a very small balance to show. And 
yet we are not discouraged, for we have 
improved our position materially. A con- 
siderable portion of our old indebtedness 
also has ben paid off, and while we still 
have a considerable outstanding debt 
against us yet, it is not nearly as large as 
that which faced the executives of a few 
years ago. We feel that next year’s exe- 
cutive may face the prospect, with your 
continued co-operation, of clearing away 
all our debts and placing our work on a 
clean financial sheet once again. 

Just a word as to the future. When our 
Conference Excursion has been held in the 
past, it has always been from the west end, 
Cobourg, Oshawa, and this year year Pet- 
erboro. I am hoping next year that the 
Excursion will be held from two centres,

Possibly through 
their consideration of my feelings they 
have refrained from adverse criticism, 
when such might have been made. Every 
one of them who has been asked to do any- 
thing in our work has consented, and to 
them all I am deeply grateful. Everywhere 
I have gone, everywhere I have written, 
the young people themselves have _ res- 
ponded to my pleas and so I thank you, 
too. And then in speaking my appreciation, 
I would not forget my family. Had it not 
been for their help I could not have done 
anything in the work. Many days while 
away, and indeed many days at home while 
I have been busy on Y.P. work, my wife 
and child have been without husband and 
father. And my parents haye worked long 
ours in my absence. My thanks and grat- 
itude is extended to them. 

And in conclusion, I thank God for the 
opportunity of doing something in the 
advancement of His kingdom, for the help 
and guidance He has given me, and for 
the strength and purpose He has put into 
me, for I would say with him of many 
years ago, “of myself I am nothing.” T 
pray that God’s blessing and guidance and 
presence may be upon you all, and upon 
those whom you choose to lead in your 
work for the coming year.

Christ said, When ye pray Say, “Our 
Father, which art in Heaven.” How essen- 
jal to prayer is a right thought of God. 
“When ye pray, say’— What? A great 
deal, if not all, depends on how we fill in 
the blank. If God is only a name we> give 
to some vast unknown power outside of the 
‘universe; if he is only a dim shadow on our 
minds or a collection of names or ideas we 
have learned our prayers will soon come to 
an end. When Jesus prayed He always 
said, “Our Father,’ and the Father to 
whom he prayed and whom He revealed. 
Heit is to whom our prayers should be 
offered. 

We sometimes grow discouraged be- 
cause our prayers are not answered, But 
what father or mother gives his child 
everything he asks for? 
us to make all our wants 
known. 

Christ attaches great importance to the 
duty or intercessary prayer. We have all 
heard he question of Tennyson’s: “What 
are men better than sheep or goats that 
nourish a blind life within the brain, If 
knowing God, they lift not hands of prayer 
both for themselves and those who call 
them friends.” - 
- But Christ carries us still further: “Bless

them that despitefully use you.” So he 
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prayer for His murderers, “Father, forgive 
them, for they know not what they do.” 

_ We should pray for our church and the 
men and women in it. 
and feel that we get no good from the ser- 
vice, Whose is the blame? Let the pulpit 
take its share but the people are also to 
blame. Have we prayed for our ministers 
during the week, that God might be with 
him, guiding and helping him, 
might bring us the word we need. 

Christ prayed for the children. He loved 
them and through the ages mothers and 
fathers have brought-their children to God 
and prayed earnestly for them. The child- 
ren of today are the’ church of tomorrow. 

Christ prayed for individuals and so 
should we pray for individuals. God in His 
divine love will give each one his or her 
own particular need, but when we kneel 
in prayer to speak to God, let us pray for 
every need of ours, and every one named 
by its name. Christ is always with us. He 
will hear our cry even from Gethsemane. 
Every life has its own garden of Gethse- 
mane and sometimes we pray with Christ, 
“Oh my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me.”

To understand the passage we must 
think of John preaching the Gospel of 
repentance.

There was 
the awakening and pledge of Jesus and 
then he offered himself for baptism. Jesus 
Rave himself for the redemption of the world 
pone people, in His name you must give 
yourself for a great cause. When you

Let us look at Jesus out in the wilds. 
He had consecrated Himself to the service 
of the highest power. A voice spoke and 
referred back to he time of His baptism. 
The voice said “If Thou be the Son of God;

He was bringing His experience to a test 
with an appeal to the appetite. He was 
hungry and there is no sin in eating WHER 
one is hungry. -Make these stones bread! 
He knew he could do it. But He wouldn't 
take the high power God had given Him 
for self gratification and self interest. Of- 
ten we dedicate our high gifts to material 
wealth.

Rev. Russel O’Brien 
said concentrate your minds to God, Jesus 
will have nothing sensational and if folk 
will not come to church when there is so 
much to receive, let them stay at home. 

The scene changes once more and this 
time He is on the mountain top. The 
mountains have a great place in life of 
Jesus. Here He saw all the kingdoms of 
the world. His social ideals were tempted. 
Jesus had a conception of the old testa- 
ment. Ina vision he saw Judas, he saw 
the cross and He knew. Young people, you 
must know too and you must do it. It may 
mean death in the pursuit of your ideals 
it may mean that you go right to the cross. 

O Cross that liftest up: my head

Parliamentary Procedure 


How to conduct a meeting—(Be early). 
Call it to order. The presiding officer takes 
the chair and calls the meeting to order 
by rising and striking the gavel and Says 
“The meeting will please comes to order. 
Then the officers take their places and the 
members their seats. It is in order at this 
time for the chairman to recognize visitors 
or officers by inviting them to the plat- 
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form. There may be a hymn and prayer or 
reading or it may be varied to suit the 
occasion. 

Minutes of previnus meetings — Read. 
President says—‘Are there any corrections 
or additions?” Corrections may be made. 
The approval may be taken in the custom- 
ary manner. 

Roll call. Reports. Reports of commit- 
tees (committee of whole is committee 
and other senior officers—pres., sec., treas., 
etc). Unfinished or new business. Pro- 
gramme. 

Minutes and how to keep them — The 
minutes constitute the official record of 
what is done at a meeting—and are kept 
by the secretary. Comments or addresses 
should find no place in the minutes. 

The minutes should contain these facts 
—Name of organization, kind of meeting, 
date and place, name of presiding officer 
and the body of officers present. Descrip- 
tion of the nature of the previous meeting. 
Reports read and approved — passing of 
motions and resolutions. Name of mover 
and seconder need not be recorded unless 
requested by the chainman of meeting. 
The minutes should be entered on one page 
only. (Minutes should be signed by Secre- 
tary and after the approval, by the Pres- 
ident. Using headings and sub-headings in 
writing minutes. 

Reports—How to make them. They are 
made by committee which should have a 
chairman and a secretary. They should be 
compiled by the secretary. Two copies at 
least of it should be made—one returned 
to the chairman, the other is retained by 
the secretary. Chairman of committee 
makes report and when finished he says— 
“T move that this: report be accepted and 
its recommendations adopted.” 

Motions. How to make amendments and 
pass them. All actions taken, business 
transacted and money appropriated will be 
done by way of motion. Important motions 
should be in writing signed by the mover 
and a second written copy to the chairman. 

How to make a motion— 

Mr. Chairman, I move ------- seconded. 

Chairman—You have heard the motion. 
The question is open for discussion. Those 
discussing the motion—address the chair- 
man. Confine your remarks strictly to the 
point. 

Ready for the question. Favor, contrary. 
- Amendment—Comes in period when the 
motion is being discussed. The amendment 
is turned down if not seconded. 

Motions—Once a motion is under discus- 
sion it must. be voted on before another 
motion can be introduced. 

Way of voting—Aye and nay; raising 
hand; standing; roll call by “aye” 
“nay”; ballot. 

Resolutions—Are often on controversial 
subjects and must be passed only on ‘thor- 
ough resolution. 

Elections and how to hold them—Nom- 
inations are made from the floor or by a 
nominating ocmmittee. 

Tellers—Appointed who distribute and 
collect ballots and report to the chairman.

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Into All The World—Missionary 


We express our deep appreciation to our 
two leaders Mr. Wm. Breese and Rev. Bert 
Howard. From Mr. Breese we caught the 
sweep of the missionary movement across 
the centuries, particularly the new move- 
ment in the nineteenth century. We felt 
the clash of civilization as well as reli- 
gions in Africa and the Orient. We saw 
the great opportunity today, especially in 
India. We face the task of the future. 
First we must recognize that our enemy 
is not other religions but the spirit of 
modern scepticism, Communism, National- 
ism, Fascism, and the rest. These are all 
the more powerful because they all ex- 
press an idea and ideas are the most pow- 
erful things in the world, greater far than 
cuns or engines of any kind. We were 
impressed afresh with the truth of the fact 
that the world has become one neighbor- 
hood. Christian Internationalism is the 
only cure for the exaggerated nationalism 
in nearly all countries today. 

We would recommend more intensive 
Bible study by our young people. We 
would also encourage more intensive study 
of recent worthwhile books on missions such 
as: “Missions Tomorrow” by K. C. Latour- 
ette. “I Discover the Orient,” by F. 
C. Brockman. “Christianity Confronts 
Communism” by Mathew Spinka, as well 
as our new study book “Into All the 
World.” 

We would strive to see that neither Can- 
ada nor any other nation can become truly 
Christian till all become Christians. 


Aims and Objects of Y.P.U. 


In our first meeting from our discussion 
we came to a conclusion that Y.P. had 
interest through which we should reach 
them in order to be of benefit to them. 
Y.P. are interested in entertainment but 
we found that great care must be taken 
in choosing correc kind and getting a good 
variety. There is also an interest in Fel- 
lowship with those around us. We felt 
that Y.P. were interested in religion, a re- 
ligion that is practical and would do some- 
thing to help correct the injustices of this 
world. In this regard we recognized many 
world needs but concluded that basic to 
their correction was the need for right 
personal development. 

In second meeting we attempted to out- 
line some of the general ways by which we 
might answer this need in Y.P. work. The 
aim of Y.P.U. should be to impart know- 
ledge, to learn the art of expression, to 
create feeling of fellowship, and to create 
a desire and appreciation for better things. 


Helping Others To Be Christian 


Led by Rev. Mr. Tanton. 

Helping others to be Christian, put in two 
words means Personal Evangelism or a 
personal attempt to win others for the 
Kingdom. This work must begin in the 
evangelist, and we agreed that there were 
too few of us who had had a real Christ- 
a4 eee and were telling others 

Discipleship demands—(1) A, personal 
acceptance of the leadership of Christ. (2) 
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A personal acceptance of the responsbili- 
ties of the Kingdom; (3) A personal ac- 
ceptance of the sacrificial way to serve 
God. 
We decided that we were not going all 
the way as disciples should but were try- 
ing to just fit our religion in as one of the 
many things of our busy social programme. 
iWe ought to have a “discipleship group” 
somewhere in the church for training fu- 
ture leaders. The ministers should help 
more in personally approaching young peo- 
ple and helping them to realize what God’s 
purpose for them is. We are the continu- 
ance of the Incarnation of Christ, but we 
are too busy working out a fine programme 
for young people to put all our energies 
into the bringing of the Kingdom of God. 


Recreation 
We as a group recommend that execu- 
tives of future camps — Executive and 


otherwise, that the matter of Handicraft 
and Creative Hobbies be given full and 
careful consideration and if possible lead- 
ers be provided. We feel that handicrafts 
and hobbies -will in the future command a 
larger place in our Recreation Programme 
and it is wise to prepare leaders. 


It is our conviction that, with the in- 
creasing mechanization of industry and the 
shortening of working hours, the creative 
use of leisure time is of increasing im- 
portance to the advancement of human 
personality. 

In the light of this finding we make the 
following recommendations for Group 
Study and participation in the various 
fields of creative activity so as to arouse 
wider interest and develop recreational 
leadership. 

The establishment of a local film esti- 
mate service to make available, with the 
widest publicity, information about the 
nature of current films. The development 
of a calendar of recreational and program- 
me events of various agencies, denomina- 
tional and interdenominational within the 
community, to guide all programme plan- 
ning committees, 

Home and Marriage 

In view of the economic conditions of 
the day and the problems that present them- 
selves we recommend to all young people 
that they seriously consider their prepar- 
ation for home and marriage. 

We would draw attention to the Christian 
Ideal of Marriage as expressed by Jesus 
in Matthew 19: 5-6, which is, a God united 
biological spiritual relationship, life long 
and life wide. 

We recommend that physical and mental 
examinations and an investigation into 
Character of Young People before mar- 
riage be seriously considered.

Fellowship Conveners, this is your project 
for 1937. Organize in your Local Union a 
daily Bible reading circle, every member of 
which pledges himself to set aside a certain 
time of each day for quiet, private medita- 
tion and reading. You might keep a record 
of all those who carry out the project and 
make some recognition at the end of the 
year. 

A few preparatory words might be said 
before starting. The thoughts for the first 
fifteen days are worked out on the relation- 
ship of God and man. Pure religious souls 
from very ancient times have worked out a 
plan for living in two worlds at once, the 
physical and the spiritual. This time of 
devotion is a way of weaving experience into 
the divine pattern, influenced by three 
great concepts: 

1. Myself—That most intimate of compa- 
nions with whom each of us walks life’s 

2. Others—Our neighbors, as Jesus said, 
journey. 
the whole intricate fabric of social relation- 
ships in civilization, growing even more com- 
plex. 

3. God the Father. 

If a theme were to be chosen for the 
latter half of the month, it would be “I be- 
lieve in growth,”—growth in individual] integ- 
rity, in mental alertness, in physical well- 
being, in sensitiveness to human need, in 
spiritual at-home-ness in the universe, and 
in world consciousness. 

A Christian educator once said: ‘Prying 
into the mysteries of life, I find that nothing 
is created complete: all things grow. The 
creative God who could have struck off a 
complete universe on the die of his purpose 
chose the longer and the harder path. He 
chose the way of change and growth.” 

Try to set aside at least fifteen minutes 
in some part of your day to think on these 
things. Read the Bible passage, get its 
meaning, and let your thoughts be guided 
by the suggestions you receive. Close your 
meditation with a little prayer of thanks- 
giving and of supplication. Try it, and 
watch yourself “grow.”

It is the wish of our Conference Executive 
that once again we carry out a deba.ing 
series in our Conference. It was very gratify- 
ing to have so much enthusiasm over debates 
and such substantial response during the 
past year, and for this reason I have no 
hesitancy in soliciting your untiring efforts 
to again, put across this project. 

We did not feel that there were enough 
Unions desirous of entering both Debates and 
Dramatics to hinder the carrying on of these 
two simultaneously. However there is no 
reason why you can not enter both as it 
only takes two members of your Union to 
make up a debating team. So get busy now 
and select your debating team, have a debate 
in your Union to give your team a little ex- 
perience. 

Why Debates? 

The real function of debating is to arrive 
at a reasonable conclusion on or about a 
subject that has been clearly and carefully 
stated. It is not primarily to win a contest, 
not merely to show that one man has more 
ability than another in his power to reason 
accurately. ‘When winning is considered the 
chief aim of debating, there is a tendency to 
emphasize methods not otherwise approved— 
redefining in such a way as to catch an 
opponent—misinterpretation of subjects. On 
the other hand the object of debates is to 
develop the individual intellectually, to help 
the individual to get a clear understanding 
of a question and to become easily able to 
put across his views, at the same time recog- 
nizing that every human being has a per- 
fect right to his ideas and that there are two 
sides to every question, and also to remember 
that, although the desire to win is a desir- 
able result yet a good loser is always a very 
admirable character, for “it takes a man to 
stand up and cheer when the other fellow 
scores.”

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Select a Drama suited to your particular 
Union as to number of characters, costumes 
and stage settings. Then proceed to get uP 
your Drama at once in order that the com- 
petitions may start by March Ist, 1937. 

As religious dramas @a very important 
contribution to any church service we would 
suggest that you plan to use yours in your 
Easter service at your own church. This 
would be a splendid conclusion for your 
work in Dramatics during the winter months. 

In order that the competition may be 
properly carried out the following Rules are 
given and it is hoped that for the sake of 
uniformity throughout the Conference, all 
Unions will adhere to these rules. 

1. Any Union is eligible to enter a Drama 
in the Festival, provided it first has been 
played in their own Union. 

2. Members of the cast must be bona fide 
members of the said Union, age to be up to 
and including 35 years. 

3. Acting time of drama not to exceed 40 
minutes nor be less than 20 minutes. 

4. Each Union entering must notify their 
Presbytery Convener of Dramatics of their 
entry before Feb. 1st, 1937, and of the name 
of their Drama before Feb. 15th, 1937. 

5. Presbytery competitions will be arranged 
by Presbytery Conveners by March 1st, 1937. 

6. As far as possible Dramas are to be 
presented on neutra] stages. 

7. Each Union that presents a Drama will 
be given g Certificate on which ‘will be stated 
their grade. 

8. We suggest the following system of fin- 
ancing but this may be alterered by any 
Presbytery Executive according to their own 
special circumstances. (1) The public will 
be charged 25c admission to all Festivals, 
this sum to go to Presbytery. (2) From this 
amount Presbytery will pay up to $5.00 for 
the use of auditorium and scenery. (3) Each 
Union may also be allowed the sum of $2.00 
for expenses, providing the financial receipts 
of the Festival permit. 

Many Religious Dramas are covered by a 
royalty and while it would encourage the use 
of better class plays were the Presbytery 
willing to pay this royalty, nevertheless this 


would in many cases be financially impos- 


sible. However, we urge all Unions who find 
that their choice of Drama has a royalty 
fee, to consider well before turning it down 
on this account as the best things of life 
are not obtained without sacrifice and it is 
just as easy to produce a good play as it is 
to produce a poor or even medium one. In 
words, CHOOSE YOUR DRAM, WISELY. 

9. The foulowing system of judging shall be 
used throughout the whole competition, the 
adjudicator making three copies of his re- 
port, one for himself, one for the Union, and 
one for the Presbytery Convener.

Put your speech in your own words. 

Do not memorize some one else’s compos- 
ition. _ 

Plan your speech so as to arouse and hold 
the interest of the audience. 

Arguments should be so well developed 
that everyone will get the full force of it, 
rather than just the judges. 

Introduce each issue by a brief statement 
of just what you want to prove. 

Avoid using loose and exaggerated state- 
ments. 

Sources of evidence should be given fre- 
quently to assure opponents and judges that 
you know ‘what you are talking about. 


Avoid reading long quotations as it will — 


spoil the effectiveness of your speech. 
Comparisons and analogies are not evi- 

dence but may help in driving home a point. 

A fact is useless if it has no kearing on 
the subject. 

' Fut in an occasional touch of humor. 
“Heavy” material should be used sparingly. 
Introduce illustrations wherever possible, 

but be sure they are to the point. 

Keep in mind it is the debaters’ task not 
only to prove his case, but also to hold the 
attention of the audience upon his proof and 
win their sympathy to his views.

We too can turn the jworld upside 
down, if we but really follow the 
Christ in 1937. 

When asked if you are a pupil of 
your school teacher, you say, “Yes”. 
Then, if you are a pupil of Jesus 
Christ for goodness sake, say so, at 
every opportunity, and act like it at 
all times. 

And now, in the New Year Season, 
may the Kingdom of God and His 
Righteousness be yours, and all other 
things added unto you.

Debating Rules, 1937 


1, The Bay of Quinte Conference debating 
trophy is open for competition among the 
Young People’s organizations in the Confer- 
ence, in a debating series to be condueted 
by the Presbyteries under the general dir- 
ection of a Conference Committee consisting

of Mr. Homer Borland, President of Bay of — 


Quinte Conference Young People’s Union; 
Miss Hazel Sluggett, Secretary, and Miss 
Bessie Gordon, Convener of Christian Cul- 
ture. 


2. The Conference Committee shall: (a) 
Have power to make or alter the rules for 
debates. (b) Be a court of appeal in case of 
disputes. (c) Announce the dates of the 
Inter-Presbytery debates. (d) Choose the 
subjects for Inter-Pres. debates. (e) Select 
judges and officials for Inter-Pres. debates. 

3. There shail be a Debating Committee in 
each Presbytery, composed of the President, 
who shall be chairman, the Convener of 
Christian ‘Culture, who shall act as Secretary, 
and a third member of Executive chosen by 
the President. 

4. The Presbytery Committe shall: (a) 
Carry out series under the genera] rules and 
the direction of the Conference Committee. 
(b) Group the contestants so that a Presby- 
tery winner shall be declared by May 1, 1937. 
(c)Select subjects for debates. (ad) Select 
Judges and officials for the final debate. (e) 
Keep in touch with debates at al] times and 
do anything necessary for completing series. 
(f) The Christian Culture Convener shall 
notify the Conference Convener ef the re- 
sults of debates after each round. 

5. (a) The debate shall commence as seon 
after 8.15 p.m. as possible and shall not 
commence later than 8.45. (b) In case of had 
roads or weather the postponed dekate must 
be debated within one week of date arranged. 

6. Each debating team shall consist of two 
persons and a third should be appointed who 
will act as a “spare” who shall assist in col- 
lecting material and if necessary should be 
appointed to substitute for either member. 
(a) Who are bona fide members of the Young 
People’s Union which they represent. (b) Who 
are regular attendants. 
participants of all ventures of the Union. 
(d) Who are under 30 years of age on Jan. 
1st, 1937. N.B.—Pastors, High Schcol teach- 
ers and lawyers ruled out. 

7. The visiting team shall uphold the 
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Affirmative side of the debate. A coin shall 


be tossed by the Debating Committee to de= 
cide which Union shall be the “Home 
Union. ; 

8. Each speaker will be allowed ten min- 
utes, and the leader of the Affirmative three 
minutes for rebuttal. ; 

The proper form of introduction shall be— 
“Honorable Judges, Ladies and Gentlemen,—” 
Biblical quotations must not be used. 

9. The Presidents of the Loca] Unions 
participating shall be responsib’e for: (a) 
Selection of judges, time-keepers and chair- 
man: (b) Seeing that the judges are well 
informed of basis on which the debate is to 
to be judged. (ce) The observance of rules 
10 and 11. 

10. There shall be three judges, each Team 
providing one and a neutral judge shall be 
chosen, both teams agreeing on neutral 
judge. Care must be taken to select judges 
who will judge without showing partiality 
and must not be in any way related to the 
debaters. 

Judges must sit apart during 
and shell not confer ‘with each other, and, 
at the conclusion of the debate, shall hand 
to the Chairman his or her written decision; 
ie. “Aye” or “Nay,” with no further inform- 
ation. From the three decisions of the 
judges the chairman shall announce the 
winners of the debate. 

11. The Secretary of the “Home” Union 
shall (a) forward a report in duplicate of the 
debate to the Presbytery Convener within 48 
hours of the debate. 

(b) Provide each of the judges cards or 
sheets with the following information:— 

1. Names of contestants. 

2. Name of Union they represent. 

3. Subject of debate. 

4. Basis of Judging—Material 60 per cent. 

Delivery 40 per cent.

12. Basis of Judging— 

(a) Material, 60%—Correct interpretation 
of subject, soundness of argument, alrange- 
ment of subject matter, natural sequence, 
originality, clearness of expression, appropri- 
ate illustrations, quotations and so forth. 

(b) Delivery, 40% —(1) Mannerism: (2) 
Posture and gesture, whether affected or nat- 
ural; (3) Voice, distinct, not too loud. not 
too low, not labored, not too hesitant; (4) 
enunciation and pronounciation; (5) Oral de- 
livery should receive better consideration 
than reading. (6) recitations or essays that 
have been prepared by others should not be 
approved.

This is the only holiday this month and 
any party in March can feature the St. Pat- 
rick idea. 

Decorations—A generous amount of green 
and white paper around the room and cov- 
ering the lghts will give an Irish atmos- 
phere. Green and white tissue paper hats 
worn by every one will also add to your dec- 
orations. Give the green to the men and 
white to fhe ladies. Have similar numbers 
on both colors, that is—two number one’s, 
two number two's and so on, for use in the 
matching of partners later in the evening. 
Clay pipes and shamrocks should also be 
in evidence, Ask all the guests to come wear- 
ing something green. Be ready for those 
who fail to fix them up with green bows 
on their ears or around their heads. 

Program — Divide your total group into 
family units, the Caseys, the McCarthys, and 
the O’Briens. Ma and Pa are appoinied as 
co-captains in each group and all the rest 
are their children. These might also become 
means of indentification for each family 
group. Each group should be notified early 
that they will be expected to put on an Irish 
Stunt during the program. 

Pig in the Parlor—As a good mixer for a 
large party play the familiar game of “Pig 
in the Parlor.” The entire group, except one 
Who goes to the centre forms a large circle 
with boys at the girls’ left, and march to the 
tune of “We Won't be Home Until Morning” 
while singing:

Irish Golf—Place bowls or cans around the 
room. The players compete by family groups. 
Use an-Irish potato and a large tablespoon. 
The potato must be scooped into the bowl 
and not lifted. Score as in golf, the one 
having the lowest score for total holes wins 


Irish Blarney—All draw numbers, those 
of the girls corresponding to those of the 
boys. The first man calls out his number and 
blarneys his unknown partner by telling her 
what he thinks is the loveliest thing about 
her. After he is through, his partner. steps 
out, is indentified, and the two go to the side 
to listen. This continues until all have part- 
ners. 


Irish Potato Race — Compete by family 
groups. Each person carries a much too 
large potato on a teaspoon a given distance 
and returns giv.ng the spoon and potato to 
the next in line. The first family through 
wins. 

Bubble Race—Each family will have one 
blow the largest number across the line in 
bubble blower-and one fanner to represent 
them. On a signal the blower blows one 


bubble. The fanner then tries to waft it for- 


ward acros; the line. Each family tries to 
two minutes’ time. (Balloons may be substi- 
tuted. 

Windy Families—Give each person in each 
family a penny balloon. On signal, everyone 
Starts blow ng up his balloon and continues 
to blow until balloon breaks. The family 
bursiing a’] their balloons first, wins. 


Noise Bag — Four lines in four family 
groups. Each family elects one person to 
represent their goal 30 feet away. He stands 
with his back toward the line. Everyone is 
given a two or three pound paper bag. On 
Signal the first person in each line blews up 
his big, runs to the goal, and birst the bag 
on his back and rushes back to the line and 
touches off number two. This is repeated un- 
til all have finished, ang line throngh first 
wins.

The various committees spent much 
time on these problems. They are yours, bub 
unless some use is made of them, the time 
wil] have been wasted. 


DISADVANTAGES DUE TO SIZE—BELLE- 
VILLE PRESBYTERY 


1 That where Presbyteries are too large 
to keep in touch with all Unions, the Pres- 
bytery be divided into suitable districts and 
that a complete set of Officers be elected, 
corresponding. to Presbytery Officers.

Interesting Facts 
Gleaned From 1936 
Canada Year Book 


Did you know 

That in 1935, the United Church of Can- 
ada, had 1,690,177 persons under pastoral 
supervision and that their total missionary 
giving amounted to $1,653,963 or approximaite- 
ly 97¢c per head. ‘What share did your Un- 
ion have in this? 


That in 1934 the people of Canada spent 


millions of dollars on luxury, some of which 
are listed as follows: 

Candy and Confectionery, $33,880,000, ap- 
proximately $3.08 per head. 

Radio and music, $15,524,000, approximately 
$1.41 per head. : 

Tobacco stores and stands, $22,551,000 ap- 
proximately $2.05 per head. 

Government liquor stores, $54,869,000, ap- 
proximately $4.98 per head. . 

Brewer’s warehouses, $14087,000, approxi- 
mately $1.28 per head. 

Taverns, $6,348,000, approximately 57c per 
Total, $146,259,000, approximately $13.29 per 
head. , 

The above figures are taken from the 1936 
Canada year book and are figured on the 
basic population of 11,000,000 people, In 
reality there were only 10,949,00. Also 
in 1931 there were 212 persons out of every 
1000 less than 10 years of age. Keeping this 
in mind, the above “per head” estimates are 
very conservative. It would be interesting to 
note the relationship in) your own commun- 
ity, if possible. (1934 figures Ihave been sub- 
mitted here as a comparison to the 1935 
Missionary givings because the 1936 Canada 
yearbook is available in preparation for this

Local Application Of 
The Missionary Project 


While this course of Missionary study has 
been outlined on a national scale, we are 
expecting the local unions to look into their 
content and try to ascertain how it will 
best.fit their own aspect of the local church. 
There are literally hundreds of things which 
you may locate in your own district which 
will enhance the work of the church and 
further the work of the Kingdom of God. 
Try some of these. 

(a) Are there unemployed persons in your 
congregation who need your help in the 
way of clothing, food, fellowship, encour- 
agement. 

(b) Are there people in your local hospital 
who would enjoy qa call. 

(c) Are there aged folk in your commun- 
ity who enjoy talking to young people. 

(d)' ‘What do you do for the young peop- 
le who are not living in their own homes. 

(e) If your own community does not need 
such help try to link up with some district 
close at hand whom you can help. 


HINTS FOR RECAPITULATION 


Did you ever play the game of “Donkey?” 
Hang a map of the world on the wall. Write 
certain facts pertaining to the missionary 
enterprise on slips of paper and have the 
members of the group pin them on to their 
respective places on the map. 

In advance of the meeting prepare quest- 
ions which will be presented to the group. 
These may be related to any of our fields. 
Select a leader (Mr. Quiz) who asks all the 
questions and is the sole judge in respect 
to the answers given Divide your group into 
equal sides. Number the members of each 
group from one up to the required number. 
Mr. Quiz selects a number and then gives 
a question. The person holding that number 
must answer within a minute. The side whose 
member answers first, scores g point. If the 
mumber on either fails to answer the quest- 
ion can be given to the entire group. Side 
answering first wins a point. Give boys names 
of missionaries, Give the girls names of 
mission fields. Let them find their partners 
in an allotted time. 

Mix the letters of the missionaries’ names 
and let the group in a given time put them 
in order.

tests that can be given on missions.

Here is plainly ami instance where the events 
and activities of both past and future have 
been involved in the decision of {the present. 
Here is a picture, incidently, where the de- 
tails are packed full of meaming. 

Some pictures are however universals: they 
remain forever, because they do not only 
typify an event, but they draw both you and 
me into it. In most cases where the artists 
insight has penetrated beneath the surface 
and found a meaning, thaj meaning per- 
tains specially to the person or event presen- 
ted. In the painting of Hunt’s mentioned 
above, the artis; has grasped the real nat- 
ure of Judaism of that day, and has con- 
trasted with the demand for truth in the 
life of One Man. It is a forecast of ithe 
truth that someday the paraphernalia and 
pomp of legalism and mitualism will some- 
time yield to the gospel of love. We are 
essentially external to the significance of 
that picture. But sometimes the  artist’s 
insight may be in reference to an ever- 
present truth rather than a definite event, 
in which case, you amd I looking at the pic- 
ture, find ourselves. These pictures ought

this will include Bloch’s “Come Unto Me,” 
Rodin’s “Prodigal Son,’ and Hunt’s “Light 
of the World.” — ; 

But the artist may also appeal to the feel- 
ings. A certain Russian author has claimed 
that amt is the language of emotion. Very 
true! By this he mans that an artist has had 
an experience so deep and rich that he can- 
not rest till he hag made others enjoy it. 
he puts together on canvass a spectacle which 
he hopes will arouse in others those feelings 
and emotions which motivate him. The art- 
ist’s brush is therefore a kind of vehicle of 
Speech in which he reveails hate, love, long- 
ing, beauty, aspiration, fear, and many oth- 
ers. A splendid example of this is Von Geb- 
hardt’s “Raising of Lazarus.” 

May these things help us to better apprec- 
iate.art in its highest forms!

ON BEING ALIVE 
TO ART 


By LLYN - 








There are very few who are unable to enjoy 
a good picture, amd yet there are many who 
are unable to interpret ant that it may be- 
come a vehicle of truth. The realization of 
this fact ought to challenge us as young 
people, for the study and appreciation of art 
can teach discrimination, develop a standard 
of good judgment, improve the power of sel- 
ection, interpret truth, help form ideals, and 
develop powers of personality. Let us there- 
fore gather a few facts that will cause us to 
be more alive to the revelation of truth in 

In examining any picture, there are really 
only three things to seek: firstly, find the 
facts; secondly, note the arrangement. of 
those facts; and thirdly, consider their mean- 
ing. 

In some pictures simplicity of detail isso 
obvious that only a single glance serves to 
acquaint, Us with the contents, for example a 
tree in winter time; a rolling sea. In early 
Italian art, for the most part this is is 
mot really true. Rather the reverse is the 
case. There detail.is so intricate that one 
may gaze for days and then not really ob- 
serve everything. The task to master the 


facts in these is therefore of far greater mag- 


nitude. 

After one hag mastered the facts, one can 
next look for the arrangement of those facts. 
This is technically known as composition. 
The artist if he isa good artist will have his 
details so arranged that your eye will be 
automatically drawn to the centre of inter- 
est. He will do this in a mumber of ways— 
by grouping his figures in certain relation- 
ships; by converging his lines; by arranging 
the gradations of colour in such a manner as 
to make the centre of interest the most out- 
standing part. The artist will have in his 
mind one (or at the most, two) dominant 
ideas, amd certainly he is indeed a bungler 
who cannot give you a hint where to look for 
them. All else is subordinate ito these; ail 
others point to these and.truth is centred in 
them. Take for example, Hofmann’s “Christ 
Among ‘the Doctors.” Certainly the artist 
here leaves you not in doubt as to the centre 
of interest. Not only by gradations of colour, 
put also by arrangement of groups and by 
lines is the centre of interest determined. All 
of these doctors of the law are looking to- 
ward Jesus, while He in tum seems ‘to be 
basing His argument upon the Book of the 
Law. 2 

Every great artist will endeavour to leave 
an impression on the mind: that indeed is 
the reason for his effort. He is primarily a 
great man, one whose powers of insight, feel- 
ing and observation are probably much above 
the average. | Hence in interpreting the 
meaning of great paintings, one will find

One 103 charges there 
was no contribution made. Of course 
on some of these charges there may 
not have been any organized Y.P, Un- 
ion, Port Hope YP. gave $200, and 
gained for themselves the honor of 
taking first place. Trinity Y.P. Club 
of Peterboro were second with $150. 
The others scaled down to $1.07 for 
the year. Compared to other (\Confer- 
ences we have done very well, but it 
seems to me there is much more room 
for improvement. 

I am wondering if you could accept 
the challenge of the Study just past, 
and really send the Gospel into all 
the world?

In certain churches 
they took the place of the Sunday evening 
Sermon, and the lesson portrayed in this 
manner by those who witnessed the drama, 
will not soon be forgotten,

to enter this year’s festival due to the fact 
that Religious Dramas were specified, I ten- 
der my sincere regrets and assure you that 
in the season of 1937-38, the contest will be 
So alranged that this will not be a hind- 
tance to your enjoying a part in the Festi- 
val.

Thq decision card recommended by the 
last Nationa] Council has been approved and 
printed. A definite campaign of action is 
being developed whereby the challenge to 
youth to livé courageous Christian lives will 
be presented to all young people within the 
United (Church and the suggestion made that 
a copy of the decision card be reviewed per- 
iodically by each young person so that one’s 
Christian experience and growth may be 
@ progressive and vital thing in life. There 
wil] also be increasing emphasis on the need 
for personal religious experience, including 
the encouragement of daily meditation, read- 
ing and prayer development. 

Bay of Quinte Conference young people, 
in their use of the membership card plan 
of racording membership in Jocal unions and 
for the purpose of raising presbytery budg- 
ets, has been accepted by the National Un- 
ion executive as the most feasibl@ plan of 
financing for young people’s work in all con- 
ferences, A Nationa] Card is being prepared, 
very much on the order of your present 
card, and will be furnished to the local 
unions by the presbytery unions. The sug- 
gested membership fee is 25c par year, of 
which 10c will go into the treasury of the 
local union and the remaining 15c will be 
forwarded to the presbytdry for the financ- 
ing of presbytery, conference and national 
union responsibilities. 

Young people of local unions wil] be 
urged to participate in Christmas mission- 
ary projdcts, similar to the one carried on 
in your Conference last fall, and many of 
the minor difficulties have since been 
straightened out which should materially 
help us to share of our own joy with those 
on thd far-flung frontiers of Canadian civ- 
flizaition and ~wihiose Ohriptian experience 
would be a bleak one without our sharing 
of ourselves and our means with them. 


During the first eightegn months of its 
life, the National Union and its officers have 
been busily engaged in trying to find them- 
Selves. A whole ndw field of service had to 
be developed. Prior to the summer of ’35, 
ithe Conference Unions looked directly to Dr. 
Doyle and the Board of Christian Education 
for assistance and leadership—and Dr. Doyle 
depended entirely upon the Conference of- 
ficers to sed that new plans, new ideas, new 
programmes, new areas of service, new chal- 
lenges for Christian adventure, were passed 
along to local union members through pres- 
bytery union officers. 

Now the National Union acts as the “go- 
between.” It has taken a little while to find 
the true place in the scheme of things: But 
that is now past. For tthe remainder of their 
three-year terms, the National Officers are 
ready to go full steam ahead in their en- 
deavors to encourage our United Church 
youth to play its full part in “Christian 
Youth Building a new World.” 

They depend upon the Grace of God, the 
Fellowship of the Holy Spirit, and the Eter- 
nal Challenge of Christ the Saviour for 
their spiritual strength and motivation. They 
depend upon you and you—young people in 
local, presbytery and conference union re- 
sponsibilities—for the carrying through of 
our common Christian task throughout the 
land. 

May we all continue to work hand in 
hand, shoulder to shoulder, for thd bring- 
ing about of the prayer: “Thy Kingdom 
Come, Thy ‘Will be done on earth as it is in 
Heaven.”

Fellowship under the leadership of Miss 
Gladys Armstrong, Kingston. Missions led 
by Miss Minerbg Root, Mallorytown, Citiz- 
enship by Rev. R. M. Patton, Sydenham, and 
Christian Culture by Miss Ada Spoonar, 
Kingston. Group findings were presented to 
the Rally in the evening. At 6.30, a ban- 
quet was served in the Sunday School Hall. 
This was followed by a sSing-song. 

At 17.30 the evening session was opened 
with a worship service by the Presbytery 
Executive. Rev. Basil Thompson, pastor, and 
Mr. Jack Shurteff president of the Y.P.U. 
of Queen St. Chucrh, officially welcomed 
the guests. 

The findings of the four groups were pre- 
sented to the meeting. The Christian Fellow- 
ship group were urged that the Daily Bible 
Readings be used more extensively, and also 
that a quie¢ time be observed each day. It 
suggests that more twilight and camp-fire 
Services be held. Suggestions for variety in 
the preparation of worship services were 
made, and each convener was urged to make 
and use @ scrap book. 

The Missionary group discussed the possi- 
bility of each member of each Union setting 
aside one cent a day for Missions, this 
amount to be forwarded to the local Miss- 
ionary treasurer and to be earmarked for 
Dr. Woodsworth and sent to Dr. Laird in 
Toronto. A standing vote in favour of this 
plan of personal giving was taken by the 
Rally. Miss Root also presented a schedule 
whereby each Union would be assigned a 
certain month in which to write Dr. and 
Mrs. Woodsworth, this keeping each Union 
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in touch with the work of our own mission- 
The Citizenship group decided that their 
aim should be to show what the duties of 

a good citizen are, and also to show how 
to fulfil these duties. Loyalty and service 
are two most important words to consider 
in this department. It was suggested that 
biographies of explorers, inventors and muss- 
ionaries—men who contributed to their coun- 
try while they lived and left a ladting 
impression—Men who inspire us to be like 
them, should be studied. Our attitude to- 
ward gambling devices, temperance, strikes, 
unemployment and many other present day 
conditions, Should be definite. We should 
strive to create a more righteous social 
order. We should as groups keep ourselves 
well informeti as to war problems. Parlia- 
mentary proceedings should be studied and 
mock trials and councils should be held. 

In the Christian Culture group the debat- 
ing series was discussed. Subjects for de- 
bates were sugzested, among them political 
questions. ‘Studies of hymms and hymn- 
writers were considered improtant. Use 
travelogues, historical maps to study coun- 
tries and people. It was suggested that a 
travelling library be established for the 
Presbytery, each Union paying a small sum 
towards the cost. An idea which was well 
accepted was an outside meeting where 
birds, trees, and flowers could be studied. 
This would prove very educational. 

Following these reports came the discuss- 
ion on the possibility of having a Winter 
School in Kingston. The gathering went on 
record as favouring the idea and appointed 
Rev. E. J. Robertson, Rev. H. Todd, Aleda 
Rogers, Telford Miller and Don Kish, a 
committee to look further into the matter 
and make plans for the school.

Feeling that many of the rdaders of fae 
paper would be interested in E. O. Harbin’s 
article on Physical and Outdoor Activities, I 
will endeavor to have in this paper from 
time to time some sections. The section on 
this month will be “Attitude. Toward the 
Body,” and “The Picnic,” and will be known 
as Section 1. 


SECTION 1 

There is no virtue in having a weak and 
sickly physical frame. It is just as difficult 
to get efficient service out of a “wheezy” 
body as it is to get music out of a “wheezy” 
organ. Francis Asbury pioneering for relig- 
ion in a fever-racked body and Paul with 
his “thorn in the flesh” are only great ex- 
ceptions that go to prove the rule. 

One of the objectives| therefore, in a 
church recreation programme will be to build 
healthy bodies. Thus athlidtics and outdoor 
recreation will have a large place in the 
plans of the group. 

Attitudes Toward The Body 

1 Sinful. Some have regarded the body as 
an instrument of Satan, a thing to be 
Scourged, tortured and subdued. It dares to 
challenge the mastery of Jesus in their lives, 
and therefore it must be beaten and starved 
into submission, Even though you do not

a few hymns. I hope you can ‘learn’ him in 
a year.” My heart always sinks within me 
when I hear that. 

After all, what ts music? the French phil- 
osophers would tell us that it is thinking 


in sounds, but I am not certain that it. 


would always give us music. Manifestly all 
sound is not music. Last night our neigh- 
bour’s dog disturbed from his slumber Dy 
the melodies of a cat fight in an adjacent 
Jot undertook to frighten off the would-be 
marauders. The resulting combination was 
undoubtedly sound—much sound, in fact!— 
and we in our house certainly could do 
nothing else than “think in sounds,” but it 
was obviously not music. Music is something 
more: it is the formulation of pleasing 
sounds into artistic design so as to establish 
a counterpart with utterance, thought and 
reflection of life. Im reality this rules out 
such a ‘bugaboo as modern jazz on the 
techhical ground ‘that while the sounds may 
be pleasing — at least some of them—the 
whole does not form an artistic production. 
Artistry demands something more than rhy- 
thm of an unvarying pattern. In nature we 
may discover—and will discover—that no two 
leaves of a tree are the same, but this does 
not prove that they are therefore not all 
leaves. It is this sameness and yet also this 
differentiation which indicates the marvell- 
ous creative power of God. If all trees poss- 
essed the same design and construction of 
leaf, the study of leaves would be void of 
ali fascination. Similarly if all music possess- 
ed the familiar accent of modern jazz, it 
would soon lose its fascination and thereby 
preelude all attempts to study it for its own 

Yet music of the ancient, the classical, the 
romantic or the more modern schools—I am 
here referring to music of the more artistic 
type—is perfectly understandable. The eter- 
mal responsibility ought to rest upon every 
individual who has had the opportunity of 
studying music in qa very detailed manner 


to make known to his brethern the “mys-_ 


feries contained therein,” and we shall be 
surprised to know that it is not as difficult 
to understand as we had heretofore imag- 
ined. Much of the difficulty has been noth- 
ing more than the harbouring of some 
_ ‘prejudice not born of facts or interpretation. 
I wish to point out a few requisites for 


true listening which I thope will lay bare 
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yourself first this question—what is the nat- 
ure of the composition? Is it a valse or a 
funeral march? Is it dignified and Stately 
or free and easy? An invaluable aid ito every 
listener is g short commentary giving an in- 
sight into the composer’s mind as to the 
purpose he had in writing, for each composer 
has an idea in his mind which he attempts 
to put inito sound, just as the artist attempts 
‘to place this idea on canvass. In listening 
to the G-flat prelude of Chopin’s, one can-_ 
not avoid believing that it makes a good 
representation of butterflies flitting here and 
there; it consequently has come ito be known 
as the “Butterfly Etude.” 

For what instrument or instruments is it 
‘written? ‘What is its approximate date? It 
would make a great deal of difference to 
our appreciation of any number if we knew 
at which stage of music development the 
composer was writing. For example, I may 
turn on the radio and listen to what I rec- 
ognize tio be a symphony, but I sense im- 
mediately it is rather thin. If; however, I 
were to know that it was one of Hadyn’s 
early symphonies and that Hadyn did not 
really know the capacity of the orchestra. and 
was feeling his way, I would understand 
better his own genius in laying the founda- 
tions in orchestra] writing upon which Bee- 
thoven built and developed to a high point 
of artistry. Hadyn is the real “father of the 
symphony.” 

Can we seize upon and remember the chief 
themes or melodies of the work to which we 
are listening? This is very fascinating indeed 
to any lover of music. If it is a sonata to 
which we are listening then let us watch 
for the first and second themes, noting how 
they are contrasted and also how they recur. 
How much more interesting it would be to 
listen if these two themes were played over 
before hand, so that we know them very 
well and are quick to pick out any pants of 
them—strains, as we would say—which are 
elaborated and developed throughout ithe 
work. Then to notice as well, as the end is 
approached how these two themes come 
forth again, somewhait abbreviated probably, 
but nevertheless losing none of their maj- 
esty. It makes a very interesting game indeed 
to have one play a Bache Fugue and ask 
his listeners to watch for the number of 
times the subject occurs; of course, he will 
play the subject over a few times at the 

Every noteworthy musical composition 
ought to manifest some development of the 
themes. This is technically known as the 
middle section. I myself should be very 
tempted indeed to outline the method along 
which development proceeds before I should 
perform whatever is to be performed em- 
phasizing whether the development is in the 
harmonies, or rather in the melodies; wheth- 
er from a germ idea—as it is for example 
in the first movement of Beethoven’s Fifth 
Symphony where four notes alone are used— 
or from a single phrase. 2 

What is the form of the work?’ Can you 
to any extent follow the composer's plan? 
All compositions are planned along either 
one of two lines or a combination of both of 


- story and vivid description, 
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them. These two “forms are known as the 
A-B and the A-B-A forms, In the first case 
you have a certain Subject which is con- 
trasted with another Subject in another sec- 
tion, the two sections being set side by side. 
The second form is really an elaboration of 
the first: an introductory section is followed 
by a contrasting section, after which the in- 
troductory section is heard over again. These 


two forms wil] be readily noticed if one 
plays over a couple 


difficult to note where one section ends and 
the other begins. The music of the romantic 
and the modern period is often much more 
difficult to analyze from this point of view, 
but nevertheless in one Way or another these 
two forms still prevail. 

We have a wonderful 
of improving Our musical sense and of ap- 
plying these few hints above mentioned in 
our listening. More and more the radio is 
presenting symphonic orchestras, eminent 
Soloists and ensembles So that one cannot 
Say he has no opportunities. I have just 
now come from having tuned in to CRCT 
Where I listen every week to the Concert 
Series under the direct supervision of Dr. 
F. J. Horwood, of the Toronto Conservatory 
of Music (Tuesday at 8.30 p.m. DS.T.). To- 
night we heard the Sixth Brandenburg Con- 
certo of Bach’s in B-flat major and also 
the B-minor Viola Concerto of Handel’s. In 
each case Dr. Horwood preceded the per- 
formance with a brief summary of the pur- 
pose and plan of the composer, the nature 
of the composition, the chief themes, the 
plan of development, and so forth which 
made it perfectly intelligible to every listener. 
It would indeed ‘be worth your while to tune 
in to these, as well as to Walter Dam- 
rosch’s Musical Appreciation series which will 
commence again ithis fall. 

After all, you will gain out of it, what you 
put into it!

THE CHRISTIAN PATRIOT AS A 
CHRISTIAN CITIZEN 

Scripture: Luke 13: 22-35. Hymns 375, 382 
386. 
Devotional Suwzgestions: (1) Seek to get at 
the heart of the meaning of “Strive to eet 
in through the narrow door, etc.” Success_in 
any realm of life demands discipline, self- 
imposed restrictions and perseverence, eg. 
The student in getting an education; an ap- 
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prentice in learning a trade; the farmer and 
his farm, etc. Cam it be less so in learning 
the art of living and obtaining eternal life? 

2 Compare verse 26-29 with Matt. 7: 21- 
23—Dr. Fosdick once pointed out that it is 
easier to worship our religious leaders and 
heroes and also Jesus, than to follow them 
and obey them. Seek then to bring out the 
value of Church activities and religious ex- 
ercises and worship. 

Discussion—The first topic of this project 
was large>y Gemmition. This must be more 


specific and descriptive 


The stubborn persistency of this subject 
in coming back upon us in varying form is 
evidence of a sense of responsibility by the 
Church for society, an uneasiness of con- 
science and probably a sense of sin. Jesus’ 
words, ““Whit do ye more than others,” and 
“By their fruits ye shall know them,” are 
often used by the world to condemn our 
shallow living and sometimes we wonder if 
they have not a wider meaning and appli- 
cation than just private morality. 

In “Revolt in the Desert,” T. E, Lawrence 
has a sentence which stabs a ‘Christian 
awake; he says, “The Arabs taught me that 
no man could be their leady: except he ate 
ranks’ food, wore their clothes, lived level 
with them, and YET APPEARED BETTER 
IN HIMSELF.” This is a pen-picture of what 
the world expects of a Christian. An army 
Officer says, “If another war comes the 
Christians will be responsible for every drop 
of blood shed.” This may not be entirely 
fair, but why doés he not say “professing 
Liberals?” or “professing capitalists?” or pro- 
fessing socialists?” (From New Outlook). 

The world is right. The Christian Patriot 
must be more and so much above the aver- 
age run. There are things the Christian will 
NOT do and certain things it is expected he 
WILL do. People ought to be able to take 
notice of us “That we have been with Jes- 


1 The Christian Citizen will be against 
war. War is wrong. Try to discern what is 
implied in this Statement: “‘Dad, I could go 
to war in the name of God, but somehow 
I can’t go to war in the name of Jesus.” 
(Our next topic is on this subject.) 

2 The Christian Citizen will be against 
Fascism. Fascism is wrong. We might lightiy - 
say, “It can’t happen here,” but its spirit 
is here now and indifference about our lib- 
erties will bring it more into prominence, 

The big bogey that Fascism holds up to 
further its interests is Communistic, Sher- 
wood Eddy says, “Our Chief danger is not 
im reds from Russia, but the white anaemic 
victims of injustice in our own country and 
the money power that is exploiting them.” 
(Doom and Dawn P. 21f). Briefly, Fascism 
begins by gradually curtailing civil liberties, 
80es on to the curtailment of all liberties, 
and is the last stand of ruthless and. disin- 
aagap. Capitalism. (See “Doom and Dawn” 

c). : 

3 The Christian Patriot will seek to bring 
about an economic order that is based ‘upon 
righteousness, Our present order is wrong. 
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This subject is so. vast that each must seek 
facts for himself but some things are so ap-— 
parent that only the blind cannot see them. 
In one industry that could be named and 
which the majority supports, a few stock- 
holders in one year received $140,000,000, 


_ Which is $40, 000,000 more than the 40,000 


families received that are engaged in the 


industry. Violence is still used to prevent 


workers from organizing to better their icon- 
dition. Generally speaking it will be found 
that crime of all kinds is in proportion to 
unreformed capitalism in the various coun- 
tries. 

4 The Christian Citizen, above all things, 
stands for true religion. This is more inclus- 
ive than might at first appear. 

“No mian rises higher than his religion.” 
Religion is the oldest, most universal, and 
most characteristic form of human life. Nat- 
ura] religion, or Nature religion, is religion 
in its primitive forms but for us this is sup- 
posed to be superceded by revealed religion. 
False religion arises from following a form of 
nature religion while believing we have a 
revealed religion. In modern terms we often 
do not distinguish between materialism and 
spiritualism. 


The modern revolt agains; religion is real-- 


ly, if better understood, a revolt against 


‘false religion. What often happens is that 


the general standard of morality gets ahead 
of the morality sanctioned and practised by 
religion. Religion is then spoken of as ‘the 
opiate of the people,” and sometimes “the 
poison of the people.” 

There is something real in the ery “Back 
to Jesus,” or “Back to early Christianity,” 
because there was a reality and a reckless 
daring about the early Christians that left 
no one in doubt. There were five character- 


istics about the religion of Jesus which mark 


it off from the caricatures of it at later 
times, 

A It was a religion of ay as opposed 
to formalism, 

B It was sacrificial, costing life and death 

© It was new and revolutionary, chialleng- 
ing the conventions of the day. - 

D It was a whole religion, both personal 
and social. 

E It was universal, not tribal or national, 
and uncompromising in its demands. 

True and false patriotism may be disting- 


ished by the following :—

War and Promote Peace?

War has been called the world’s greatest 
collective sin. In war brute force is predom- 
inant, and love, which is the essence of 
(Christianity, is shoved far into the back- 
ground. 

Our first duty is to understand intelligent- 
ly our own times so that we may not be 
taken unawares, when catastrophe occurs. A 
thorough understanding of conditions of to- 
day would do much to help eliminate war- 
fare caused by the greed and jealousy be- 
tween nations or by inadequate systems of 
government, 

We need to discern clearly the basic caus- 
es of the wrongs in our society. The com- 
petitive system carries in it the seeds: of 
war, aS do also Fascism; the control of mon- 
ey power and economic injustice. Too often 
these evils are supported by false religious 
views on the matter. 

If we start as Jesus did, we must begin 
with a genuine repentance. This must be 
both individual and social. People com- 
mit the glaring personal sins, Jesus said, 
would go into the Kingdom before the right- 
eous. The most of us have been wrong in at- 
titudes, prejudices, dispositions and false 
prides, by which we have been guilty of soc- 
ial robbery and mass murders. 

We must recover the dynamic and hero- 
ism of true religion. Anything we have ac- 
quired unjustly or unfairly, we must renounce 
amd restore. Anything we are convinced is 
an evil and wrong we must protest against 
by abstaining therefrom. This goes as much 
for war as for robbery or adultery. 

Men we will know as men and not by race, 
nationality, or profession or other position. 

Upton Sinclair says, “Religion is a power, 
the most creative and therefore the most 
revolutionary of all powers. The Christian 
religion is full of proletarian feeling, and 
Jesus, the stirer-up of the. people, is ready 
to serve us any time we call him to our side. 
As for God, our Father, he made the poor, 
and put the longing for justice into their 
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hearts. True religion does not honor the 
rich nor sprinkle holy water upon flags and 
cannon, nor send young men out to slaugh- 
ter and be slaughtered in the name of the 
Prince of Peace. My God is a still smal voice 
in my heart. My God says: “I am here and 
I am now.” 

In specific social action we can make our 
influence felt by helping producers to organ- 
ize to raise their standard of living; by help- 
ing consumers to promote Co-operative Soc- 
ieties in order ito get rid of ruthless exploit- 
ation; by electing a political party that is 
clean, freed from ithe spoils system and 
jagainst the imperialistic idea and pledged to 
the collective system as erpressed in the 
League Of Naitions, and assisting in Adult 
Education of Workers’ Education Movement 
to train leaders to promote the above. Rarely 

if ever, should Christians be found shoulder 
to shoulder with militarists, imperialsists or 
erploiters of any kind.

It has been my belief that Young People 
reasonably active in the work of our organ- 
ization were fairly well posted as to the value 
and high standard of THE PATHFINDER. 

Much to my astonishment I found that 
many had little or no idea of the usefulness 
and worth of this magazine to the individ- 
ual and the local Unions, when the drive 
for more subscriptions started a year or so 
agio. : 

Now “The Young People Were Not Cre- 
ated for The Pathfinder’ but The Path- 
finder for the young people feeling the 
great need for such a publication. For years 
this magazine has been a financial burden 
on the Church, never having attained ade-

quate circulation to pay its own way. 

However, since the Uinions have reached 
such a high stiate of efficiency it was thought 
that the Unions should take over, or be able 
to take over the entire financial responsi- 
bility by getting a large enough circulation, 
consequently supporting itself, thus making 
it am exclusive ‘‘Young People’s Magazine.” 
To make this possible, we will have to great- 
ly increase its circulation. To date, slightly 
over 6,000 monthly are sent out all over 
Canada, a large number of these going to 
Bible classes. It is estimated that a circula- 
tion of 20,000 copies is needed to put it on a 
self-supporting basis. 

This may seem an almost impossible cir- 
culation to attain but let me give some 
statistics. 

From the United Church year book for 
1936 in’ the 11 conferences, there are ap- 
proximately 3,115 Unions, with a total mem- 
bership of about 95,872. Our aim’ is to have 
a copy for each and every member of ag local 
Union executive, the smallest mumber of 
officers being 7 to as many as 13 in others. 
Striking an average of 10 executives to each 
Union we have—10 times 3,115 equals 31,150 
copies which would send us way over the 
desired amount. 

Young People this is not an illusion, it 
ig within easy possibility if we but attempt 
to achieve it. “This is our chance to help 
shoulder the financial responsibilities of our 
Church.” 

7 copies for one yea can be had for $5.00 
when sent to one address, which is less than 
72 cents for each yearly subscription. “We 
can do it if we will. Let nothing stop-us.”

If we study the first three chapters of the 
Acts, we shall find that two things are tied 
up together—the new surge of power and 
their facing the social tasks of their time. 
When we consider the experience in the 
upper room, we forget this: that the Dis- 
ciples received the Pentecostal power when 
they faced the Pentecostal task.

The crucial point in the story of the 
prodigal son is where the lost, bewildered, 
disheartened boy came to himself and said:

If God is crowded out of modern life by 
busyness he is excluded quite as much by 
ethical indifference to what a religious way 
of life demands. Let us observe humility and 
kindness to all men, 
Sept. 26: 1 John 1: 5-7 
Therefore, along with insight to know 
what religious experience is, and willingness 
to make the venture, we must place willing- 
ness to obey those ethical insights. Only as 
we try to live by the light we have, shall 
we get more. 
Sept. 27: 1 John 1: 8-10 
Religion is not spiritual self culture; it 
is a purging of life which makes possible 
its vivification through divine resources. And 
this is impossible without repentance, with- 
out a genuine facing of one’s own weakness- 
es. 
Sept. 28: Romans 12: 9-12 
Tt was a true insight of the medieval 
church which made its members fear certain 
sins as deadly: pride, anger, envy, avarice, 
sloth, gluttony and lust. When these things 
are confronted squarely and the burden 
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of them—not in others, but ourselves — be- 
comes intolerable, then the way is open te 
newness of life. 
Sept. 29: Acts 2: 41-47 

We should recognize that life is corporate. 
People who look on life as an individual 
thing are continually in trouble with other 
people. They want to turn whole situations 
to themselves instead of relating themselves 
to the whole. They look for what they can 
get from life instead of what they can give 
it. 
Sept. 30: Matt 6: 3 

After we recognize that we are corporate 
we must proceed to fix our loyalty to the 
group in which we are in immediate con- 
tact. with the ultimate goal of loyalty to 
the Kingdom of God.

lined and discussed the plans of the Miss- 
ionary Department of the United Church for 
the next year. The congress closed as it had 
opened with an address by Rev. Roy Rick- 
ard, this time centred on ithe theme “Where 
do we go from here?” Both of these mess- 
ages were filled with timely suggestions and 
the last one sent the young people home 
determined to really go some place in young 
people’s work. Excellent meals were served 
by the Young People’s Union of Port Hope 
and the thanks of the gathering was tender- 
ed to them for their assistance in making 
the day a success. A number of the mem- 
bers of the United Church in Port Hope op-

During the afternoon the discussion groups 
came together in an open forum when the 
findings of each group were presented. The 
findings are as follows:

1 That we ask the Conference Committee 
on Christian Education to recommend to 
their Presbytery Executives that they invite 
a representative of their Young People’s to 
give a report at an executive meeting once a 
year. 

2 The Young People’s Conference Execut- 
ive recommends ito its Presbytery Executives 
that they send material to each minister in 
their Presbytery as well as to each local un- 
ion president. ; 

3 We would recommend that loca} union 
elections be held the first week in December 
so that new executives would be prepared 
to begin work at the first of the calendar 
year. That the suggestions be made to local 
unions to hold one or two more meetings 
during the summer. 

4 That we endeavor to draw the notice 
of Local Unions to and encourage them to 
use the programmes as outlined by the Na- 
tional Union programme committee. 

5 That a Conference debating series be 
held commencing in the Falj of the year and 

a drama series commencing in the Spring. 





6 We would recommend to Presbytery 
Executives that they use the ambassador plan 
of visiting local unions (each Presbytery of- 
ficer being responsible for visiting two or 
three local unions).

Christian Missions—led by Hazel Horton 

1 That more use be made of the splendid 
lantern slides which are available from Rev.

ber. 

Christian Culture—led by Bessie Gordon 

1 That the time for the Short Story and 
One-Act Play writing contest be extended to 
September 15th and that notice to this ef- 
fect be published in the Broadcast. 

2 That debates be sponsored again this 
year and that they begin in September 
Semi-finals be held at Spring Presbytery 
Conventions, where advisable. 

3 That a night be set aside during the 
Fall as Debate Night. Value of debates shall 
be discussed and a model debate carried out. 

4 That a study of the advisability of hold- 
ing a musical festival be made, following the 
musical appreciation project carried on so 
successfully under direction of Rev. Stanley 
Osborne.

READINGS 


Oct. 1—Ephesians 5: 15-16 

“The times are evil,” Paul wrote to the 
faithful at Ephesus. Note his exhortation, in 
earlier parts of the chapter, to those who 
were Christians in those evil times. Evil 
times are times of opportunity for followers 
of Jesus Christ. So the Christians of the 
first century believed.

The Responsibility 
Of Y.P.U. To 
C.G.1.T. Groups 


To many, autumn means a coming of a 
lull in work but to young people of the 
United Church, it means the time of be- 
ginning again. This is especially true of 
C.G.1.T. groups. 

Perhaps, you think, that as members of 
a Y.P.U., C.G.I.T. does not concern you, but 
if you have that opinion, you are wrong. 
Worthwhile C.G.I.T. groups of 1937 will in a 
very short time be Y.P.U. members. AS 
Christian young people it is your responsibil- 
ity to give leadership to the teen-age young 
people of your church. In September when 
C.:G.LT. groups re-organize, it is often very 
difficult to secure suitable leaders. If you 
are offered the sacred privilege of leading 
@ group, give it your prayerful consideration. 

However, for some girls, who have for six 
years looked forward to Sept. lst as the 
time of the re-opening of C.G.LT. work, 
Sept. 1937 means. that they are now eighteen 
and above the age limit for membership in 
a C.G.1L.T. group. To such, will you extend 
an invitation to become active members of 
your Y.P.U? On the other hand, if there 
are C.G.L:'T. groups in your church, do not 
persuade girls of from twelve to seventeen 
years to join your union. 

When planning your ¥.P.U. programme, 
will you, if possible, ask the senior C.G.1.T. 
of your church to co-operate with you for 
one meeting. April would be very suitable 
month in which to have such a meeting. In 
this way the girls will know a little more 
about what Y.P.U. means. 

Im August gq letter was sent to each Pres- 
bytery Convener of Girls’ Work in our Con- 
ference asking her to have a rally for lead- 
ers of C.GLT. groups and teachers of SS, 
classes of teen-age girls. As far as I know, 
Oshawa is the only presbytery which has 
done this. On Sept. 18th a Tally was held 
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in King St. Church, Oshawa. About thirty 
attended. Although this was not a: large at- 
tendance, those present felt that they prof- 
ited from the day which was spent in 
discussing C.G.LT. work. The leaders for the 
day were as follows:

Two other presbyteries. are planning sim- 
ilar rallies, and I hope that the other pres- 
bytery conveners will find it convenient 
to arrange theirs as soon as possible. Ask 
your Presbytery Girl’s Work Convener when 
yours is to be. 

Let all of us do all in our power to help 
the teen-age young people of our commun- 
ities “increase in wisdom and stature and 
in favour with God and man.”

A COMMENTARY ON THE PROGRAMME 
FOR WEEK OF NOY. 1st

The “Pathfinder” has made many excellent 
Suggestions in presenting “The Music of our 
Hymnary” to g session of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Union, I think I can do no better 
than list these suggestions in order of merit 
and append further material on the char- 
acteristics of a good hymn. 

First and foremost I would place the selec- 
tion of certain notable hymns, not neces- 
sarily characteristic, but hymns which are 
of the highest calibre—which hymns would 
be the basis for g short historical and analy- 
tical comment to be followed by singing 
and discussion. For example, 61 — “Good 
Christian men rejoice;” 63: “Infant holy”; 
397: ‘‘a safe stronghold our God is sure;” 
271: “I heard the voice of Jesus say”, to the 








part in the founding of the Manitoba Col- 
lege wihch opened in 1871 at Kildonan. He 
had a missionary sent to the Indians. He 
entered into their joys, their sorrows, shared 
their privations and taking pant in commun- 
ity affairs. 

Wearing moccasins, black clothes and top 
hat, he preached up and down the Red River 
Valley, his reaj messages leaving their ef- 
fect. Declining the Moderator’s Chair, he 
remained in Kildonan always known as the 
“Minister.” A flat stone where he preached 
from during the floods, and on which his 
initials were carved, was used as @ comer- 
stone for the new church at East Kildonan, 
seventy-five years later. Part of tthe vision 
of John Black is being fulfilled in the life 
of the United Church of ‘Canada.

the march of days’; 582: All things bright 

and beautiful.” This would complete a 

worthwhile study in itself, and I venture to 

say, would introduce most young people to 

hymns they had not met before. “Good 

Christian men rejoice” is a typical carol— 
in this case a Christmas carol. Carols are 
popular songs which grow out of the inci- 
dents of normal everyday life of the people, 
the music usually embodying certain joyous 
rhythms ‘which are native to their race, and 
the words centred about characteristic activ- 
ities. Often the light joyous music is set to 
biblical words or religious themes. This is 
the case with this hymn, It is further inter- 
esting to note that it comes from the 15th 
Century, that it was a mixture of German 
and Latin sentences and that it was sung 
with gusto the time of Luther. “All things 
with gusto during the time of Luther. “All 
things bright and beautiful’ is the creation of 
Mrs. Alexander who in the hymn (and in oth- 
ers in the same series) tried to interpret the 
various clauses of the Apostles’ Creed to 
little children. In this particular hymn the 
words ‘“‘Maker of heaven and earth” formed 
the mucleus of her thought. The music is 
exceedingly bright and cheery, very atirac- 
tive to children—and older folk too! And so 
one might continue. 

Secondly, one may very well look at the 
Hymnary from the historical point of view 
and select certain hymns which show the 
growth of hymnody within the Christian 
church. In this connection The Pathfinder 
is of sufficient aid. 

But I would hesitate indeed to list hymns 
and vote on those which are most beloved, 
for we should be in great danger of falling 
into the pitfall of personal bias. It is so 
easy to get into a rut in singing hymns, 
and unless we look through the Hymnary as 
explorers, we are going to miss many of its 
fine qualities, many of its finest hymns, and 
rest contented on a few ald favorites which 
have sung their way into oblivion. 

It would be well here to pause, therefore, 
and ask ourselves what really constitutes a 
good ‘hymn. Let us make a list of some vital 
characteristics. 

1 It should be simple but dignified. No 
better illustration can I find than the beaut- 
iful Polish Carol, “Infant Holy (63). This is 
a precious treasure, and.I have often asked 
groups if they have acquainted themselves 
with it, only to hear the disappointing ans- 
wer, “No!” This hymn is simplicity per- 
sonified — the Babe in the manger, oxen 








Christ or Mars! Peace or War! Every day 
young people are nearer the time when they 
must have this thought through. Is war un- 
christian always, or are there times when 
it’s justifiable? Rev. David Wren of Picton 
will guide your thoughts as this Commission 
meets. It’s timely. Whether you believe in 
preparedness or pacifism, you'll enjoy these 
discussions and profit by them, 
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lowing, flocks of sheep sleeping, shepherds 
keeping guard over their changes—and amid 
it all the childlike imagery of angels singing 
“Christ the Babe is Lord of all!” We do not 
want anything involved in the hymn—no 
long sentences, no technical language, no 
foolish sentimentalism—but simple, direct 
and yet dignified verse. : 

2 The hymn should have a single theme 
and it ought to move toward a definite cli- 
max. “Ye that have spent the silent night,” 
represents the most beautiful of all the 
morning hymns in our Hymnary and it deals 
simply with our praise and thankfulness for 
His care during night watches. But out of 
that it draws something vital; God grant 
that we may ever be able to gain the heights 
of sunshine and light than remain in the 
darkness of sorrow and trouble! Point and 
movement?—of a truth! 

3 There ought to be boldness of attack— 
nay, there must be! “A safe stronghold our 
God is sure.” (397). What a statement of 
virile faith and confidence! What encour- 
agement to scale the heights and win even 
against almost unsurmountable odds! There 
is probably no hymn which shall ever equal 
the power of this triumphany translation by 
Thomas Carlyle of Luther’s “Ein feste Burg.” 
Bach’s noble and dignified harmonies add 
immeasureably to its strength and beauty. 

4 Conciseness of expression as well as 
brevity in length, To rise (or remain seated) 
to sing a series of eight or nine verses, as 
for example, 359, in spite of the fact that it 
has a moderately rapid tune associated with 
it, has a tendency to wear out the fitness 
and the freshness of the tune. It can be 
overdone. I always feel that the most ef- 
fective hymns are those which repeat the 
music as little as possible. And I fancy this 
is partly the reason for my special fondness 
for “Infant Holy.” 

5 It must also reach the needs of the 
worshippers. It is useless and altogether in- 
effective to sing about religious conceptions 
which have long outworn their vivid mean- 
ing and practica] application. Those hymns 
which we like to sing and which are really 
meaningful to us are those which touch the 
heart. It must not be the tune which carries 
us off our feet in a moment of ecstasy— 
though I confess that there are many who 
let themselves be entirely guided by the 
tune entirely, and often sing without any 
regard to the meaning of the words—and 
which shall guide us in our choice, but 
rather the suitability of the words to our 
present purpose. 

6 I also feel that the great hymns of to- 
day wil) have nothing to do with a theology 
which has past its usefulness. For this reason 
I prefer to sing, “God, who madest earth 
and theaverf,” rather than “DwepPing in 
Beulah land.” 

7 Furthermore the words and the music 
must blend in thought and atmosphere. To 
place alongside a most reverent verse a 
clanging or ponderous tune is almost incon- 
ceivable—although it is precisely what has 


happened to many of the hymns which were 
regarded as the most popular hymns of the 
day. We can see the difference if we com- 
pare 94 and 196 with 666 in our Hymnary. 
If you look closely to the latter you will see 
that the tune is nothing more than a jig, 
with a silly little afterthought clinging to 
the end as one would cleave to a rock over- 
hanging a precipice! The difference will be 
manifest if you take a moment to sing them; 
the first two are transcendent in beauty and 
altogether awe inspiring whereas the last 
named is associated with a tune which makes 
an otherwise beautiful hymn sentimentally 
foolish.

Now having given you a partial review of 
my personal shortcomings, I can point with 
pride to the accomplishments of my officers, 
all of whom, with one exception, have been 
more than active. Their reports will be given 
to-morrow, but my report would be incom- 
plete were I not to draw your attention to 
some of their achievements. 

Believing that daily devotions is one of the 
first requirements of living a Christian life, 
our Fellowship Convener has majored her 
attention on the Daily Bible Readings and 
comments. These hdye appeared in the Con- 
ference paper, each issue. Our main Mission- 
ary endeavour was the Christmas Gift Pro- 
ject held early in December. Local Unions 
in all Presbyteries held a Christmas Tree 
service to which Gifts were brought for the 
needy folk in the West. In all, over 50 large 
cartons of Gifts, mostly new clothing were 


dispatched. From the many letters received, 


they were much appreciated by our western 
friends. Incidently, this year another effort 





will be made along similar lines. The Citi- 
zenship department prepared Peace Program 
material both last fall and this, and those 
Unions which took advantage of them re- 


- ponted very favorably. The matter of con- 


tinuing the Debating series was discussed at 
length early in the Conference year and left 
to our Culture Convener to decide upon. Her 
wisdom in deciding to continue these, and 
her enthusiasm and management have re- 
sulted in the best series in some years. In 
fact there were 5 Presbyteries to declare a 
winner, and these found it impossible to get 
the play-offs over in time so the semi-final, 
rather than finals, has to be held here at the 
Convention, Our Recreation Convener has 
onc* 2gain demonstrated her ability and re- 
a “ainess in sending out Recreation ma- 
b2..2i. I notice some of her play parties and 
programs are being reprinted in other Con- 
ference papers, so her work for us is finding 
value elsewhere. The Recreation School which 
she has operated in Peterboro Presbytery for 
3 years, has really assumed Conference pro- 
portions. The Dramatic department has rea- 
son to be pround of its record this year, al- 
though not so many entries were made into 
the Play Festivals. This year Religious Dra- 
ma Was specified, and a splendid showing 
was made in this fine and fast developing 
art. I understand it will be recommended 
that there be two Festivals next season, one 
for Comedy Drama and one for Religious. 
The leadership training department sponsor- 
ed the Officers Congress on May 25th at 
which 37 Presbytery and Conference officers 
endeavored to learn more of their duties in 
serving the Local Unions, It also conducted 
as its main project the Executive Leader- 
ship Camp at Oak Lake in August, at which 
were registered. The Camp since it began 3 
years ago, has grown steadily until by com- 
parison with older and larger Camps it ranks 
high in value. The headaches which the 
Broadcast caused last year, have changed to 
less sever growing pains. Changed from a 
spasmodic into a monthly publication, and 
being on a sound financial footing, the paper 
has now become a real factor in our work. 
Much materia] has been passed on to the 
Local Unions and I think in future will see 
the few remaining problems satisfactorily 
settled. The Girls Work Convener has begun 
an intensive drive to correlate our efforts in 
that line with those of other organizations 


_ JI feel sure her efforts will bear much fruit. 


No Boys Work on a Conference basis has 
been done this year. The Librarian has just- 
ified her appointmen; in a big way. Over 
$100. worth of books have passed through 
her hands promptly and accurately with no 
losses due to bad debts. It is very gratifying 
to me to know the success of this move. Then 
a new departure has been begun this-year 
in the appointment of a committee to con- 
sider Older Y.P. work, or work among those 
Y.P. who have graduated from the active 
ranks of the local Union, and for whom there 


is no organization in the church. This Com- 


mittee is responsible for having a Commis- 


sion here at the Convention and I fee] an 
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important step forward in Y-P. work ee 
the life of the chureh has been taken. = 
Excursion was held again this year and 
spite of rain was 4 success again, both so- 
cially and financially. 

One other department needs mention in 
my report that is the Treasury. The com- 
plete report will be given to-morrow but a 
am glad to announce that the Conference is 
at last free of the debt which has been hang- 
ing over our heads for a number of years. 
Last year we were enabled to reduce me 
indebtedness, and this year, without I think 
curtailing the services to Presbyteries, we 
have paid off $00 on the old Excursion debt, 
$20 on the old Broadcast debt, and $35 on the 
the Leadership Camp debt. We show a bal- 
ance on hand of $ _I know we are all 
thankful for this accomplishment 8S We Te- 
alize we can now perform services hitherto 
denied us. 

Last year as I made my report, I had a 
pretty good idea that TI would be re-elected 
and aS many politicians do, I had to be care- 
ful of my remarks. This year I know that I 
will not be nominated, so I can make recom- 
mendations that I hesitated to mention then. 
My recommtndations are four in number: 


1. Programme, I know many Local Unions 
make up their own program. That is, of 
course, their privilege. But I repeat here, 
what I have often said before, the same 
work put on our National program as you 
would have to pug on one of your own, will 
yield better results. I know it is rather dif- 
ficult, but nothing worth while is easy. It is 
prepared for you, by our own Y/P.. It’s good. 
It’s adaptable, Try it. I urge Presbytery Ex- 
ecutive to redouble their efforts to induce 
Local Unions to use it. I urge Local Unions 
to try it for three months anr see what hap- 
pens. 

2. Records and elections. Our church year 
ends in December and most church organi- 
zations elect officers in that month to take 
effect at the new year. But it seems to me 
that Y.P. Local Union officers are elected 
any old time—May, Sept. Dec. Jan. And 
then names reach Presbytery secretaries 
about three months afterwards sometimes 
after extreme efforts by the latter. I quite 
appreciate the problem of many Unions from 
which there is an excuse in September and 
new appointments must be made. But I sug- 
ges; that elections be held in December any- 
way, and new appointments be made as re- 
quired. The Presbytery Secretary should be 
notified promptly of all changes in officers. 
You will benefit surprisingly if records are 
kept up to date. 

3. Conference Projects. Some organizations 
decide in conventions or mass meetings their 
policies and program, and elect an Executive 
to catty out their orders. Other organiza- 
tions elect an Executive and look to them 
to plan their work. It seems to me that YP 
work at present falls into the latter ‘class. 
Your Conference Executive spend long hours 
planning the various projects. Your Presby- 
tery Executive does the same. They have not 
forgotten the problems of the Loca] Unions

Sometimes this is done now, 
sometimes not, In the Conference, during the 
past two years at least, we have paid the 
expenses Of leaders we have asked to help 
us—not of the Executive mind you, but those 
others whom we have called in. I. think the 
time has come when the out-of-pocket ex- 
penses of the Executive should be paid, when 
on official business. Thar is a matter to be 
arranged between the Presbyteries and the 
Conference, and I hope some action will be 
taken on it. But the responsibility goes fur- 
ther, If a Local Union invites a” Presbytery 
or Conference officer to address them, it is 
only fair to pay the expenses. Cars do not 
yet run on air, and lunches in restraurants 
en route still cost money. I do hope organi- 
zations will remember these remarks and see 
that compensation is made. Do not misun- 
derstand me, Executive Y.P. do nob want 
to make anything out of their activities, but 
neither should they be asked to pay for the 
privelege of serving. I think it is thought- 
lessness that is responsible for this condition 
and feel it is only necessary to mention it, 
for attention to be given. 

In retiring from office, I feel I can make 
these remarks without prejudice, and trust 
all these recommendations will be accepted 
in good faith, ’

THE NEED FOR UNITY seer 
Long before union of the Churches of ' iS 
ada was accomplished this thought was 
the minds of the early English, Scottish a : 
the United States settlers, and pioneers, 3 
far as ‘their, separaite orgartizations we 


concerned. 
Although they faced hardships together, 


shared in social festivities, recreation, af- 
flictions, such as sickness and bereavement, 
and were together in schools, there seemed 
to be a separation in their religious work.and 
ordinances. This division among the orgatll- 
zations of the United States and the Mother 
Country ‘before #hey thought seriously of 
unity, seemed to result from the fact that in 
each organization there was 4 struggle for 
supremacy in religious work. In Nova Scotia 
there was a division among the Ppresbyter- 
jans and in Upper Canada there was a di- 
vision among the Methodists of the United 
States, and those sent out by the Wesleyan 
(Methodist Church from England. The pre- 
sence of this separation brought about the 
thought of unity, and so among the Presby- 
terians in “Nova Scotia they agreed they 
would no longer be different, and in 1817 
agreed upon a union. In 1620 the American 
Methodists in Upper Canada also come to 
the same terms with the ‘Wesleyan Metho- 
dists. Then the thought of unity became a 
reality among these different organizations 
along with the Congregational Church, which 
suffered less from-separate tendencies. 
(With -a National example set by the Pro- 
vinces of Ganada in Confederation in 1867 
these organizations also nationalized their 
Church and in 275 the Presbyterians be- 
eame nation-wide. In 1884 the Methodist 
Church also became nation wide along with 
the Congregational Church. Thdse nation 
wide Church organizations also led to the 
nation wide union of all amxiliatly agencies, 
which became the “Women’s Missionary So- 
cieties” of these different churches, Thus a 
nation wide union was accomplished and 
this paved the way for a greater union. 





THE NEED FOR 
CO-OPERATION REALIZED 

Although these Churches had their se- 
parate nation wide organizations, they had 
been learning to work together since these 
unions. Even in their earlier struggles for 
religious equality there seemed to be sym- 
pathy for each other. 

Since Confederation came the completion 
of the transcontinental] railway in 1885 which 
opened the West, and which resulted in a 
crisis for the Church of Canada. Invention 
of the self-binder made it worse, then it was 
aggravated by the coming of non-English 


‘gational, 





speaking settlers from the Southern parts of 
Europe, and then ‘became ‘acute ‘by ‘the de- 
‘communities: of ‘Oriental ‘im- 

ts on the British Columbia coast. ‘Des- 
Se the new era of co-operation grew 
among the churches, helped | onsiderpably 
py Sunday school work, the » Society, 
Temperance, and The Lord’s Day organiza- 
tions, and also inter-marriage and commun- 
ity life. Finally, in 1899 the Methodist-and 
Presbpterian Church agreed upon cooper- 
ation in home mission work in the ‘West, 
also as a result of various other methods of 
co-operation there was in Canada, no less 
than 1,245 charges representing three thou- 
sand preaching stations. What a wonderful 
acocmplishment When not ery far back 
each was struggling for supremacy. Thus co- 
operation became @ needed asset in their 
work, and also they realized they had ac- 
complished more through this new method 
than the old way. The Church Movement 
had begun. ~

A UNITED CHURCH ° 

These Churches ‘were still ‘separate “al- 
though they had their early “union, “and 
jater an -era of co-operation. ‘This separa- — 
tion however was soon to pass away for 
in the Canadian Church the urge for 
union was already felt, and it was also 
realized more and ‘more that in their aim 
and experiences they were one. With this 
feeling of oneness the thought of disun- 
ion was disappearing from Canadian life, 
The difference of opinion seemed to. have 
completely diappeared, Dhis/ in / turn 
warmed into appreciation, appreciation 
produced co-operation and co-operation 
made Church Union something that could 
not be avoided. The union of the Church was 
possible, and so it’ was brought “into effect. 

Although they held -a ameeting ‘of the joint 
committee on Church Union-of the Congre- 
Methodist and Presbyterian 
Churches with the ‘basis'of anion completed 
in 1908, and later voted by a large major- 
ity for union, nothing could be done ‘until - 
after the Great War.-However in 1922-23 
union upon ‘the basis »~proposed, again Te- 
ceived approval fromthe ‘higher ‘courts: of 
each of the contracting «churches, “and<on 
June 10th 1925, (Church Union in Canadabe- 
came &n accomplished fact. Its «completion 
was celebrated in a never to be forgotten 
meeting in Arena Gafdens,-'Tororito; and in 
many other gatherings throughout thefand. 
The United Church of Canada “became an 
accomplished fact. :

Another month has rolled bly and once 
again comes the times for one more Pres- 
bytgry letter. All Unions are doubtless now 
in full swing with a busy programme ahead. 

You will have noted in your Young 
People’s Handbook, and in the Pathfinder, 
that the week of November 15th is National 
Beadership Training week. In conjunction 
with this Nationally sponsored Leadership 
Training week, Oshawa Presbytery is spon- 
soring a Leadership Training School in Bow- 
manville, from November 15th to November 
19th, inclusive.

Then, also, Oshawa Presbytery is holding 
an Officers’ Congress at Hampton, on Sa- 
turday November 27th and Sunday, Novem- 
ber 28th. This Congress, for officers and 
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prospective officers of all local Unions in 
Oshawa Presbytery, will be similar to that 
held in Brooklin, last year. Among other 
things, your presbytery officers will try to 
help you solve problems which confront you 
in the work of your own Union.

1. Drink and Crime. 

Drink and crime go hand jin hand. A man 
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pecomes more daring if stimulated by in- 
toxicating liquors deadening his conscience 
as he puts on a mask of bravado. The 
spread of crimes against public order and 
peace is rapidly on the increase poth for men 
and women, ‘Our jails are crowded with 
drunks who in turn become our hardened 
criminals. Drink is often associated with 
crime such as assault, robbery, sexual of- 
fences, manslaughter and murder. 

9. Alcohol and Industrial Efficiency 

Just the moderate use of alcohol lessens 
the efficiency of 4 workman 15 per cent. 
15 “per cent is a lot when in cases of emer- 
gency, and when quick thinking is needed 
for the lives of others. Pilots of commer- 
cial planes are strictly forbidden to - have 
alcoho] in their systems when driving their 
planes. Note the strictness on railroads 
and in factories where their main object 
is production at top speed. 

3. Alcohol on Our Highways. . 
Sudden death is ever lurking on our high- 
most careful driving 

But with looseness 
the increase 


ways even with the 
accidents will happen. 
in our consumption of alcohol 
of accidents is appalling. 
driving our highways today can be ruined 
financially “and probably killed by some 
driver whose mental alertness has been 
deadened by drink. ; 

The Ontario Provincia] Government’s 
drive to cut down accidents on our highways 
is proof that something has to be done but 
their controlling of the primary cause is 
allowed to run free, and do its deadly work. 

4. Drink and Undernourishment 

A great deal of scientific research finds 
that a lot of our sickness is due to under- 
nourishment especially in our large. cities. 
One can readily see that when last year in 
Ontario we spent more on beer than we did 
on milk and bread together. Consider the 
large amount of working time lost due to 
ill health. Any form of disease is not help- 
ed, but aggravated by liquor, by fhe use of 
it our resistence +0 ailments is broken down. 

5. Drink and Agriculture. — 

Seeing that beer is made from barley and 
barley grown on farms it has been said that 
the brewer is the farmer’s friend. But out 
of the 1935 crop of barley the ° brewers 
bought only 28% of Canada’s crop of 
barley, a very small percentage. It has been 
estimated that out of $10 worth of parley 
sold by the farmer the retail price of beer 
would be $153, Accordingly who is making 
all the money? The farmer is no better off 
for breweries to buy his barley if on the 
other hand his consumers are drinking the 
liquid beer instead of his other commodities 
that the farmer grows. “i 

In summing up we find intemperance is 
not worth while either in our industrial life 
on our highways, as a-food for our ‘under- 
nourished, or to our farmer. The Christian 
attitude is total abstinence from all intoxi- 
cating beverages and to help those whose 
powers of resistance in this matter are weak.

ities to be looked for in choosing a mate. In 


this way he got the general opinion ‘of the 
group on the subject. 


Many aspects of the marriage question -

during the courting period, the physical, 
mental and spiritual affects of necking, pet- 
ting and promiscuous kissing; as well as_the 


economic and social problems to be consid- 
ered. The matter of mixed marriage, i.e. be- 


tween Protestant, and Roman Catholic, was 
discussed at some length, and for several 
reasons was strongly opposed [by the leader.

Another problem was found in 
the fact that many dramas required a great 
number of characters and in the smaller 
unions this proved also a great stumbling 
block. All in all,, these several handicaps 
forced ‘the number of entries down to a 
minimum. However, there were many suc- 
cessfu] dramas produced and: much good was 
received from their presentation. But the 
registration in the main was far below last 
year and indeed in two Presbyteries there 
were no contests at all. 

Out of all this more or less gloomy picture, 
however, there were some bright spots. In 
Peterboro Presbytery, the Executive, realizing 
that the type of play required was deterring 
many unions from entering, decided to stage 
two contests. One was for Religious Drama, 
one for Comedies. These two were run con- 
currently with a great measure of success 
and it is from this success that your Con- 
vener has received an inspiration for next 
season’s contest. If it meets with the ap- 
proval of Presbyteries there will be- contests 
for both types of plays: However. this is a 
report of my stewardship for the past year 
and with this thought I close: Religious 
Dramas alone cannot make a successful con- 
test, but they are one of the, most beautiful 
and effective types: of One-act Plays. and 
should be made use of whenever possible. 
Let us not overlook their value. 

May I take this opportunity of thanking 
all those Conveners who have so ably worked 
with me during the past two years and ask 
forgiveness for my many shortcomings in 
this task that was mine. My hope is that 
this type of Young People’s activity shall be 
a very important part of your work in the 
years that be ahead.

QUINTE BROADCAST 


To the Young People of Bay of 
Quinte Conference: 

In presenting this report of your confer- 
ence publication, The Quinte Broadcast, for 
the past year, Wwe believe the publication 
itself is the best recommendation that could 
be given it, if there is any doubt as to wheth- 
er or not the paper should be continued. 

Since taking office, the staff has worked 
hard to not only make the venture pay its 
way by putting out a paper which would ap- 
peal to the young people, but to run it in 
a business-like manner. Entering q new 
field of activity, the officers have had to 
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meet situations as they arose. While the 

methods may not meet with the approval 
of all, steady progress has been made to 
find q system pest. suited to our needs. 

Starting in January, The Broadcast has 
beer ‘published monthly, with the riers 

of August, and this action has, we believe, 
greatly added f the usefulness of The Broad- 
cast. There are perhaps two accomplishments 
which have done much to put the paper on 
a self-sustaining basis. (1) ‘We were Success- 
ful, after a great deal of effort, in securing 
statutory postal privileges. Previous to Jan 
uary, it cost between $3 to $5 to mail an issue, 
depending on size, whereas under the new ar- 
rangement, the cost is but 20c per issue. 
Papers from other conferences all pay - cent 
for each copy. This is an average saving of 
between $40 and $50—enough to pay for 2 
issues at the present cost. (2) By having the 
mailing list set in type, distribution 1s great- 
ly facilitated. We are also enabled to check 
more closely changes in addresses which oc- 
cur very often by sending copies of the list 
to presbyteries. 

We believe that The Broadcast has meas- 
ured up to all that was expected by the 
Conference and Presbytery officers, and from 
correspondence received, we 
young people enjoy the conference 
tion. 

The Broadcast could be more effective, 
however, if Unions and individuals would 
support it by their subscriptions—30c for 10 
issues—the lowest subscription price, to our 
knowledge, of any conference publication. We 
suggest that delegates pay their subscriptions 
while here in Belleville. 

Bills have been forwarded to Presbyteries 
and Conference and when these are paid 
there will be enough surplus to mail two is- 
sues, without charge, to these organizations. 
Therefore your conference paper has, by 
careful management, more than paid its way, 
as at the last convention it was estimated 
that there might be enough surplus for one 
free issue. 

In closing I wish to thank all our contri- 
butors and subscribers for the interest shown. 
All of which is respectively submitted.

Christ gives unto us a clearer meaning of 
what we must do to help our fellow men. 
We are the salt of the earth, and We must 
work for the good of mankind and our 
‘community or we will lose-the savour which 
is given unto us. We must not hide our 
among men, and 
glorify our Father which is in heaven. 

“Christian youth building a New world” 
is a wonderful slogan. Are we willing to be 
builders to help solve the liquor problem? 
Or are we going to let the liquor interests 
build on our foundations? Is the church 
and the young people going to stand by and 
watch jit grow into a juggernaut of de- 
struction ? = 

Today the brewers are advertising in our 
newspapers with headings such as “True 
Temperance.” This it defines as modera- 
tion. There is 4 proverb which says: First 
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the man takes a drink, then the drink takes 
a drink, then the drink takes the man. 
That is what the brewer wants; he hides 
under the cloak of moderation but secretly 
hopes for a large increase of sales just as 
soon as the moderation period is over, The 
brewer is very successful, as the following 
statistics show: The quantity of beer sold 
by the Ontario Liquor Board for the fiscal 
year 1932-33 was 17,491,060 gallons. The year 
1935-36 the beer sales were 21,645,909 gal- 
lons, an increase of 189 percent. About the 
same time the gross income of the people 
of Canada increased 42 percent. Ontario 
beer sales increased 414 times faster than our 
purchasing power. 

Do you think the brewers are interested 
in moderation and true temperance as they 
would lead us to believe? ‘The brewers are 
interested in only ong thing, that is their 
profits, and the more they can sell. The 
more money it is to them, regardless of the 
outcome to others. 

There is very little temperance in spend- 
ing 71 millions for strong drink last year, 
more than we spent on milk or bread. The 
beverage room does not eliminate the boot- 
legger, as there are facts to prove otherwise. 
The removal of the permit for the purchas- 
ing of beer has made it possible for boot- 
leggers to obtain ample supply without much 
fear of detection. 

Temperance in life does not stop with 
strong drink. There are many evils which 
we must overcome in our daily lives. We 
have our pleasure, which to a great extent 
is overdone and abused by many. Our speech 
can, and very often does, get out of con- 
trol. We must be temperate also in our 
eating, in controlling our tempers, and thus 
in all walks of life we must walk boldly 
and fearlessly before the eyes of men.

PREACHERS 


METHODISTS IN THE MARITIMES AND 
UPPER CANADA 

An Unofficial Bishop 

William Black and his family including 
William Jr., then a boy in his teens, settled 
with a group of Yorkshire Methodists in 
“1774 in Nova Scotia. Although religious ord- 
inances were not what they might have been, 
“they held services under lay leadership from 
house to house. These meetings resulted in a 
revival in 1779 in which young William Black 
was converted and his conversion was the 
means of leading his father and three oth- 
ers of the family to Christ. Later the young 





- Yorkshire ploughboy became a preacher of 


the Gospel resulting from his eagerness to 
testify and his marked influence upon oth- 
ers. 

With difficult circumstances, physical eon- 
ditions rough, communication lacking, or of 
the most primitive sort and religion having 
q@ difficult period, infidelity, blasphemy, 
drinking, privateering and smuggling were 
rampant, but with a common education, no 
packing or financial support, he accepted the 
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call, left his father’s home and entered into 
thirty years of service unordained. 

This service carried him along tthe Bay of 
Fundy, later to Windsor and Halifax, and 
later he made 4 preaching tour of old Annap- 
clis"- Valley. That year he’ visited Shelburne, 
Liverpool, and P.E.I., with small results. 

He attended a conference in Baltimore to 
plead for g missionary of which was granted. 
Still unordained, he moved to Halifax, where 
a conference was held, reporting a little over 
five hundred members. 

In 1789 iafter the first Church was opened 
in Point de Bute in 1788, he was ordained 
in Philadelphia in the Maritime Provinces 
and Newfoundland. He was in service till 
1812, and greatly loved. 

Major George Neal—John Wesley was still 
alive when the Gospel he was preaching in 
England was first preached in Upper Canada. 
Major Neal, one of the United Empire Loyal- 
ist settlers, was a school teacher and Meth- 
odist lay preacher. He was irritated when he 
saw the people living in sin, and all the 
grosser vices of the time. He began to preach 
and though they didn’t want his message 
and stoned him until the blood ran down 
his face, he kept on preaching. After bring- 
ing him before a Magistrate and threatening 
to deport him, his efforts bore fruit, for 
some were converted and the first Method- 
ist society was formed in Upper Canada, iand 
joined the regular saddle baggers continuing 
his preaching until a good old age. 

Another zealous saddle bagger was William 
Losie, a one armed preacher from the New 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, His preaching was quick and power- 
ful, serving in Prescott, Bay of Quinte and 
Adolphustown. The first Methodist Church 
in Upper Canada was built by his coming 
in 1792 and still stands on the Bay of Quinte 
shore as a shrine of the Union. 

Elder Ryan was another saddle bag preach- 
er; a big powerful man, and a great Chris- 
tian. As presiding elder of Upper Canada 
district in 1810 he had to visit ten circuits 
four times a year, a distance of 700 miles 
and stil) three hundred miles from home, on 
horseback or driving a team, receiving a sal- 
ary of £300 and mortgaging his home to 
build the first Methodist Church in Toronto.

A MISSIONARY STORY 


THE ARRIVAL 
OF HECTOR 


A small vessel named Hector left Greenock 
and Loch Broom with g party of Highlanders 
at the solicitation of a Land Company inter- 
ested in securing settlers for Pictou. Each 
family on board was promised a free passage 
a farm lot and a year’s provisions. They had 
left in high hopes, but these were crushed 
later for they encountered a raging storm 
along with poor accommodation, bad provis- 
ions, homesickness, amd serious diseases 
which resulted in the death of eighteen per- 
sons, mostly children, After leaving New- 
foundland they finally landed in the har- 
pour of Pictou on September 16th, 1773, after 
eleven weeks on the ocean. 

Their trouble had just begun, for days of 
suffering lay ahead of them. They had very 
little provisions and instead of farms they 
found unbroken forest with no shelter and 
early winter coming upon them, but with the 
indomitable spirit of that Highland commun- 
ity they carried on. The men carried potat- 
oes and flour on their backs all the way from 
Truro, forty miles away, and along with their 
wives went out to work in the more deyvel- 
oped settlements, The men though unpractis- 
ed with the use of an axe soon turned the 
forest into a source of reyenue, sending the 

first products of the forest to the old land. 
The first year, they raised 269 bushels of 
wheat, 100 bushels of oats, and smaller 
amounts of other grains. 

Our interest now leaves the fortunes of 
these people and turns to the religion and 
Church among these pioneers. The people 
though poor could speak very little English 

and had never learned to read, but were all 
religiously educated, and desirous of religious 
ordinances.. They kept the Sabbath meeting 
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together under lay leadership for praise and 
prayer and reading of the Bible and religious 
books. Rev. Daniel Cook of Truro visited 
them at long intervals and they walked 
through the woods to Truro carrying their 
children with them to have them baptized, 
and to attend communion. 

After two years of negotiations they at last 
rrscured ths ovis of Dr. ins MeGrer 
or tor their minister, building his huuse and 
barii and a salary of £80 per alnwn. His 
ifrst sermon was preached in 4 barn, the 
people sitting on slabs and planks, With no 
schools, no Church, no mill, no :o21. no 
bridge, his missionary labors were abundant, 
but he managed to visit every one, travellizg 
On snow shoes in the winter, and a canoe 
in summer, and many turned to the Lord. 

Two churches were erected in different 
Sections in 1787 and in 1788, the first Sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper was celebrated 
in the forest with one hundzed and thirty 
attending. 

Under Dr. MceGregor’s inspection, schools 
were built, roads cut through, and also the 
effects of the Gispel were beginning to 
appear, affecting the other parts of the 
Province, With no missionary along the North 
shore of Nova Scotia or Cape Breton, and in 
New Brunswick or P.E.I., he took up the call 
and visited these mlaces for forty years. In 
Pictou his efforts will never be forgotten, and 
other great exploits written large in the his- 
tory of Nova Scotia Province.

SUGGESTIONS 
For Winter Meetings 


(By Esther J. Thornton) 





Recreation Games For All 
1. Sliding Circle. 


Members are seated in circular formation 
with edges of chairs close enough ito touch. 
One chair is left vacant and one person 
stands in the centre. As the person in the 
centre tries to secure the vacant chair, the 
whole circle slides in one direction from 
chair to chair so that the position of the 
yacant chair is continually changing. Person 
in centre dashes for chair only to find him- 
self on someone else’s lap. Should he secure 
the seat, the person on the left, or the right, 
of the chair, according to the direction in 
which the circle is sliding, must take the 
central position. 


2. Apple Sauce or Coffee Pot. 


A quiet, sit-down game, with players in 
circular formation. One person goes out of 
the room. An action word is chosen, such 
as “breathing” or “drinking” or “skating.” 
When the player comes in he endeavors to 
guess the word by starting at one end of the 
circle and continually going the round ask- 
ing questions such as, “Do I Aipple Sauce?” 
or, “At what eges does one apple-sauce?” or 
“what motion of the body da you use in 
apple-saucing?” and so on until he guesses 
it. Answers should be quite truthful but also 
very indefinite and with double meaning if 
Possible. Some people call this game “coffee- 
pot,” and use this word to designate the 
hidden word, instead of “apple-sauce.” 


3. Cops And Robbers,

resemble me?” Here is a chance for humour 
and witticism among the players, e.g., if the 
chosen word were “Necklace” and player 
asked how it resembled him, answer might 
truthfully be “Always hanging around,” or 
else “A lady’s favorite,” or else “A decorative 
article,’ or else, “On a string.” Change 
players frequently. 





5. The Jazz Band Players. 


Players are seated in circle formation on 
chairs. All are given the name of an instru- 
ment, such as piano, mouth organ, Jew’s 
harp, etc., which they must imitate at a 
given signal. If there are too many players 
for instruments, two or more may be given 
the same instrument. The leader in the cen- 


tre turns to any person at any time and,- 


putting his thumbs in his ears and wiggling 
his fingers, expects the person he is address- 
ing to play his instrument. As soon as the 
player does this, the leader starts to do the 
same and then the player must quickly 
switch to the ear-finger wiggling move- 
ment, until such time as both are so con- 
fused they do the same. Player then gives a 
forfeit. When performing, the player must 
imitate the playing, as well as make the 
noise, of his instrument. This game causes 
much merriment. 


6. The Minister’s Cat 


A quiet, amusing, educational, sit down 
game. The leader in the centre. He starts at 
the beginning of the alphabet. For instance, 
start with “a”. The leader turns to someone 
and quickly says, “the Minister’s cat is a-—, 
1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10” and, if the player can- 
not suggest an adjective describing the cat 
beginning with the letter “a” before the lead- 
er gets to ten, he is out, not necessarily in 
the centre. See who can stay in the longest 
and, as soon as “a” gets threadbare, move 
on to “b”. When it gets down to “r” it gets 
increasingly difficult. For instance, the cat 
might be a “rowdy cat,” or a “rollicking cat,” 
or a “ridiculous cat,” or a “rheumatic cat.” 
The same adjective may not be used twice. 
Forfeits may also be collected in this game, 
or the leader may be continually changed. 


4. Nursery Rhymes 


A funny little contest game. Members are 
in two groups, and take turns singing nurs- 
ery rhymes, until one side cannot think of 
any more and then they lose. The same 
rhyme cannot be sung twice. The last line 
of every rhyme is omitted and the words 
“So they pushed him through the window” 
are substituted; e.g., ‘Mary had a little lamb, 
it’s fleece was white as snow.

Festival Of Plays

Rules: 

1. Any Society is eligible to enter a drama 
in the Festival provided it first has been 
played in their own Society. 

2. Members of the cast must be bona 
fide members of the said Society, age to be 
up to and including 35 years. 

3. Acting time of drama not to exceed 40 
minutes nor be less than 20 minutes. 

4. Each Society entering must notify their 
Presbytery Convener of dramatics of their 
entry. 

5. Presbytery competitions will be arrang- 
ed by Presbytery Conveners. 

€. As far as possible, dramas are to be 
presented on neutral stages. 

7. ‘The following system of judging shall 
be used throughout the whole competition, 
the adjudicator making three copies of his re- 
port, one for himself, one for the Society, 
and one for the Presbytery Convener. 

8. ‘We would suggest the following system 
of financing, but if Presbytery Conveners 
feel that local conditions warrant a different 
System they may change it to suit local con- 
ditions. 

(a) The public will be charged 25c ad- 
mission to all Festivals which sum will go 
to the Presbytery. 

(b) From this amount, Presbytery will pay 
up to $5 for the use of auditorium and scen- 

(c) Each Society may also be allowed the 
sum, of .$2.00 for expenses, providing the fin- 
ancial receipts of the Festival permit. 

Basis of Evaluation: 
_ (a) The players: Such gs characterization, 
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etc., forty points. 

(b) The play. Such as worthwhile of 
drama, development of players, and message 
to audience, ten points. 

(c) Direction: Atmosphere, team-work, 
emphasis and climax, forty points. :

With no railroads in those days, the panty 
of four left. on December 18th of that same 
year for New York down the coast to Pan- 
ama, across ithe peninsula, up the west coast 
to Victoria in February 1859. Immediately 
their thoughts were occupied with hotding 
services, and starting ithe Church. After be- 
ing warmly welcomed by Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Colonel (Moody, they were granted a 


large room in the courthouse to hold serv- 
o 


ices, which were well attended. Als> a week 
later services were held ‘at Nanaimo and an 
outside appointment. Three weeks later Dr. 
Evans and Mr. Robson explored the Fraser, 
journeyiny as far as Langley in g steamer 
where they preached on Sunday end ‘then 
left the steamer stuck in the mud, and with 
a canoe and no guide and provisions, they 
Started up ithe river against the warnings 
of the people in the fice of turbulent waiters, 
and a stomm of rain and snow. With Strug- 
gles and hardships they pushed on till at 
last they reached Font Hope, where Mr. Rob- 
Son Svayed and Dir, Evans engaged a canve- 
mam, pushed on ita Yale, spending time in 
selecting sites for churches and parsoniages. 
Within a fotnight’s absence he was back 
in Victoria getting reinforcements and ‘point- 
ing out the need for missiznairy work among 
the native Indians anid Chinese. Following 
his, Edward White and his family were 
sent ito Queensborough ‘to start a church 
which resulted in tthe first church being 
built on the mainlan@in British Columbia. 

With church sites high in price and living 
high, the building of g church was a diffi- 
cult task, but with gq site donated by the 
Hudson’s Bay Co. and with contributions 
from Halifax, Three Rivers and Hamilton, 
the church was erected in 1859. 

With work already started among the 
Indians and their conversion, this paved the 
way for a larger field. Also in 1874 we find 
James Turner at Burrard Inlet, with a mem- 
bership of 13 by 1880. Port Simpson opened 
by 'C. M. Tate where Thomas was sent, had 
& membership of 300 by 1880, The vision 
of this mission was g world vision in effect, 
for British Columbia became a nucleus and 
depository of spiritual amd social benefits 
fo: Hudson’s Bay territory, Japan, Russia, 
India and countless islands on the west, and 
help to win the world for God.

First School Far More Successful

Young People: 

“Once Evangelist Moody was ap- 
proached by a gentleman who com- 
plained that (Moody’s speech was 
atrocious because of his ignorance of 
grammar. Moody admitted the fact, 
and then turned on his critic. “I lack 
many things,” said he, “but I am do- 
ing the best with what I have. But 
you, my friend, have a good education. 
What are you doing with it to save 
the world?” The man of few talents 
was doing heroic work; the other, so 
much better endowed, was doing noth- 
ing. 

This is a common story and. one 
Which we as young people should often 
consider. Some with great opportunit- 
jes ate taking advantage of few of 
them, while those with comparatively 
few opportunities are achieving results 
which should make the others feel very 
much ashamed. It isn’t what God has 
given us, but what we are giving back 
to the world which counts. We are 
measured not by what we might have 
been but by what we are. If we are 
to play the game we must put our 
talents to work for the benefit of oth- 
ers, 

Tt is with this thought that I greet 
you in my March letter. As I think 
of the many talents to be found among 
the thousands of young people within 
this Conference I am thrilled at the 
possibilities within our scope. ‘With our 





many talents put to work in the task 


of Building a new Christian world we 
may ga far in this great endeavor. 
Thén comes the thought. Are we using 
these talents? ‘And are we as leaders 
seeking out the talents to be found in 
our group and giving them an oppor- 
tunity of expression?

The Organized 
Boys’ Class In 
The Church 


Many places are not fitted and many lead- 
ers do not like to take the responsibility of 
conducting a Tuxis or Trail Ranger pro- 
gramme. Let me suggest that a very worth- 
while thing to do is to organize that Sun- 
day School class of ’teen age boys. 

An organized class invariably is stronger 
and more alive than a disorganized one. The 
boys themselves feel that they are more re- 
sponsible for the success of the class and 
they have a voice in its direction. 

Some Sunday the matter of organizmtion 
should be raised and if interested the boys 
Should be invited to the church or some 
home to consider the matter in detail. This 
might profitably be a social evening. 

On the night of the meeting the nature 
of the organization should be explained. (2). 
Decision ito organize. (3) Decision as to offic- 


ers to be filled and the duties connected 
therewith. Usually the officers are president, 
vice-president, Secretary, and treasurer. To 
help in the right choice, it is wise for the 
teacher to outline the duties of each office. 
(4) The election itself. (6) Choice of a name 
mentioned so boys may think of a name for 
next meeting. (6) Discussion by thg boys as 
to anything they would like to umdsctake as 
@ class. (7) Some fun and light refres®ments. 
One of the first things for the organized 
class to do is to register with their respec- 
tive denominational] headquarters and with 
the Boys’ Work Board of the Religious Ed- 
ucation Council of their province. In this way 
the classes will be related to the church boys’ 
movement throughout Canada and will re- 
ceive helpful bulletins from the denomina- 
tional offices and from the Boys’ Work 
Board. These offices will gladly give further 
help and suggestions of interesting things to 
do if raquested.

Look at the op- 
portunity I’ll have to teach the girls to care 
for sick people and to improve sanitary con- 
ditions. 

Joyce—I always thought that missions was 
simply going to a foreign country and preach- 
ing the gospel, but here you are talking as 
though it were a greater opportunity for a 
career in nursing. 

Jean—So it is. You couldn’t expect to take 
the Gospel of Jesus to a country without 
sharing the great benefits it has given us. 
Jesus went about doing good. In the same 
way we can win more people for Christ if 
we minister to their needs and show them 
how to live a Christ-like way. 


Mary—You mean that we have to show 


them that Christ meets al) the needs of 
mankind. That is just as we decided in our 
Young People’s Union. We said that we 
couldn’t keep our lives in separate compart- 
ments and give Jesus only one part. We need 
him to govern all our life. 

Joyce—I suppose that gives us the key to 
this missions. If we need Jesus to govern all 
our life then it is a world wide need, and 
we are selfish if we try to keep it to our- 
selves. 

Jean—Christianity is just like a candle. If 
we try to hide it, it goes out, but if we give 
it air, it burns brightly. I know my Christian 
experience will grow in proportion to my 
sharing it. 

Joyce—One thing thiait has always bothered 
me is that in spite of the many years we 
have sent out missionaries, no country has 
fully adopted Christianity. 

Mary—Maybe we are to blame for that 
Joyce. We want world wide Christianity and 
a new Social order where peace and prosper- 
ity will triumph and yet we fail to give our 
whole hearted support to the greatest or- 
ganization working for it. We say, “More 
things are wrought by prayer than this world 
dreams of, yet how often do we co-operate 
with the missionaries in real earnest prayer 
or try to make our lives and our communit- 
ies a Christian example for them. 

Jean—The missionaries have done qa great 
deal already. Christianity can only be spread 
through individuals. While the growth is slow 
it is permanent. However many workers are 
meeded to achieve our aim. Instead of de- 
creasing the work. But I must post this let- 
ter.

CONCERNING 
BROADCAST 


4* the suggestion of the Conference exec- 
utive, we are outlining as briefiy as possible 
a few facts concerning The Broadcast and 
will endeavor to clear up @ misunderstanding 
on the part of many of oun subscribers why 
the paper sells for 30c for 10 issues and not 
twelve. 

On Feb. 22, The Broadcast mailing list 
carried 694 names. A number of these repre- 
sent overdue subscriptions, and unless re- 
newals are received from delinquents in the 
next faw days the names wil, of necessity be 
taken from the list. While we dislike the 
thought of discontinuing any subscriptions, 
postal regulations make such action neces- 
sary. Please forward your renewal todiay and 
avoid missing any of The Broadcasts. 

When it was decided to publish The Broad- 
cast monthly, the original idea was to dis- 
continue publication during July and August 
as the majority of the Unions lare not active 
during those months. Later when your editor 
set out to secure statutory privileges of mail- 
ing, it was necessary to submit that The 
Broadcast was a REGULAR monthly pubii- 
cation in order to have The Broadcast rec- 
ognized aS a newspaper by the Post Office 
Tcpartment in Ottawa. Since the rate had 
been advertised as 10 issues for 30c it was 
cio med ‘beliter to leave it at that price. 
For this reason 82 dcyri not kuy & 12 
mecnth's sulbscription but 10. 

Before getting the lower rate of postage 
it cost between $4 and $5 to mail one is- 
sue—as the rate was lc up to 2 ozs to one 
address. With the new rate The Broadcast 
is mailed free to addresses within 40 miles 
of (Gananoque—the point of publicaltion— 
and beyond that 1c per pound. At present 
it costs 2ic to mail an issue, 

From Oct. 11 \to Feb. 22 total receipts 
wero $128.39, of which opresbyteries and 
conference contributed $77.55 and paid sub- 
scriptions $51.84. It will be seen from these 
figures that The Broadcast iis not wholly 
dependent on Presbyteries and Conference. 

If the seven Presbyteries and Coniference 
would each ‘secure 100 new subscribers to 
The Broadcast during 1938, the paper would 
be ald]. ito pay its own way.

subscribers, This should be an incentive to 
other Unions throughout the Conference 
Two other leaders are Peterboro getting 35

PROGRAMME OFFERED 
BY RECREATION DEPT. 


Literary evenings usually suggest speakers, 
debates, mock trials, etc. Herewith is a pro- 
gramme using contests. These are very 
educational because they teach us to use our 
heads in thinking and acting. 


1—Spelling Bee: 


Have players divided into 2 lines. One on 
either side of the room. The “teacher” has 
the speller or a list of words (not too hard). 
Ask the first player in one line to spell the 
first word and the first player in the second 
line to spell a word. Continue down ithe lines 
in this inanner. If a speller misses a word 
he drops cut. When all have had a try at 
it, start over again. If a speller misses a 
word let the one on the opposite Side try 
it. Continue for 15 or 20 minutes. The line 
having the most players remaining is the 
winner. ‘Do not allow more time for the 
speller to think of his word than it will take 
the teacher to count 1, 2, 3.) 


2—Inteliigence Contest: 


Have a table in a room with 20 or 30 artic- 
les on it such as a spoon, knife, lighter, 
match, o1ange, etc. Let the group into this 
room and allow them to look at these artic- 
les 2 or 3 minutes. Have them leave the room 
and write on a sheet of paper the articles 
they saw on the table. The one gettting the 
most articles written down is the winner. If 
the group is too large, divide it in 2 and 
have 2 «different lists of articles and two 
tables. Let one group see one table and the 
other group the other table. Have them write 
the list. Then let the groups look at the 
cther table and write that list. Be sure :n 

rarking that the two lists are not mixed 
up. The winner is the one getting the mos! 
articles jisted correctly. Give about 15 min- 
utes for the first part or if two groups are 
used give about 25 minutes. 


3—Sense of Touch: 


Have 8 cr 10 persons in each group iine 
them up in double lines. Place in front of 
each group 3 s"vbts or ilk bottles in the form 
of a triangle. The first couple in the lines 
are the leaders. Call the lines A and B. B. 
blindfolds A and guides him or her by speech 
only to the triangle. A must then touch each 
club with the palm of ithe hand. She can be 
helped by B. guiding her.

: As the aa at camp draw to a close, 
as we contemplate our departure for the 
work-a-day life once more, as We bid fare- 
well to old friends and those newly acquired, 
we are brought to think seriously on the 
meaning of it all.

1. Question: What is the rea] purpose 
back of our many modern missionary meth- 
ods? 

Answer—Opponents sometimes complain of 
hospitals and schools and industrial pro- 
grammes on the ground that they are not

socia] grounds; they are religious people out 
on @ Christian errand. They are doing all 
that they do with the distinct hope of com- 
mending Christ and his faith to men who do 
not know him? 

A missionary in a Chinese city far from 
his own people is serving strangers unself- 
ishly asking nothing in return not even fees 
for his church, providing aspirin or castor 
oil, binding a wound, teaching the children, 
quarreling with the local magistrate in the 
interest of his converts, braving bandits to 
rescue the kidnapped, living in moral and 
physical unicleanliness. ¥ 

2. Question: What do you think is the 
proper attitude of the Christian missionary 
to other religions? 

Answer: For a, good many years men whose 
lives have been devoted to the work of mak- 
ing Christ known as Saviour and Lord have 
advocated friendly approach to the non- 
Christian faith and a sympathetic attempt 
to understand them and take them at their 
best. 


3. Question: What does the word evan- 
gelist mean? Do you think of a Missionary 
as an evangelist? 

Answer: We think of the evangelist main- 
ly as an evangelist and the thought still sug- 
gests a vague picture of a black-coated figure, 
the Bible under his arm preaching under 2 
palm ttree. If the idea is humorous let it not 
be unkindly. At least let there be a recog- 
nition of courage and sincerity. Let it be 
remembered also that the evangelist does in 
fact stand for the primary obligation of 
Christianity. But in thinking of the mission- 
ary as evangelist we shall take account also 
of different situations and changing circum- 
stances that demand a wider use of the 
word evangelism. Thus when the pioneer 
missionary has gathered about him a small 
community of adherents and as such com- 
munities multiply his work naturally begins 
to pass over into what St. Paul describes as 
“the care of all the churches.” That devel- 
opment further means that simple evange'- 
istic work comes increasingly to be shared 
by native Christians and the evangelist may 
find himself in the role of teacher to a 
native ministry. 

4, Question: What is to be said in favor 
of the medical missions as & missionary 
method? 

Answer: In most non-Christian lands the 
missionary finds his work cut out for him 
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from the hour of his arrival. There he meets 
pain and all that pain involves. Let him 
resolve that he will give all his time to 
preaching and pastoral labor. Now what shall 
he do when he sees that the sick on whom 
he is calling could in almost all cases be 
helped, and in many cases cured, with even 
the simplest methods of medicine and surg- 
ery common to the land from which he 
comes? He sends back for aid—for medicine, 
for a visiting nurse, for a doctor, possibly 
for money for a start toward a hospital. He 
has no alternative toward such an urgency. 

The medical missionary is welcomed to the 
home of the stranger. The simple Arab lifts 
for him the curtain of his goats’ hair tent 
and bids him enter. The peasant begs him 
come to the lonely cabin. Heal the bodily 
ailments of the non-Christian in the name 
of Christ and you are sure at least that he 
will love you and bless you and all that you 
say will have a meaning and a power not 
conveyed by other lips. 

The work of the missionary doctor and 
hospital is a characteristic method of Chris- 
tian missions. Protestant missions are now 
responsible for over 800 hospitals staffed by 
1200 foreign and 600 native doctors and they 
treat five million patients annually. 


5. Question: Why do missionaries found 
schools? ; 
Answer: The early missionary found him- 
self impelled to found schools. Not that edu- 
cation is necessary to true religion. Honesty 
must pay its tribute to the piety of the un- 
learned. Primarily a school may be regarded 
simply as a missionary method for the edu- 
cation of the children of Christians and to 
enable a people hitherto illiterate to POSSESS 
the Bible. We have too often restricted the 
teaching of religion to instruction in cate- 
chism, to: Bible lessons, to statements of doc- 
trine. Mathematics, science, literature, art, 
and handcraft have their place in fitting 
~ persons for service and the Christian school 
exists to teach them as part of its task. 
Nor is instruction alone sufficient; the shar- 
ing in worship, the expression of faith in 
acts of service, the fellowship of play and 
the common life must enter into eur teach- 
ing. ‘ 
6. Question: What literary work do mis- 
sionaries do and why do they do it? 
Answer: The missionary in many cases 
has had to reduce the spoken language to 
writing. The spare time of many years has 
been consumed in composing a dictionary and 
translating the Bible or part of it. He has 
often had to compile elementary school 
books. To a greater extent in some count- 
ries than in others there has grown up with- 
in and without the circle of mission influence 
a general reading public interested in Christ 
and his message. Missionaries and their as- 
sociates have been responsible for the trans- 
lation of a large number of religious and 
other books. 
7. Question: What is meant by ‘the term 
“newspaper evangelism?” What advantage 
has it as a missionary method? 
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Answer; In Japan newspapers have been 
used for about twenty-five years for the 
reproduction of sermons, study courses and 
other means of spreading Christian ideas. 
In 1930 there were twenty-five centres for 
newspaper evangelism. Personal correspon?- 
ence follows between those who have been 
interested by newspaper evangelism and those 
who conduct it. In this way the message 
reaches isolated individuals and communi- 
ties out of touch with the other operations 
of the church. In one district there are 240 
towms and villages only fifteen of which 
have Christian churches. Replies te news- 
paper evangelism have come from every one 
of these towns and villages. 

8. Question: Do you think it is any part 
of a missionary’s work to try to improve the 
social conditions in which people live? 

Answer: The welfare of the individual's 
soul cannot be secured in complete inde- 
pendence of the welfare of his body, his 
mind, his general social surroundings. There- 
fore he who would minister to this self may 
choose to do so by way of ministering to 
heflth, or to the instruction of the mind or 
by improving the social medium. He may 
choose this way of approach. But he may 
also find himself obliged to dea) with prob- 
lems of hygiene, poverty or custom before 
he can make further progress in building 
individual character. There must be a new 
kind of person as the unit of society if 
there’s to be a new social order. The main 
contribution of the mission has been not in 
devising new social programmes but in form- 
ing the men who do the devising. Nothing 
therefore, can displace, or minimize the im- 
portance of a true and well-qualified evan- 
gelist. 

§. Question: Have missionaries ever made 
mistakes in their methods? 

Answer; I am aware there have been mis- 
takes in foreign mission policy and that 
not all foreign missionaries are eligible for 
haloes. But with general allowances for 
these it’s still true that the missionary en- 
terprise represents the one uniformly un- 
Selfish contact between the white and non- 
white worlds. If you doubt that jus: put the 
missionary churches and hospitals and 
Schools in one column and all white-run 
Concerns in the non-white world in another 
column and draw your own conclusions. 

10. Question: Can a Christian missionary 
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out having known throughout a single twen- 
ty-four hours the satisfaction of having

When you went to that village where the 
well had dried up and you seut a boring 
outfit and bored ‘down untij you had se- 
cured an abundant supply of water, enough 
for man and beast and some over for irri- 
gation, you were helping to give drink to 
the thirsty. 

Note: The above questions and answers 
may be used: 

1 Give questions to the ladies and ans- 
wers to the gentlemen. The ladies wil] ask 
the questions and the gentlemen will ans- 
wer. That will give the timid young person 
who never enters into discussion a chance 
to speak. 

2 Radio Broadcast—the announcer ques- 
tions a missionary who is home on furlough 
about mission work. The young person acting 
as announcer asks the questions. The young 
person acting as missionary reads the ans- 
wers. 

3 Dialogue—Several people taik using the 
questions and answers as they sit around 
the fireplace in the evening. 

4 The leader asks the questions and the 
members read the answers or vice versa. 

5 Give the questions to the members sey- 
eral weeks ahead and let them find their 
own answers.

I now ask all you who are contestants to 
repeat after me the following contestants’ 
oath: 

I solemnly promise to play fair, to do my 
best, to win graciously, to lose with a smile 
and in all things to help strengthen the bond 
of fellowship, thus promoting peace and bet- 
ter understanding between nations and races. 

1. Standing Broad J ump—Relay formaton 
—Place feet one in front of the other and 
right against the toe of the person behind. 
Line with longest feet is winner. 

A. Each country sits in a separate group, 
each group is given two minutes to think 
out a song or yell. One grow> giving their 
yell or song between each event. 

B. Use a score board for score. 

3. Hammer Throw—Each group sends out 
@ man, who is given a bag, which is blown 
up, and is to be held with one hand and 
the other hand used as a hammer to see 
who can throw the bag the farthest. 

3. Handicap Relay—Each group sends out 
one couple; girl is given a teaspoon and 
gentleman given a cup filled with water. The 
girl is to feed the water from one cup held 
by gentleman to her partner with a tea- 
Spoon. 

4. Hop, Step and Jump—Four from e2ch 
group line up one behind the other at line 
drawn in centre of floor, with hands on 
knees, knees together, heels together; cach 
one jumps to rope and back. 

5. Discus Throw—Place a plate with ten 
coppers on it about 5 or 6 feet away in 
front of a line. One from each group comes 
to line and each one throws as m2ny cop- 
pers on the plate as they can. 

6. Acquatic Relay—Each group sends six 
contestants to line where a cup and pail of 
water .is placed tin front of each group. The 
one in front fills the cup and passes it back 
to each one andthe last one tries to put 
the water into a quart milk botile behind 
the group. The last one then comes to the 
front of the line. Repeat until line has com- 
pleted. First group to fill bottle wins. 

7. Shot Put — Representatives from each 
group at line. First one with a can faces 
partner, about 10 feet away, the other one 

tries to throw bean bags into can, each one 
given two tries. Two couples from each 
group. Or if their is time you could use 
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the entire group. 


8. 50 Yard Dash—Two from each group. 
One from each growp at the back and one 
at the front; one from front given an egg on 
@ spoon, to take to the back row, passing it 
to them without teching egg, one at back 
brings egg and spoon to the front line. 

9. Hurdle Race—One from each group; 
three groups of two chairs with a stick on 
each two. ist and 2rd sticks on back of 
chairs and 2nd stick on seats of centre chairs 
—€ach person goes under No. 1, over No. 2, 
and under No. 3, without touching. 

10. Light Weight Race—Boy and girl from 
each group; girl given lighted candle, boy 
given cup of water, boy holds cup of water 
over lighted candle, holds hands and walk 
to the other end of room without either 
Spilling the water or putting out the candle. 

11 Marathon Race—Each group stands in 
circle, each group numbers, same number 
to be in each circle; one goes around circle, 
then falls in line, each one in turn repeats 
and when group finishes, group squats on 
floor, first group to squat wins.

Oshawa Presbytery 
Drama Festival 
Held On May 9 


The 1938 drama festival of Oshawa Pres- 
bytery was held in Trinity Sunday School, 
Bowmanville, on the evening of May 9. A 
rather small audience was on hand for this 
interesting event under the capable manage- 
ment of Miss Madeline Tooley. 

Three plays were presented for the con- 
sideration of Mr. Geo. Roberts of Oshawa, 
who acted as judge. The first, “Joseph of 
Aramathea,” was presented by Trinity Union 
of Bowmanville, winners for the last two 
years; the second, “Kidnapping Betty”, by 
Shiloh Union; the third, “Married in Haste,” 
by Brougham Union. 

In rendering his decision, Mr. Roberts of- 
fered several criticisms of the plays presen- 
ted and amateur theatricals in general. He 
stressed the point that most amateurs pre- 
sent their dramas on the stage at a time 
when they should be just beginning re- 
hearsals, knowing the lines but not being 
familiar enough with their parts to think 
of the actions just ahead. He also warned 
against reciting of lines and a too even 
tone in highly dramatic scenes. 

In declaring Shiloh Union the winners, 
Mr. Roberts complimented them on their 
acting and ability to think of actions just 
ahead, at the same time pointing out the 
scrupulous care taken in the preparation of 
costumes by the Bowmanville people. 

At the conclusion of the judge’s well chos- 
en remarks, Madeline Tooley called on Miss 
Evelyn Gay of Oshawa who graciously pre- 
sented the cup, donated by her, to the 1938 
champions, Shiloh Union.

Renfrew Presbytery 
Has Annual Convention 
-29 Unions Represented 


The annual convention of Renfrew Pres- 
bytery Young People’s Union held in Trinity 
St. Andrew’s United Church, R2:frew, on 
Saturd-y, May 14th was 3 -i2°c:2d success. 
Over two hundred delegates from twenty- 
nine Unions were in attendance. The acting 
president, Joseph Parkin. of Burnstown, was 
in the chair. 

The afternoon session opened with thc 
worship under the direction of Pakenham 
YP. Union. Rev. Dr. A. E. Runnells, pastor 
of Trinity St. Andrew’s Church, and Miss 
Jean Stevenson, president of Trinity St. 
Andrew's Y.P.U., welcomed the delegates. Mr. 
Parkin thanked the speakers for their words 
of welcome. 

Following the presentation of reports by 
the committees, the theme address was de- 
livered by Rev. R. E. Spencer of Cobden 
who spoke on “Our Part in the Programme 
of Christian Youth Building a New World.” 
Mr. Spencer gave a very fine message and 
told how the only Youth Movement that 
could improve conditions in the world to- 
day was a Christian Youth movement. At 
the conclusion of the address the Conven- 
tion assembled into four discussion groups 
under the following conveners: Christian 
Culture, Miss Edna Ross; Christian Fellow- 
Ship, Frank Southwell: Citizenship, Miss Is- 
obe] Brown; Missions, William A. Croft. 

Supper was served in the Church Hall by 
cenit ladies of Trinity St. Andrew’s Church 
assisted by the members of the local YP. 
Union. During the Supper hour greetings 
were conveyed to the convention from the 
Baptist Young People by Miss Fallis of Pem- 
broke; from the Anglican Young People by 
Miss Ethel Morton of Almonte; and from 
the Presbytery of Renfrew by its chairman, 
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Rev. C. D. McLellan of Almonte. Telegrams 
were read from Donald Baxter of Bloom- 
field, Conference Y.P.U. president, and EROuE 
George Lowry, president of the Presbyterian 
YPU. societies which were holding their 
annual meeting in Smiths Falls the same 
day. 

The Resolutions Corhmittee brought in a 
report thanking all who had assisted in any 
way to make the gathering a success and 
also recommending that “Having observed 
the results of the operation of the Ontario 
Liquor Control Act, we, as 4 Convention, 
are opposed to beverage rooms in Ontario 
and wish a copy of this resolution forwarded 
to Premier Hepburn of Ontario.” The report 
was adopted unanimously. 

The Business Committee recommended 
that the Presbytery Sponsor a Dramatic 
Competition during the next season and dis- 
continue the Debating Competition. How- 
ever, the delegates voted to carry on both 
Dramatics and Debates during 1938-39. 

The slate of officers suggested by the Nom- 
inating Committee was unanimously adopt- 
ed. 

Following the evening worship service con- 
ducted by Arnprior Y/P. Union, the new of- 
ficers were installed by Rev. C. D. McLellan. 
Musical appreciation was presented by Miss 
Mary Moore, soprano soloist of Trinity St. 
Andrew’s Church, accompanied by Jack 
Stone, violinist, and Court Stone at the or- 
gan. e 

The final debate of the Presbytery Com- 
petition was then staged by Burnstown and 
Perth Unions on the subject “Resolved that 
military training should be compulsory in 
high schools, colleges, and universities.” Miss 
Blanche Pownall and Miss Winnifred Hardy 
of Perth upheld the affirmative while the 
Burnstown debaters were Miss Georgina Mc- 
Kie and Miss Chrissie McFadyen. The nega- 
tive side was awarded the decision by the 
judges, Mayor F. A.\Wade and S. M. Chown 
of Renfrew, and Rev. Campbell of Horton. 
Arnold Illingworth then presented the win- 
ning team with the cup donated by his 
father, J. B. Illingworth of Almonte, em- 
blematic of the Presbytery Championship.

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WHY WE ARE 


RETURNING 
TO AFRICA 


By Dr. W. E. Strangeway, Chissamba, Angola 

Why are we returning to the field as 
medical missionaries? In answer I am going 
to tell you a story of a witch doctor. When 
we first went out to Africa we heard a 
great many stories about the witch doctors. 
I began to wonder if I met one on the road 


‘some day whether he would harm me. 


One morning, as I sat examining patients 
in our hospital, one of the helpers came and 
said: “There is a witch doctor at the door 
wanting to see you.” I think he saw\me 
trembling a little, for he hastened to add: 
“Don’t be frightened, because this witch 
doctor is blind.” I told him to show the 
patient in and he brought in an old man, 
who sat down and told me the story of his 
life. And as he went through that story he 
told of all the things he had done in oppo- 
sition to us, and of all his magical work. 
Then he said: “As my blindness came on, I 
went to other witch doctors to see if I could 
get help, but our medicine was of no avail; 
so I have come asking that you should help 
me.” After examining him, we found that 
he had cataracts. I said to this old witch 
doctor: “We cannot help you unléss you are 
Willing to consent to an operation.” I shall 
never forget his answer as he said, ‘“‘I am in 
your hands; do as you wish with me.” In 
a few days he was operated on. He was one 
of those fortunate ones who were able to 
see when the bandages were removed. Then 
he left the hospital. I wondered when we 
should, see that witch doctor again. Nearly 
all our patients come back from time 
to time. Twelve months does not pass with- 
out them returning and telling us how they 
are. They are really the most grateful people 
in the world. 

When sitting in church one Sunday morn- 
ing, there was a congregation of about a 
thousand people, and the minister was 
preaching a sermon. When he was about 
half-way through that sermon I saw the 
front door of the church opening slowly, 
and there stood the witch doctor, carrying 
in a bundle wrapped in skin every- 
thing that was dear and _ sacred to 
him. He carried in his divining basket 
over which he had prayed every morning 
and every evening. He also had all of those 
charms with which he had practised ‘“‘medi- 
cine” during his career as a witch doctor. 
He had never been in a church service be- 
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fore! He did not understand what it was 
to' sing hymns. He looked about him, and 
then came slowly up right into the pulpit. 
He touched the minister on the shoulder 
and whispered to him, as if to say: “You 
have said enough for this morning; let me 
say something.” The minister, without a 
word of explanation, sat down and the old 
witch doctor put his bundle in front of him. 
He stood before that congregation and gave 
them that morning a sermon they will never

forget. He told them how that divining bas- 
Ket and those charms he had practised 
medicine; how he would not treat anyone 
unless they had first brought him g hand- 
Some fee; how his world’s good had accum- 
ulated until he became the wealthiest man 
in the whole community: and then of how 
his blindness came on, and how he went 
to the witch doctors himself, and each one 
of them said: “If you pay me sufficiently 
I can cure you.” So he began to hand out 
again all the things he had accumulated 
during his lifetime and continued doing that 
until he had visited every native doctor in 
the whole community. When he had spent 
all he had, and had nothing left, and was 
still blind, some one said: “Why don’t you ® 
try the mission hospital?” He told that con- 
gregation about the mission hospital, how he 
went through the operation, and of his joy 
when he could see again. Taking up his 
bundle he put all those things sacred to 
him in the pastor’s arms. and said: “Do as 
you like with these. Burn them and destroy 
them, I shall never require them again. He 
then took his seat in the front row among 
the church elders. That morming he con- 
demned every native doctor carrying 
Witchcraft in Africa. = 
I watched as the weeks passed to see 
if that witch doctor would be faithful. Each 
Sunday morning he was there in the same 
pew, and one Sunday he rose up and public- 
ly asked that he might join one of the

N.B.—iIt is a good tins to have the Min- 
ister of Finance present “the budget.” It is a 
good thing also to have the Gov. Gen. thank 
the members for their wise legislation and 
read the Questions of Privilege, Petitions, 
and Acts of Parliament that have passed 
aloud thus: 

“His Majesty by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate and the House of 
‘Commons of Canada in acts as follows .. ” 
Rules of Order: 

1. (Members are protected in their attend- 
ance on Parliament and guaranteed against 
all restraint and intimidation in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

2. Members are exempted from serving 
as jurymen or witnesses. 

3. Members can have perfect freedom of 
speech in the exercise of the function of 
their office. 

4. (Members are protected ee any 
scandalous and libellous reflections on the 
proceedings of the House and upon Mem- 
bers individually in the capacity as mem- 
bers of the House. 

5. Members of the House of Commons 
must be British subjects who have never 


<ve 
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committed a crime. 

6. Members must rise to speak. 

7. Members must address the chair. 

8. Members must refrain from personal 
Slurs and animosities and must mention fel- 
low members by the names of their constitu- 
encies ie. the Honorable Member for Cavan. 

9. If two members rise at the same time 
to speak the one who is first recognized by 
the Speaker gets the floor. 

10. No member may start to speak with- 
out permission from the Speaker. The mem- 
ber who catches. not the Speaker’s eye may 
fume and languish in obvious obscurity until 
Such time as the traditional eye beams upon 
him. 

ll. A member may not speak twice on 
the same subject, unless the House has gone 
“into committee,” but he may rise to correct 
an opponent who misquoted him. The mover 
has the privilege of speaking twice and clos- 
ing the debate. 

12 At a time of voting, all members must 
vote. A member who is silent is held to 
give his consent. There is no “sitting on 
the fence, and facing both ways.” Any ex- 
cuse a member may give for not voting is 
regarded with contempt. 

13. A time limit may be set for each 
speaker, to prevent the “talking out” of a 
bill. This will make it impossible for a bill 
to be killed because there wasn’t time to 
put it to a vote. 

14 No private member may present a bill 
that provides for the paying of money or 
the levying of taxes. Only a member of the 
government party may, because the govern- 
ment knows or should know how much mon- 
ey it needs and it always asks for the proper 
amount. 

15. When a proposed request is presented 
to the government it is called a bill. When 
it passes Parliament (first the House of 
Commons and then the Senate) it becomes 
an act of Parliament or a statute. When 
it is given the royal assent by the Gov. 
Gen. it becomes a law. 

16. It is to the interest of members to 
see that the session is a long drawn out, 
doddering pre-amble because if a session 
lasts for only thirty days or less a member 
gets a salary of $10 per day. Whereas if the 
session is longer, he gets a salary—called an 
indemnity, of $4000 a year. 

NOTE—The rules of Order are read aloud 
by the Clerk of the Commons. 

Chairman’s Duties: 

Being seated, and finding the meeting 
ready, rises and demands silence. Attention 
is drawn to his uprising by cries of “Chair.” 
Silence ensues. 

Secretary reads the notice convening the 
meeting explaining its object. (or he may do 
it himself). 

If there are minutes to be read, secretary 
should read them first. General business is 
then proceeded with. 

In the House of Commons the President 
or Mr. Speaker is omnipotent. He rules and 
the member who catches not the the Speak- 

er’s eye may fume and languish in obvious 
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in a Committee during any debate that the 


obscurity until such time as the traditional

Chairman should request a speaker to put 
his views in concluding, into the crystallized 
form of a Motion, which will then if accept- 
able, be seconded and come before the meets 
ing for adoption ar rejection. Such motion 
should be handed up to the Chairman in 
writing and it is put from the chair. Then 
any one who wishes to speak to second the 
motion or amend it must do so. No person 
must address the Meeting upon a Motion 
after it is proposed, unless he rise and second 
it. So with any amendment. Both must be 
seconded ere any discussion thereon is al- 
lowed. If no seconder be found the Motion 
or Amendment drops. If no Amendment be 
moved—motion is put. If an amendment be 
made and seconded it is first put, and if 
carried the original question as amended is 
put. 

No speaker may speak twice to the same 
question. A member may, however, reply to 
objections and make explanations; and the 
Mover of a Motion has the right to reply, 
but his speech in reply concludes the dis- 
cussion. ie. Ro new ground can be turned 
up. It will be seen that neutrality, good tact, 
good temper, courtesy and firmness are es- 
Sential to the occupant of the Chair. 

Vote of thanks usually conclude a meet- 

As is well known, it is Parliamentary pro- 
cedure to give notice of a motion These 
notices are published in the papers so that 
all who are interested in the question may 
atiend the sitting and vote or speak on it. 

It may be that an amendment may be 
advanced, and this is usually brought for- 
ward after the Chairman has read the Res- 
olution—in the following manner: 

“Gentlemen, the question I have to sub- 
mit to you is, that...” This having been 
audibly read it is then open for discussion. 
If any member desires to move an amend- 
ment now is his time. 

Parliamentary Procedure: 
if in case of voting, the Speaker has his 


them to the principal teller, who reads them 
to the Speaker, handing him the paper to 
snnounce the result to the House. 

A long-drawn out speaker may be closed 
off by being howled down, or by interference 
of the Chairman. This should be used only 
in extreme cases. This is called “Closure.” 


subject has been adequately discussed, and 
that it is evident sense of the House or 
of the Committee that the question be now 
put, he may inform the House or the Com- 
mittee and if a Motion be made, “That the 
Question be now put, Mr. Speaker shall put 
such question.” If this Motion is affirmed 
the Question under discussion shall be put 
forthwith. 

At a time of voting a member who is sil- 
ent is held to give consent. All members 
must vote. There is no sitting on, the fence 
and facing both ways. Any excuse he may 
give for not voting is regarded with con- 
tempt. 

No Chairman or Member should consider 
inquiries as personally offensive or detri-' 
mental to his dignity. It is healthy sign when 
Members rise and contend in wordy warfare 
without anger or rudeness. The sheep-like 
following is to be deprecated.

All laws are made in the King’s name and 
not in that of the Gov. Gen. Moreover the 
Gov. Gen. is said to give not his own but 
es King’s assent to a bill before it becomes 
aw. 


Sometimes the Gov. Gen. feels he cannot 
give assent to a bill that has passed Par- 
liament. It may be that he fears that it will 
hurt the Empire. In that case he will send 
it to the British Government to consider. 
Two years are given the British Government 


for the settlement of a bill reserveq in this 
way. 


The Senate is much less important than 
the House of Commons although it has the 
Same right of legislature, except in one im- 
Portant matter. But usually it does not try 
to do much beyond accepting bills already 
ee ey ae of Commons.

How Parliament Does Business: — 

The House of Commons is like any public 


meeting and must have a chairman to see 


that business is conducted in a proper way. 
The chairman is called the “speaker.” He 
is elected by the House, when it first meets 
after the parliamentary elections. 


He is one of the supporters of the Govern- 
ment party because the Government has 
the majority in the House and thus can se- 
cure the election of one of their own friends. 
Albeit as soon as he becomes Speaker, he is 
expected to be impartial. There is also elec- 
ted a deputy or assistant speaker. 

There are certain other officers in the 
Houses who are not members of Parliament 
but are appointed to help with the carrying 
on of business. There is a clerk with many 
assistants under him who has charge of the 
journals or records of what the House has 
done, the translations of documents, and a 
great many other matters. 

Another officer in the House of Commons 
is the sergeant-at-arms, who in some re- 
spects is the policeman of the House. If a 
member will not obey the speaker, or is dis 
orderly the sergeant-at-arms arrests him or 
has him removed. He also looks after the 
furniture of the House, and has charge of 
the pages, or little messenger boys who wait 
on the members carrying books and taking 
messages. It is very interesting to watch 
these little fellows running about on their 
various duties while a meeting of the House 
is going on. Another duty of the sergeant- 
at-arms is to walk in front of the speaker 
on the proper occasions, carrying the mace, 
the symbol of the House’s authority. 

Parliament must meet at least once a year. 
The Gov. Gen. sets the day for Parliament 
to assemble. When the day comes, he him- 
Self or some person representing him goes 
in great state to the Parliament buildings, 
accompanied by a bodyguard of soldiers. He 
takes his seat on a throne in the chamber 
where the Senate meets and then sends word 
to the members of the House of Commons to 
leave their own chamber and come to the 
Senate. 

When they arrive he reads a short address 
in English and French which mentions what 
business the Government is going to ask 
Parliament to do during the session. This is 
called “the speech from the throne.” It is 
not written by Gov. Gen. as one might sup- 
pose but by the leader of the Government. 
When this brief ceremony is over the Gov. 
Gen. goes away and the members of the 
House of Commons return to their own 
chamber. In due time the address is dis- 
cussed and a reply is prepared. 

While speaking in the House of Commons 
@ member always addresses his remarks to 
the speaker and not to the other members. 
He is not allowed to call any member by 
his name but must describe him as “the 
honorable member for Peterboro” or what- 
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ever the member's constituency ‘may be. This 
is done so that debates in the House may 
be as dignified as possible and that mem- 
bers may be less tempted to say evil things 
of one another. 

It is the duty of the Speaker to check 
the use of all improper terms in debate. For 
example, no member, no matter who he may 
be or how much he thinks himself in the 
right is allowed to call another member a 
“scoundrel.” In moments of excitement mem- 
bers sometimes so far forget themszlves as 
“scoundrel.” In moments of excitement mem- 
to use such violent language, but the Speak- 
er of the House always requires that an 
apology be made. 

A Debate: 

As in any public meeting a question is 
brought before the House in the form of a 
motion made by one member and seconded 
by another, except that two days before, 
notice must be given that such a motion will 
be made. In the debate on a motion a mem- 
ber is allowed to speak only once. The mover 
is, however, allowed to reply. 

But when a freer and fuller discussion is 
desired so that all points may be brought 
out the House goes into “committee.” This 
is always done in the case of bills, since it 
is advisable to have all details studied close- 
ly as a means of preventing mistakes. When 
the House goes into committee, the speaker 
leaves the chair, and the deputy speaker or 
a chairman presides in his place. The House 
may then be said to be in its “Working 
clothes.” 

A (Division: | . 

When the debate is over, and it is un- 
certain whether the majority of the House 
is for or against the motion a “division” is 


' demanded. All the absent members are cai- 


led in, for it is a bad habit of some of the 
members to nemain out of the House, a good 
deal of the time, and when summoned, ‘to 
rush in and vote without having heard very 
much of the debate. 

When all are seated, the Speaker asks 
those who are in favor of the motion to 
stand. The clerks then take down the name 
of each member who is standing. Next those 
who iare against the motion are requested 
to rise, and their names are taken down in 
the same way. When the names are al! 
counted, the speaker states that the motion 
has been lost or carried as the case may be. 
The Speaker himself never takes part in 
the voting, unless the votes for and against 
@ motion are exactly equal. In that case he 
gives his vote and decides the question. 

‘When. a bill has passed the House of Com- 
mons, it is sent om to the Senate, which 
considers it in the same way as the Com- 
mons have already done. If it passes the 
Senate, it then goes to the Gov. Gen. to 
be assented to in the name of the King. 
Sometimes however, the Senate makes 
chang@s in a bill, and if the two Houses 
cannot agree about these, the bill is drop- 
ped. 

Committees: y 
Besides the “Committee of the Whole 
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House,” which has already been mentioned, 

there are smaller committees, or groups of 

members, chosen to consider particular bills 

or other matters and to report their opinion 

about them to the House. Each committee 

has its chairman and it does its work in 
the same way as the committee of the whole 
House. If a bill does not pass the committee 
which has been chosen to study and dis- 
cuss it there is little chance that it will 
pass the existing session of Parliament. In 
such case you will probably read in the 
newspapers that it has been “killed in com- 
mittee.” : 

Supremacy of the Hotise jof Commons: 

The House of Commons holds the purse 
of the nation and that is the true reason 
why the Government must have its support 
or resign. Unless the House is willing no 
tax can be collected by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment and no money paid out for any 
purpose beyond a few matters expressly men- 
tioned in the constitution. 

A bill that provides for the paying of 
money or the levying of a tax must first be 
passed in the House of Commons. Then it 
is sent to the Senate which cannot make 
any change in it, they must either pass it 
or reject it completely. Further, even in the 
House of Commons no private member can 
propose such a bill, but only a member of 
the Government. For the Government knows 
or should know how much money it needs 
and can ask for the proper amount. 

It will be seen that the House of Com- 
mons is practically supreme. If it does not 
approve of what the Government is doing it 
can shut up ths purse of the nation. But 
nowadays the House has never to resort to 
such an extreme measure. All it has to do 
is to show by a vote that it no longer has 
“confidence” in the Government and the 
latter at onced resigns. 

Members of the House of Commons: 

(Members of the House of Commons are 
elected by the people of Canada. An elig- 
ible to the House of Commons must be a 
British subject. He must never have com- 

mitted a crime. 

' The number of members depend on the 
population of Quebec. Quebec according to 
the constitution always has 65 members. The 
other provinces for their ponulation, in ac- 
cordance with this constitution. 

A “bill” before it can pass the House must 
be read three times. At the second reading 
debate upon it takes place. 

The Premier usually belongs to the House 
of Commons. This is always a better ar- 
rangement than for him to be in the Sen- 
ate because he can take a direct part in 
what is being done in the House whose sup- 
port is so necessary to him. All Ministers 
in the Cabinet must belong to Parliament, 
most of them become members of the House 
of Commons. 

Even if a Minister was a member of the 
House of Commons before his appointment 
he is re-elected to the House as a Minister 
and member of the Cabinet. The reason is 

that they get a special salary if the people 

















of his constituency express their willingness 

by re-electing him. They usually are re- 
elected because it is considered as honor to 
a constituency to have as its representative 
a member of the Calbinet. 

The political party (Conservative or Lib- 
eral) which has the majority in the House 
of Commons and of which the Premier is 
the leader, is called the Government party, 
and the other which opposes the Govern- 
-ment is known as the “opposition.” The head 
of the latter party has no special name, and 
is called simply the “leader of the opposi- 
tion.” 

Besides the one ordinary session in the 
year, a Special session in the year is some- 
times held when there is need for it. The 
Session may be long or short according to 
circumstances. The ordinary length is about 
four or five months. 


Members of the House of Commons and 
the Senate are each paid a salary called an 
“indemnity; salary for a member of House 
of Commons is $4000, (unless recently chang- 
ed) for attendance during a session. If 
however, a member is absent from the House 
a certain number of days he loses part of 
his “indemnity.” Moreover if a session does 
not last longer than thirty days. he receives 
only a certain sum per day—$10 per day 
(unless recently changed.) 

At the close of the session Parliament is 
“prorogued.” This term means that Parlia- 
ment is dismissed for the time being, but 
is to be called to meet again at a certain 
date, when there will be a new session. At 
prorogation all bills that have not yet pass- 
ed the House are dropped and at the next 
Session they must be presented again as if 
they had never been before Parliament. 


On the occasion of prorogation the Gov. 
Gen. comes in state to the Parliament 
buildings, as at the opening, and gives the 
royal assent to the bills that have ‘been 
passed during the session. He also reads a 
short speech reviewing the business of the 
Session and thanking the members for the 
work they have done. 

Further Notes on (Closure: 


Closure—this is a means adopted in the 
British Parliament to prevent “abstruction.” 
A time table is drawn up beforehand, show- 
ing how long discussion will be allowed in 
committee of the whole, on each clause or 
division of a bill. When the time is up, all 
debate must cease, and the clause is straight- 
away voted on and adopted or rejected. Then 
at once discussion on the next clause be- 
gins and continues for the period allotted 
for the purpose. Thus it becomes manifestly 
impossible for members to “talk out” a bill.

In addition to the Cabinet Ministers there 
is a member of the Government who is not 
a member of the Cabinet. He is the Solic- 
itor General whose duty it is to give legal 
advice to the Government and to act as 
counsel when the Dominion has a case in 
court. 

One of the great events of the annual 
session of Parliament, is the speech of the 
Minister of Finance in which he presents 
the “budget.” This means the statement of 
the probable expenses of Government for 
the following year and of the amount and 
kind of taxation that will be necessary to 
meet these expenses. 

A Mock ‘Parliament may be made very 
interesting by the presentation of a rather 
humorous bill—just to create a little amuse- 
ment. 

Please bear in mind that your Mock Par- 
liament need not necessarily be a Citizen- 
ship project but may take the form of a 
Fellowship, Missionary, Recreational, etc. 
Parliament, the bills presented pertaining to 
whatever section you wish to emphasize.

During meditations, phrases of the Bible 
are clarified and though at one time you 
could see no meaning for you but thought 
ot them as out-dated, you now realize that 
ali in the Bible is closely related to your 
life. As more people realize this, your wor- 
ship period truly becomes a bond of fellow- 
ship with each other and with God. You 
believe that God is ever ready to help all 
who have faith in Him and He strengthens 
you individually and as a group to do what 
is right. 

It is through a worship service perhaps 
on the thought of “Service”, that some have 
found a strong purpose for their lives, de- 
cided to make their life count for something. 
To do this they have realized that they be- 
come a partner with God to help people of 
all classes. Like the thought expressed in the 
familiar hymn “Have Thine own way, Lord 
Thou att the potter, I am the clay.”

Canadians have a special interest in Maltg 
because of our Canadian hero Flying Officer 
George F. Beurling. This book tells the whale 
story of the island in the present war. It 
is a magnificent story of courage and re- 
sourcefulness under what appeared hopeless 
When they successfully de- 
fended Malta against the Axis, the British 
and the inhabitants of the Island did what 
seemed the unbelievable. The importance 
of this defence to the Allied cause and tc 
the world cannot be estimated. 

The story is told by one of Britain’s most 
famous writers, Tan Hay (Major-General 
John Hay Beith, C/B/E., M.C.) is a Scot, a 
former master in a public school whose bril- 
liant novels were selling successfully before 
the last World War. In 1916, his war epic, 
The First Hundred Thousand was published 
and immediately became world famous. 
During the present war, he was for two and 
a half years Director of Public Relations in 
the War Office, London. During the winter 
of 1941-42 he visited America for the seven- 
teenth time. Because of his excellent qual- 
ifications, training, experience, literary abil- 
ity, and ability to obtain infotmmation—he 
was chosen to write Malta’s story with its 
universal interest. 

Do not miss this book. Read how Genera! 
Dobbie, Governor and Commander-in-Chief 
(the author calls him “a Christian Warrior”) 
crganized his defence scheme. He ha‘ 
three aerodromes but practically no aircraft 
except three obsolete “Gladiators” known 25 
Faith, Hope, and Charity. He used the 
caves, catacombs and tunnels in the Malta 
limestone for protection from bombing for 
the 280,000 inhabitants, the densest in all 
Europe. There were eight air raids in one 
day, immediately after Mussolini had de- 
clared war; and gallant work by the A.A. 
gunners, and Faith, Hope and Charity. 
British bombers and Hurricane fighters ar- 
rived, and later the British Mediterranean 
fileet. During 1942, after Rommel’s success€s 
in Africa, no convoys got through for sever- 
sl] months and Malta was almost starving 
and almost out of precious gasoline for the 
fighting planes. 
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There is a chapter on the daily life of 
the Islanders under perpetual seige. Inter-.- 
est during this period centres mainly upon 
the desperate attempts of convoys of supply 
ships and tankers to get through. ere a7e 
some stirring tales to tell. The story of the 
tanker Ohio is gn epic in iteslf. This book 
tells one of the worlds most inspiring stor- 
jes.

Young Adults 
Department 


Why a Young Adults Group??—The 
Church needs active, enthusiastic, capable 
young men and women in order to retain its 
own. vitality. Ih the gradual change from 
youth to adulthood, Young Adults need the 
help and guidance of the Church. Primir- 
ily “The Church is made to serve people - 
not people to serve the Church”. This may 
be the reason for the inactivity of many 


_ Young Adults for, unless religion helps to 


make the more abundant life, today’s real- 
istic generation steers clear of it. There can 
be no peace or harmony in a world whose 
homes drive Christ from their hearth. Young 
Adults need to learn how to live with, and 
for Christ, how to live together in peace and 
love, and how to make Christian homes. 

There are three types of groups. that 
Young Adults unite with: 

i General Young Adults (ages 25-35 or 49) 

In«some churches all the Young Adults, 
men and women, married or single, form a 
general group for a united fellowship—with 
the result that programme and organization 
will have to meet the needs common to the 
whole group. However, emphasis will have 
to be given occasionally to specific needs of 
the different classes in the group. 

2. Single Young Adults— 

Where there are enough single Young Ad- 
ults between 25-40 in the Church, the de- 
sire may be for a fellowship composed of 
these alone. In this case, the needs of such 
a group can be better met than in the prev- 
ious group. 

3. Young Married Couples (under 40 yrs.) 

It seems natural that in many congrega- 
tions, both large and small, city and country, 
the young Married Couples are inclined to 
the idea to form a_ distinctive fellowship 
group. Evidently having so much in com- 
mon, facing the same tasks and having the 
same responsibilities, seem to bind the mem- 
bers into q closer fellowship. 

It can be seen therefore, that it would he 
hard to outline programmes for use in all 
the above groups. Although the ideas for 
programme planning and procedure may he 
fairly general, the method of carrying out 

these plans would have to be left to the 


individual groups. Every group shall be at 
liberty to build the form of organization best 
suited to its needs, to select programmes to 
fit both interests and needs——but always re- 
membering that the constant purpose of 
every group is to creafe a desirt for higher 
and finer interests through the standard: 
and fellowship of the group itself.

A Spring Field Trip 


By EDNA G. ROSS 





As the Spring advances, meadows are 
green and lush, trees are leafing, water is 
trickling and birds are calling. With the 
changing season, after the compartive in- 
activity of the winter, young folk have a 
desire to go places and to do things. The 
lure of the out-or-doors is upon us. Few 
activities so well satisfy this longing as a 
hike or field trip culminating with a meal 
cooked in the open. 

A leader with a small committee should 
tbe chosen to make plans and take charge 
of arrangements. With them rests the 
setting of the route, the time of starting, 
‘tthe menu, the destination and the choosing 
of a special nature leader if one can be 
procured. ‘The ideal number is about ten 
people. More than twice that number can 
be handled but the difficulty of keeping 
the party together is always a problem. A 
good leader will treat the questions pre- 
sented as puzzles to be worked out together. 
Be sure that the adventure does not prove 
an endurance test so keep the distance 
under five miles. 

Wear loose, comfortable clothing. Stout 
shoes and woollen socks will insure that no 
one will come home limping. Shorts and 
short sleeves have ho place in a hike ward- 
robe if one wishes to be free of sunburn, 
bites, briar scratches and poison ivy. Cam- 
eras, hand lenses, bird glasses and vascu- 
lums are extras. Fresh water and a small 
first aid kit should be a part of every 
hiking equipment. 

To insure that essentials are noy for- 
gotten, ome person should be responsible 
for the packing of such articles as the fry- 
ing-pan, the tea pail, knife, can-opener and 
matches. Dishes should be of the paper plate 
and cup variety. Food may be distributed 
among the members and carried comfort- 
ably in knapsacks. 

Have a definite meeting point and do 
not wait more than five minutes for late- 
comers. The two rules of the road are: 


respect for property and conservation. The 













leader may here make his announcements 
regarding the following matters: . 

1. Definite resting places are mapped 
out (on a previously drawn sketch) where 
the “advance party” may wait for the 
“rear guard.” This will be especially nec- 
essary if the party is a large one. — 

2. Make your hike purposeful by setting 
geal and objectives to be watched for along 
the way. Such problems as the following 
call for alertness and inculcate interest in 
the trip, eg. “After you pass the white pine 
by the rail fence look for a change in the 
nature of the wood-lot. Mark the first 
maple.” “Secure @ sample of beech leaves.” 
“Took on the slope beyond the creek for 
the stage of growth in hepatica plants.” 
“Find where the sentsitive fern grows.” 
(Show a*:frond). “Locate and name five 
singing birds along the way.” 

3. Announce the destination and approx- 
imate time of meeting for lunch, after 
which the leader will sum up interesting 
observations of ¢he members. 

A place near a stream and if possible 
on a flat rock, is the most suitable place 
for the fire. If the fire is a small one boil 
the water for the tea first. When eggs, 
bacon and morels (if you have found any) 
are fried, the water can be quickly brought 
to a boil again and the tea brewed. ‘When 
the meal is finished burn all rubbish and 
put the fire SAFELY out. 

And the after effects! No one will re- 
member the sand in the butter or the bark 
in the tea but everyone will carry home 
treasures and memories. A feather found 
by the way, a birch-bark cup or a well- 
autographed bracket fungus will find a 
place on some desk. A blossom or a fern 
frond will be carefully pressed by another. 
Another will remember the feel of the mossy 
log from which the dalibarda stars peeped 
out. The strawberry odour of balsam fir 
or the song of the ventriloquist thrush will 
be treasured to enjoy again. 





Forward Movement 


The basis of the Movement is small 
Fellowship Groups of committed and train- 
ed Christians, who act as revitalizing centres 
in the Church and community. They may 
be in a local Young People’s Union, or in a 
Presbytery Executive. They may consist of

school friends, or a group who share life in 
military service. Whatever the location of 
the group, its function is the same—it is

What Is a Forward. Movement Week-end? 

(During a F.M. week-end a team of two 
or three young people, working with local 
‘leaders meet with a group of local young 
people (possibly the YP. executive) for at 
least three consecutive meetings, to face up 
to the Christian need in their Union or 
community, and to think through the mean- 
ing of the Christian faith in their individual 
lives. This is done through a program of 
discussion. Bible Study, personal sharing 
and informal worship,‘ interspersed with 
games, songs and, if possible a recreational 
event. 

Where a number of the young people 
feel the need for it, a fellowship group, 
committed to a program of Prayer, Study 
and action is left as a living organism of 
Christian growth which has and can again 
put new fire into the hearts of the indiv- 
iduals themselves and through them into 
the Union, the Church and the community. 

Following a week-end with a Toronto 
team a dozen young people in one Union 
have a thriving study and prayer group 
each Sunday night. One of the members 
writes to try to express what this exper- 
ience meant to her: “I do want to say how 
much I benefitted from the week-end. No 
matter what our spiritual standards may 
be, they are always improved from assoc- 

tion with others dedicated to His work. 
I am sure the fruit of this week-end will 
be maturing for many years.”

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Recreation [Our Sing Song] 








Singing is o very importont port of our 
Christian felliwship. Let us strive to become 
better song-leaders, to provide excellent 
song-sheets, to be sure thot when we lead 
in singing it is a time of great joy for all. 
I think it is time that we provided some 
loose-leaf system in which the songs we use 
can be kept, and through which we could 
all leorn the new songs. 

Here ore twenty points for song-leoders 
which might prove helpful. 


1. Announce your song clearly and defi- 
nitely. 

2. Be sure that the pitch or tone on 
which the song is to be storted is heard. 


3. Get. your singers all “set”, for the start 
of the song. Leave no doubt in the minds 
of the audience that now is the time you 
are going to start to sing. 

4. Give a sharp decisive movement which 
will bring everybody in on the first tone 


5. A clean-cut release or ending of a song 
is no less important than a good attack. 


6. Do not neglect any part of the audi- 
ence during the singing of a song. 


7. Think of your audience as individuals 
and not as a collective mass; treat ther as 
individuals. 

8. Always maintain variety in the choice 
of songs. 


9. Where the crowd is restless, or tired, 
use a fun song or a round. 


10. Start with a song the crowd knows 
and likes to sing. 


ll. For the final song, choose one that 
will make an egective and appropriate end- 
ing. In Y.P.U. work we find it best to end 
with a spiritual or a hymn. 

12. In acknowledging requests, don’t hesi- 
tate to “hear” the one that you think will 
go best at that point. 

13. If the singing occupies only part of 
the programme, consider proportions: don’t 
use more than your share of the time. 

14. In singing at a banquet, see that the 
songs come between courses. 

15. Always arrange to have the 
leader properly introduced. 

16. At a banquet the song leader should 
have this place at the table along with the 
other guests,’ preferably at the speaker's 
table. 

17. Have the piano so placed that the 
accompanist can see the leader. 

18. In selecting the accompanist for com- 
munity singing, preferably get one who can 
play most of the songs from memory,

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As mentioned in the last issue, 
planned programme should contain 
four important elements—Fellowship, Wor- 
ship, Social Action, and Study. 

Fellowship—One of the main essentials in 
any group, Young Adult or otherwise, is 
fellowship, whether the meetings are on 
Sundays or week days—for unless we come 
out of our shells and share Our personal 
interests and develop a fellowship with 
others we cannot hope to attain tnat highe1 
fellowship. 

Worship—For true Christian living wor- 
ship is one of the foundations. God made 
us religious beings and it is our duty to 
feed and develop that impulse along Chris- 
tian lines. Worship is essential to a weil 
balanced programme for it creates and main- 
tains spiritual fellowship from which insp:ra- 
tion comes. We should therefore try to 
make the worship service reverent and sin- 
cere, one in which we realize an atmos- 
phere of true worship. 

Social Action—One cannot come 
worshipful fellowship with God without 
realizing a sense of mission. We are in this 
world for a purpose—worship and prayer 
should clear our vision, reveal God's wil, 
and ‘bring the desire for Christian social ac- 
tion. It doesn’t take much look around to 
realize that much needs to be done, much 
to be changed, if the Kingdom of God is to 
flourish.. In thinking about what might be 
done, we need to remember that our pur- 
pose is to get more and more people who are 
outside the church, inside, and interested in 
spiritual things. It is not until we ourselve: 
realize and get others to realize, the purpose 


of the Kingdom of God and the teachings 


of Jesus Christ before material things can 
be accomplished. Much thought should be 
given as to how the local church can be 
made more effective in carrying out God’s 
purpose in the community.

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Message For The 
New Year 


(By Rev. W. W. Patterson, Queensborough 

To Bay of Quinte young people, and to 
Broadcast readers, greetings. At this the 
beginning of the New Year may I extend 
to you sincerest wishes that it may be 
lessed of God to you all. 

But even as I write my greetings I am 
aware that this year may bring to most of 
us, if not to all, a great deal of change, con- 
fusion and even chaos. It is unlikely that, 
speaking from the viewpoint of earth, we 
will know much of security this year. Shat- 
tering of old patterns as the past five years 
have been, it is likely that the coming year 
may prove the most shattering of all. Now 
may we see even those fixed patterns of life 
in war-time broken down. That being so, 
what blessedness can the New Year hold for 
each and all? 

My wish for you is that, in the midst of 
change and chaos, you may find the one 
unchanging, that He may be to you the sha- 
dow of a great rock in a weary land. It 
may even be that these days of insecurity 
were sent upon us to drive us to His breast. 
It were not by chance that the faith we 
hold comes to us from a land and people 
that lived ever in the shadow of the desert 
and its attendant starvation, where their 
security was further menaced by roving 
bands of desert marauders, and the armies 
of two great nations marching to attack the 
other and making of Palestine an ancient 
no-man’s-land. Or let us see again the an- 
cient miracle of faith in modern times, born 
in the rubger rafts adrift in the great Pacific 
Or among men clinging to the muddy walls 
of a fox-hole all about were snakes, and 
under the fury of the enemy’s artillery. 
When every scrap of the security the world 
offers is gone m en have found their way to 
God. Or let us contemplate the fact that 
men who have walked the pathways of this 
life most surely, have lived most serenely, 
and made the greatest contributions to the 
life of man, have been those who lived lives 
harried iby poverty, by disease, by per- 
secution, by imprisonment, or by constant 
threat of death.

If he is quick enough in leaping to 
the next as each in turn goes down under 
his weight, then he passes safely over. If 
he is not quick enough he goes under. But 
if we reach above us and lay hold upon the. 
hand of God, He bears us up, and we pass 
safely over. Let us claim for ourselves the 
promises of God. Let us put our trust in 
the rock that moveth not. Let us remember 
the words of Jesus when He said: ‘“Whoso- 
ever heareth these sayings of mine and 
doeth them, I will liken him unto a wise 
man, which built his house upon a rock; and 
the rain descended, and the floods came, and 
the winds blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not, for it was founded upon a 
rock.” 

One word more. We are hearing a lot 
these days about systems of security. Roose- 
velt in expounding his four freedoms was 
pledging himself and his government to 
build such a system. World statesmen are 
working on plans for such today. We look 
for a new day when men will be secure in 
their homes, in their work, and in assur- 
ance of income, not threatened by unemploy- 
ment, sickness or old age. But such social 
security, to be secure itself, must rest on 
the foundation of all ultimate security, God. 
Otherwise our building would be as a road 
across a bottomless swamp, and to which 
continually there must be added fill to the 
top to make up for that which sinks into the 
mire at the bottom. When the organized 
life of Society rests on the life of its Chris- 
ian members, on the great body of Chris- 
tian conviction, then, and only then, can we 
expect it to remain. 

We look to 1945. We know not what it 
brings. But will you not give yourself to 
God, study to know Him, to love Him, and 
to trust Him. Then, knowing, loving, trust- 
ing, your faith may enable you to meet life, 
and may lead yet another to anchor his or 
her life in the one Unchanging amidst the 
change of time.

- When we are asked questions about our 
religious beliefs and ideals do we some- 
times find ourselves at a loss for words? 
Too often this is true—possibly gecause we 
are not sure..about our own beliefs. We 
have our own interpretations but find it dif- 
ficult to express ourselves to others. Thus, 
in order to be able to witness for Christ 
as we should, we need to have a better un- 
derstanding of our religion and thus be able 
to give help to others who are seeking to 
understand. A real source of help in this 
regard is the new edition of the “Catechism 
of the United Church of Canada.” This is 
worth studying in every union and each 
member would greatly benefit by the pur- 
chase of one.

We are to love and serve God by keeping 
the two great commandments, namely, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy strength and with all thy mind; and 
thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

4. How are we to love God with, all our 
heart, soul, mind and strength?—We are to 
love God by the consecration of our lives 
wholly to Him in gratitude, humility and 
reverence, and by waiting upon Him in the 
reading of the Bible, in prayer, and in com- 
mon worship. 

5. What is prayer? — Prayer is laying 
our lives open before God in gratitude and 
expectancy, casting ourselves on His mercy 
and love, tell.Him all the desires of our 
hearts, listening for His voice, and accept- 
ing His way for our lives. 

6. What benefits flow from prayer?—If 
we pray to God in sincerity, He will for- 
tify us against temptation, He will guide us 
in the right way, and He will make us aware 
‘| of His living presence with us.

In an interview with Dr. Kenneth Beaton 
we discovered some startling facts about the 
needs of our church in many areas of life 
which must be filled if the work is to con- 
tinue. 

In China, for instance, the mission work 
of the church has been brought to a stand- 
still in all but West China. However, be- 
cause of the fact that Christian missionaries 
have stuck to their posts long after others 
have fled, the way. is going to be open in 
China on a scale never before possible. 
Evangelists, teachers, doctors, nurses, agri- 
culturalists and Christian workers in many 
lines will be welcomed with open arms. 
Here is the chance for Christians to make 
‘an impact on the country which will very 
likely shape the destiny of the eastern world 
in years to come. We must rise to the op- 
portunity now or the door may be closed. 

In India, the mass movement of 18,000 
people a month baptized to the Christian 
faith has had to be deliberately slowed down 
because there are not enough teachers to 
teach them how to read. In Africa whole 
villages are crying out for. Christian work- 
ers and there is no one to go and not enough 
money to send them. 

In Canada, the situation is no less start- 
ling. A recent “Observer” quoted an Army 
Chaplain as stating that at the present rate 
of decline in the number of students going 
into the Christian ministry half the United 
Churches in Canada would be closed in fifty 
years. Some of you who read this Bulletin 
will have to start preparing yourselves NOW 
for this work if the opportunities are not to 
be lost. What responsibility have you got 
towards this larger work of the Christian 


Church?

REPORT OF CONVENTION - 1945 
FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY 





The seventeenth annual Convention of 


| Bay of Quinte Conference Y.P.U. was held 


in Queen Street United Church, Lindsay, on 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, September 
28, 29 and 30th. The Theme was “Crusad- 
ing for Christ and His Kingdom” and the 


' Theme Hymn was “Make Me a Captive, 


Lord.” Rev. Bruce Millar of Toronto, was 
the theme speaker and his challenging ad- 
dresses were one of the highlights of the 
Convention. 

The Convention opened with registra- 
tion at 4330 pm. Friday. There were 150 re- 
gistered. Registration was in charge of Mrs. 
Lloyd Found, who every efficiently handled 
the matter including billets. Mr. Bill Weir 
of Omemee was business manager. Supper 
was at six o’clock in Queen Street Church 
basement, with Don Williams presiding. 
During the supper hour Mr. Elwin Brown 
of Port Hope, the sixteenth president of 
our Conference, was introduced and spoke 
briefly. A very enjoyable sing-song was 
led by Bill Weir of Omemee, with Rev. 
Floyd Honey of Baltimore, at the piano. 

The evening session commenced at 8.00 
pm. with “Welcome to Lindsay” by Alder- 
man Ferguson, in the absence of Mayor 
lamb, and welcome to the Church by Rev. 
H. C. Wolfraim, to which Don Williams very 
suitably replied. Peterborough Presbytery 
then presented a very fine Worship Service. 
Rey. D. ©. Amos of Belleville, was then 
called upon to give an illustrated lecture 
on the Alaska Highway. This was intensely 
interesting and instructive as Mr. Amos was 
chaplain on the Highway during the early 
days of its construction. 

Saturday morning at 9.00 the session op- 
ened with a Worship Service by Cobourg 
Presbytery. Fellowship groups followed un- 
der the leadership of Floyd Howlett, assist- 
‘ed iby several of the young people. This 
‘period was spent in Bible Study and dis- 


cussion. Rev. Bruce Millar was then intro- 
duced and presented his first Theme Ad- 
dress. Among other things he pointed out 
that the Crusade for Christ and His King- 
dom is a forward Movement from within 
the Church, and that the first focal point 
of the Crusade came to the ministers of 
the Church. We were urged to move for- 
ward enthusiastically and with zeal to win 
to Christ’s Church those not yet reached 
by the Gospel message. We must be ready 
to assist in building our world upon foun- 
dations that are spiritual 

The following Commission Groups then 
met for discussion: ‘“Youth’s Enlistment in 
the Crusade’, led by Rev. F. R. Vander- 
burgh, M.A., BD., “Just What the Church 
is Doing”, led by Rev. J. C. Thompson, 
“Peace—Youth in the Post-War World’, led 
by Rev. Jas. Semple, B.A., S.T.B., Th.D., and 
“The Alcohol Problem” led by Rev. Albert 
Johnson. (Reports of these groups appear 
elsewhere). 

Dinner was again held in the Queen 
Street Church basement. During the meal 
hour Loretta McDougal conducted an enijoy- 
able sing-song. On behalf of the executive 
a presentation of a lovely picture was made 
to the bride and groom of last June, Elsie 
and Hugh Miller. Ray Gunsolus presented 
a report of the Broadcast for the year. 

The Saturday Aifiternoon Session open- 
ed with Worship Service by Belleville Pres- 
bytery. Following another period of Com- 
mission Groups the election of officers took 
place. (A complete list of officers appears 
elsewhere). After the singing of “Guide 
Me O Thou Great Jehovah” and “Spirit of 
the Living God, Fall Afresh on Me”, Rev. 
Bruce Millar gave the second of his theme 
addresses, ‘Following in the Crusade”. 

In part, he said, “Our Christian Faith 
hasn’t been too difficult for us as we have 
not been sincere enough about it. It isn’t 


hard to be religious when we are afraid. 
This is a time of peril and dangers, and 
we must face the writing on the wall and 
do something about it. The power for 
which we are striving is not a power to 
dictate, but a power to serve. The power 
that dictates is of man, but the power to 
serve is of God. We say we believe in Him 
who is the Way, the Truth and the Light, 
but we don’t follow Him. We must practice 
prayer and we must realize that this is not 
my world to do what I like, but God’s. The 
Crusade says to us, we are going to have 
our losses and defeats, but no matter what 
happens there will be no turning back. Let 
there be no turning back as far as our Tre- 
lationship to Jesus Christ is concerned. 
Keep the dial of your life tuned on Him. 
No man having put his hand to the plow 
and looking back is fit for the Kingdom of 
Heaven. Follow me, said Jesus. Yea, Lord, 
we follow.” 

Saturday evening a Fellowship Banquet 
was held in Cambridge Street United 
Church. After Morley Clarke led a delight- 
ful sing-song, greetings were brought by. 
Shirley Lankin of the Church of England, 
Fern Packenham of the Presbyterian 
Church, Aileen Read of the Baptist Church, 
Jean Lamb of the Salvation Army, Rev. 
Cross, Chaplain of the Anglican Church, 
Rev. H. B. Neal, President of our Senior 
Conference, Alice Hope of the ‘Toronto 
Conference, and Vera Wassnidge of London 
Conference and National Y.P.U. Telegrams 
and letters were received from many fore 
mer presidents of the Conference Y-P.U. 
Stephen G. Saywell of Oshawa, was then 
called upon to give a history of young 
people’s work in this Conference since its 
beginning, February 27, 1895, down to the 
present time, dealing with programme, con- 
ventions, summer schools, camps and the 
Broadcast. We are indeed grateful to 
Stephen for this most interesting account 
and masterful presentation of the story of 
young people’s work in this district during 
the past fifty years.

Z In preparation, secure from the ‘Liter- 
ature Department, Woman's Missionary 
Society, Wesley Building, 299 Queen St. W., 
Toronto, the tract called “When The Dea- 
con Talked In Church”. Also study care- 
fully the scripture content of Mark 12:41- 
44. In connection with this, it is interesting 
to know the customs of giving in Jesus’ 
day. Beggars were commoly seen on the 
city streets. Many people gave them gifts 
as they passed: Some of them blew & 
trumpet to make sure that other people no- 
ticed that they were giving to charity. Near 
the temple were collection boxes labelled 
“For Buying Wood”, “For Temple Fires”, 
“For Incense”, “For The Poor”. Men and 
women were continuously coming to put a 
gift of money into one of the boxes. Many 
of the rich people who came, made a great 
show of dropping their gold coins; some 
gave their offering rather quietly and slip- 
ped away. 

Do not announce your topic for the 
meeting to the entire group.

‘Another Young People’s Summer School 
has passed into history and has cemented 
itself into the fine tradition of Oak Lake, 
so much beloved by the young people of the 
Bay of Quinte Conference. The school met 
from July 21st to July 28th and was packed 
with a full, varied; inspiring ‘and cfeative 
programme. from the stand-point of at- 
tendance, it was the second largest Summer 
School in the history of Oak Lake. One 
-hundred ‘and three campers, exclusive of the 
staff were recorded. Every nook and cor- 
ner of the accommodation was occupied. 
We lacked elbow room in ‘the dining hall, 
but it ‘was a rendez-vous of good fellowship, 
and good eats—thanks ‘to (Mrs. Currie. 

‘The loyalty of the campers to the 
whole ‘programme deserves the highest 
praise. ‘Beginning the day ‘with the morn- 
ing watch, it was good ‘to see'the young 


people, Bible in ‘thand, ambling off to some 


nearby tree for their quiet moment. - The 
morning worship in the open air chapel was 


conducted each morning by one of the staff.

‘We were 
handed ‘bulrushes for torches, and. formed 
a cross on ‘the slope of the hill facing the 
lake. From the director’s lighted torch the 
light ‘was spread until the ‘whole Cross, 
formed iby one hundred and twenty people, 
was illumined. In’ this living illuminated 
sym/bol—the ‘cross, the light of the world, we 
sang ‘“‘When I Survey the ‘Wondrous’ Cross”. 


The closing act was the oat pulling 
out from the shore, the quartette singing 
“Jesus Saviour Pilot Me”. 
faded in the distance the campers quietly 
wended their way back to the camp. 


Saturday noon ere we parted for our 
respective homes, we gathered in the out- 
door chapel where in a brief service the 
instructors awarded the Leadership Train- 
ing certificates to those who had ‘fulfilled 
the necessary requirements.

School 1935-45

I have been asked to write concerning 
the progress of the Oak Lake Summei 
School for the past eleven summers, or ir 
other words, since the. Summer Schoo} gave 
birth to the Executive School, a lusty in- 
fant able to stand on its own feet from the 
very first—and one that has grown prodig- 
iously in the Succeeding years. 

The history of a Summer School is to 
an important degree the story of its staff. 
Here the changes since 1935, as we should 
expect, have ‘been numerous indeed. In 
fact, just two people have stayed with the 
Camp from then until now, namely Rev. C. 
D. McLellan, and Miss Netta Brownlee. 
more recently 
she ‘secame a member of the staff, in the 
capacity of Dean of Women, and in charge 
of Vesper Services. At that time, Rev. W. 
J. _H. Smyth was Director (then called Pre- 
sident). The Business Manager was Rev. 
R. M..Patterson; the Secretary was Miss 
Susie VanCamp (now Mrs. S. G. Saywell 
of the Executive School). Other leaders 
were: Revs. J. G. McKee, R. H. Rickard, 
H. A. Mellow, D. M. Stinson, J. F. Lane, F, 
Banister, E. Joblin, Miss Nellie Lewis, Mrs. 
D. M Smith, and Mrs. R. T. Richards. 

Rev. W. J. H: Smyth continued as Dir- 
ector until and including the School of 1938. 
He was followed by Rev. C. H. Ferguson, 
1939-1940; Rev. C. D. McLellan, 1941-1943; 
Rev. F. R. Vanderburgh, 1944—. Business 
Managers have included Revs. R. M. Pat- 
terson, H. A. Mellow and M. C. Fisher. 


During these years, Missionary address- 
es of a high standard were presented by 
such important personages as Rev. H. J. 
- Veals,-and Rev. Fred Reid of China; Rev. 
M. Ferguson, and S. T. Tucker of Africa; 
Miss (Ruth McLeod of Formosa; Rev. H. 
Norman of Japan, Mr. Surgit Singh of In- 
dia, and Miss Elinor Harwood of the Unit- 
ed Church Training School, and others. 

The Summer Schoo]. has been known 
through the years for its high quality of 
leadership in Biblical and Method Courses, 
and for the high percentage of credits 
awarded. (We might mention here that Dr. 
R. T. Richards was Dean of Studies for a 
number of years; -more recently Rev. S. 
Littlewood has served the office with dis- 
tinction. 

The attendamce in pre-war years Tanged 
from 67 to 96. In 1941 it dipped to an all- 
time low of 46; since then it steadily soar- 
ed to fnally reach a total of 117. in 1945, 
the -highest attendance since. the School 
was ‘held at (Bobcaygeon. Guenitcant also

All great successes are the result of per- 
Severance. D. L. Moody placed stick-to-it- 
iveness among the qualifications for ser- 
vice, and added: When men ask me “Moody 
what is the secret of your Success,” I reply, 
“go to work, and stay at work, and you'll 
find out.” Half of the secret is going to work, 
the forming of the initial purpose. But pur- 
pose, however fine, though it be the con- 
ception of a genius, is absolutely nothing 

unless perseverance takes it up and carries 
it on. 


Success in any calling never rests on 
chance, strenuous qualities are always back 
of it. Failure in perseverance makes the tra- 
gic failures of life. John Donaghue was 
a talanted sculpture studying in Rome, he 
made a great statue for the World’s Fair 
in Chicago, it was a colossal winged figure, 
forty feet high seated, with wings outspread; 
it represented the “Spirit of Creation.” 

But the statue was not finished when the 
American {battleship reached Rome to col- 
lect the art works for the exposition, and 
later Donaghue shipped it by a Commercial 
line, but he could not pay the freight from 
New York to Chicago, besides, the great 
statue was too large to be carried through 
the tunnels. This failure broke Donaghue’s 
spirit and from that day, he was a wreck of 
@ man, whose life ended in disaster. He had 
not learned the fundamental lesson of Per- 
severance. Such lives would have been trans- 
formed: if they had discovered the joy and 


zest of fresh beginning. “No soul was ever 
lost,” «wrote Faber, because its beginnings 
broke down; fut thousands of souls have 
been lost “because they would not make 
fresh beginnings.” 

Every day is a fresh heginning. Bvery 
morn is the world made new; YOu who are 


weary of sorrow and sinning, here is a beau- 
tiful hope for you. A hope for me and a hope 
for you. 

Alpproach each new day with keen expec- 
tation, no matter how many discouragments 


have crowded the day before, it is that “little 
longer’. that will win the victory. 

Tired? well, what of that? 

‘Didst fancy life was spent on beds of

social diseases Tuesday evening. He was 


addressing the monthly dinner meeting of 


the Junior Chamber of Commerce at the 
Salle Hotel. 
he ‘ describing beverage rooms where men 
and women drink together as “social can-— 
cers” the doctor said: “In my years of exiIper- 
ience treating these diseases (ivenerel), I 
have found these bar rooms and their ‘con- 
sequent drunkenness, one of the langest sin- 
gle factors in their contraction and spread.” 

He told his audience they had no idea of 
the number of cases contacted in women’s 
beverage rooms, particularly in the larger . 
centres of population. 

In his opinion, he said, drinking should be 
done at heme, if at all, not “under the ta- 
ble” but “on top of table .” 

“J don’t think we shall ever bring about 
conditions acceptable to decent society when 
we have mixed drinking such as goes on in 
modern bar reoms,” he added.

AN ALL DAY HIKE 
by Beulah Maitland 


As a first rate summer activity for our — 
young people I would recommend an all day 
hike. Our Youth Council group is planning 
to have one on Dominion Day, so T've hun- 
ted up some ideas. Perhaps someone else 
will profit from these suggestions. 

If at all possible the leader of this hike 
should be one versed in nature lore, able to 
recognize and (point out at least the most 
common (birds, plants and trees. 

Enough food should be carried to provide 
for two meals. 

A series of objectives for the all day hike 
must be selected. If there is a vacant field 
about two miles from the starting point, the © 
crowd can play ball and other lively games. 
After three-quarters of an hour's exercise 
and a quarter of an hour's rest, the trip can 
be continued. About four miles will prob- 
ably be enough before dinner. 

A simple form of nature study can be car- 
sied on while the party is actually hiking 
or during the rest periods. This might be 
in the form of a competition to see who can 
discover and take specimens of the largest 
number of different plants. Keep the crowd 
busy and interested all the time. 

After the dinner, which should be a meal 
requiring no cooking,, stars a Hare and 
Hound chase to some point that is about 
half way home but by a different route than 
that just followed. Divide the crowd into 
two equal groups, one of which precedes the 
other 20 to 25 minutes and leaves a trail of 
confétti or small bits of paper to be follow- 
ed and picked up by the second group. 
When all have reached the chosen place, 
play quieter games for a while and discuss 
the day's nature finds. ‘About five o'clock 
send the boys out to gather pwood for a camp- _ 
fire, while the girls prepare a hearty supper.

ORIGIN— 

Mhe origin of the National organization 
was @ gradual development off regional com- 
mittees to serve larger and larger areas, 
which in time resulted in the formation of 
a National Executive. It grew from the 
necessity of each situation. Before the 
actual formation of an Executive took place 
there were many regional conferences, 
camps and activities. In each of the three 
churches which came together to form the 
United Church, there was a vigorous Young 
People’s movement, functioning principally 
through local unions. It is of interest to 
note that the Young People’s Crest recog- 
nizes this debt to the past three churches 
by including a “Burning Bush” as the em- 
blem cf Presbyterianism, a Circle as the 
emblem af Congregationalism, and 4 Mal- 
tese Cross as the emblem of Methodism. 


Alfter Church Union in 1925, a National 
Chairman and Secretary co-ordinated the 
activities of the Unions. 


‘As these increased in number and com- 
plexity permanent regional committees ‘be- 
came necessary. The majority of the il4 
Presbyteries (roughly corresponding to coun- 
ties) of the church developed an executive. 
Tnese in turn were cnganized into larger 
units—the Conference Exeoutives. Hach of 
the four Western provinces is a separate 
Coniierence. There are five central Confer- 
erences: London, Hamilton, Toronto; Bay of 
Quinte, and Mbontreal-Ottawa. The Mari- 
time Provinces form a Conference, as does 
Newfoundland making eleven in all. 


Ten years after Church Union, in 1935, 
the first full National Exeoutive was elected. 
This election was conducted by popular wote 
at a mational gathering of young people at 
Whitby, Ontario. Each subsequent Presi- 
demt has been so elected, and there have 
been. three. The first two, Morgan Crock- 
ford amd Jack ‘Wallace, were from the cen- 
tral area. The present President, Roy Mark, 
is from Winnipeg. The Associate President, 
Harold Minshall, lives in Ottawa, and the 
Secretary and Treasurer, Mr and Mrs. Van- 
derputien, in Medicine Hat. From the be- 
ginning there has been a desire to have all 
areas share in responsibility and planning. 
The Organization at Work 


The National Executive is responsible to 
the United Church through the Board of 
Christian Excuxation. The decisions reach- 
et iby the Executive go to the General Coun- 
cil (the highest court of the Church, meet- 
neg biennially) for ratification. At the same 


time it is true that the Yeung People’s 
Union enjoys a greater measure of freedcm 
in deciding its own policies and programme 
than any comparable organization on the 
continent. In the United Church, secre- 
taries of Young People’s work appointed to 
the staff of the Board of Christian Bduca- 
tion serve on the executive, but in an adivis- 
ory capacity. At the present time these 
secretaries are Rev. Alvin Cooper and Miss 
Dorothy Young. They serve as the liason 
betiween the Board of Christian Bducation 
and the National Executive. The National 
President of the Young Peoples’ Union also 
attends the sessions of the Board of Christ- 
ian Education. Ideas for new projects or 
major changes in the movement might 
originate in either ‘body. 


(1) Typical projects sponsored by the 
Naticnal Hixecutive would be the Missions 
Project or the production of the Programme 
Annual. (2) ‘A typical project sponsored 
by the™iionference Executive would be the 
holding of an Officers’ Congress or Camp 
for the training of new officers appointed 
to responsibility in all the Presbyteries of 
the area. Some conferences publish their 
own monthly magazines or newspapers. 


(8) \A tylpical project sponsored by a Pres- 


ibyitery area would be an annual Rally at- 
tended by memibers of local unions in the 
ffonm of a dinner or a picnic, or an evening 
mesting. In some cases devotional retreats 
are held annually, or an Easter Sunrise ser- 
vice has become a tradition. Debating or 
Drama or Musical Contests are often Pres- 
bytery-wide. 


When this has been said, it is still true 
that the acid test of the success or failure 
of the Young People’s Movement in ‘the

Photography and Literature. The specifi- 
cally Christian contribution in these fields 
is naturally a focus of attention. 

In addition to the four main depart- 
menits are three sub-departments for which 
Convenors are appointed. Recreation, Pub- 
lication and Leadership Training are three 
activities which run throughout the year. 
The publications convenor supplies news 
about the Union to the local press. He or 
she also sends items to the conference 
Y.P.U. paper. Another function is the pro- 
motion of the sale within the Union of the 
materials published nationally. F 

A number of activities which do not read- 
ily classify under the four main headings 
are also within the programme. Home and 
Marriage, Vocations, Health and similar 
subjects might be assigned to Citizenship, 
for instance. 

The problem of LEADERSHIP is acute. 
The manpower shortage shows itself in all 
phases of the national life, not the least in 
volunteer positions. The ministers are re- 
ported by the Unions to be highly sympa- 
thetic but too lack training in the work, as 
it has not been universally available in the 
theological. colleges especially in recent 
years. 

The Young People’s Union has taken a 
major share in training its own leaders. 
Young people are aware of the shortage of 
trained workers to give leadership to boys 
and girls. In many cases the solution has 
been to include younger folk in the mem- 
bership of the union. 

Immediately following the war now, 
there should be vigorous development of the 
Young Adult Movement, which has been 
artificially retarded iby the absence olf young 
men and women who have been in the 
armed donces.

of Prayer” contained in the “Worship Com- 
mittee in Action’)

1. Last thing before you sleep, say, “Father, 
into Thy hands I commit my spirit!” 

2. Directly you wake, turn your thoughts to 
God in joy; greet Him in words, not said 
words necessarily jut words clear in your 
mind. This will soon become an auto- 
matic habit, taking about six seconds, 
and you will wake with His name on your 

_ lips. 

3. Some time before breakfast, take at least 
five minutes for prayer (fifteen is bet- 
teT.) It's good to pray as you walk. In 
this prayer you must ofifer your whole 
day to God. Remind yourself that He 
is sure to have some lovely thing just 
going to happen and you must have a 
hand in it. ‘ 

4 Take your food at breakfast and at every 

meal as a gift from the hands of God. 
Remember the hungry and breakifast- 
less, pray for the Kingdom of Heaven to 
be set wp soon for their sakes.

TOSS AND STOOP RELAY . 
Formation—In lines. The first player 
each line stands facing his line about three 
yards in front holding a bean bag or ball. 
Game—The leader throws the ball to the 
first one in the group who catches it, throws 
it back to the leader and stoops. The leader 
then throws to No. 2 over No. 1’s head. No. 
2 catches, returms and stoops. If anyone 
misses the leader throws to him again until 
successful. Leader does not have to catch 
the ball except from the last player. The 
first ine entirely stooped wins. 

KANGAROO RELAY 

Formation—In lines. The first player hav- 
ing a basket ball or volley ball. 
Game—The first player jumps to the goal 
and back, carrying the ball between the knees. 
(If you have no ball have player place hands 
on knees, keep knees together, and jump.) 
He gives ball to No. 2 and goes to foot of 
the line. No. 2 repeats the action. The line 
wins whose last players first returns to his 
line. 

SPOKE RELAY 

Formation—Have teams of 8 to 12 players 
in a line and the lines in spoke formation, 
the captains forming a circle in the centre. 
The captains each have a ball or a bean 
bag. 
Game—Ai the signal ‘go’ the captain passes 
the bean bag down the line (each player 
must touch the ball.) ‘When the last man 
in the line gets it he runs, all around the 
wheel, returning to the front of his line and 
passes the bag down the line again, and so 
on. The line whose first player returns 
first wins. 

SIMPLE DODGE BALL 
Equipment— ‘A volley ball, soft baseball or 
large soft rubber ball. 

Formation—Players stand in a large circle 
with one player ‘it” in the centre. The play- 
ers from their position in the circle try to hit 
“it” with the ball. When hit, It” exchanges 
places with the player who hit him. Play 
fast and do not allow players to throw 
the ball within the circle. 
Vartation—Divide the group into two teams; 
one forming the circle and the others inside 
the circle. Those inside the circle try to in- 
crease their number by hitting the players 
in the circle. When hit, a player comes to 
the centre. Have the teams exchange places. 
My best wishes for happy times as you 
bring your groups together this fall with 
seme outdoor activity.

OUTDOOR FUN 

Here are some outdoor games which you 
could use on a picnic, hike or weiner roast. 

BEAN BAG BOWLING 

The game may be played with from 2 to 


bean bags, made 
gram should be marked on the ground, with 


a bawling space. Draw 2 concentric semi- 
circles, diameter 3 and 1% feet using 3S 
“hazard” a stick as the diameter. At the 
top of the outside semi-circle draw a circle 
1 foot in diameter. The values of the semil- 
circles are 5 and 10, of the circle 16. Draw 
a line 6 to 12 feet distant as a throwing base. 

The object of the game is to slide the bags 
into the circle so as to make the highest 
possible circle. 
Rules—If the game is between two sides, five 
innings should be played, following the same 
order as in baseball. Nach player is given 
two bags, and must bowl each inning, and in 
the same bowling order. The captains of 
the teams bowl last each inning. 
fully kept scoreboard adds to the interest. 

POST OFFICE (not traditional) 
Formation—Single circle with one person 
the postman outside, having a list of cities, 
one of which he gives to each player. One 
person is in the entre of the circle. : 
Game—The postman says, “I have a letter 
going from Hamilton to Toronto,” where- 
upon the two players having these names 
exchange places, but the one in the centre 
also tries to get a place. The postman may 
have 3, 4 or more players exchange places 
by calling, “I have a parcel travelling from 
Moncton to Winnipeg, via Quebec, Miontreal 
and Port Arthur. Everyone exchanges places 
for a special delivery. 
CENTIPEDE 

Formation—2 lines of equal numbers. All 
the players joined together with hands 
clasped around the waist of the one in front. 
A goal for each line 15 to 25 yards distant. 
Game—At the command, ‘go’ the two cen- 
tipedes run around their goal and back to 
their original position. This must be done 
without any breaks in the line. The line 
first returning intact, wins.

Tt can begin 
in small groups of disc 
Set: a gather to seek together “the 
things that make for peace,” and to build 
those things into every act, every relation- 
ip, every day of life. 
pa sabia thc will be the leaven in ‘the 
jump, the church within the church. ‘They 
will multiply slowly, but more important than — 
their horizontal, numerical expansion is 
their vertical, qualitative growth. The mem~- 
bers of such groups will have to recognize 
that their influence mwill seem small and 
that the total meaning of what they are do- 
ing will not always be apparent even to them. 
But sustaining them will be a deepening 
conviction that God’s clearest witness is an 
honest, brave, and committed life. 

Such groups must meet regularly for the 
purpose of spiritual growth and the sharing 
of religious experience. It does not matter 
when the meetings come, but they must be 
held at least once a week and the members 
of the group must make time to be present. 
They must face at the outset the flalot that 
growth in the religious life is hard work, an 
utterly different thing from basking in the 
warmth and superficial spirituality. Regu- 
Inr attendance at the group and participa- 
tion in its meeting is a necessary discipline. 
The problem is to burn the selfishness, the 
fear, and the narrowness out of us, and to 


increase faithfulness, patience, and the 


sense of total allegiance to basic religious 
ends. Such discipline builds people who are 
not mere religious dilettantes. 

The small group offers many opportuni- 
ties for worship not easily ‘found in the lar- 
ger, more formal chureh service. Im @ 
group of eight or ten people one may sense 
the delicate balance and inter-play between 
the separate individuals and the group; each 
person is himself and also a vital part of 
the group. ‘Worship can be ffree and spon- 
taneous because the flashes of insight which 
come in a period cf worship can at once be 
expressed, shared, and

small group matures a sense of understand- 
ing among the memlbers of tthe group. As 
time goes on, less and less efifort has to be 


- exipended on mere verbal explanation and 


the definition cif words. More efifort is pour- 
ed into creative thinking and worship. A 
member of the group finds that he carries 
the fellowship with him constantly, that it 
becomes dnereasingly difficult for him to 
act, alone, below the level which the group 
has reached together. And it becomes in- 
finitely easier to do what needs to be done 
with courage and faith because one knows 
that the fellowship lovingly shares the con- 
cern. 

Tihe members of a small worship group 
must guard their humility carefully. They 
must not think of themselves as a spiritual 
“elite guard” with deeper insight, better 
conduct, anid nobler aims than other people. 
Furthermore, it is well for them to see that 
their group does not merely become a per- 
sonal conifession club. They can dé this by 
cenvering a good part of their meetings 
about serious study of the great masters of 
the religious life. This means a concrete 
basis for study and the willingness to fol- 
low through with a particular book which 
the members have chosen, even though it 
does not completely reflect their points of 
view. 

We cannot expect that spiritual growth 
will be rapid, even in the more intense at- 
mosphere of a small group. There are too 
many layers of pride and selfishness to be 
stripped away. It takes a long time to cul- 
tivate the self control of the truly dedicated 
life. It™is easy to deceive ourselves with the 
notion ‘that {because religion makes us feel 
good we are therefore becoming disciplined 
religious people. Baron Von Hugel once re- 
marked that in spiritual growth ten years of 
faithiful persistence was a rather short per- 
iod. One shculd not expect immediate and 
revolutionary changes. But.one may expect 
a chanzinz cf direction, a re-ordering of 
punposes, signs of the long process by which 
the held cif sefif-love is weakened and the 
grip of God’s love is tightened on all the 
thoughts and activities of a life. 

A challenging discovery which members of 
& small worship group usually make is that 
to be a useful memlber of a group, one must 
intensify and strengthen one’s own pexisonal 
devotions. To fail in this is to become 4 
kind of spiritual joy-rider. Miterally we are 
driven to mike time and opportunity for 
self-examination, meditation and prayer in 
our separate lives in order that we may do 
our part in the group.

SUNDAY, AUGUST 18 


Delegates representing two thousand four 
hundred Young [People’s Unions of the Unit- 
ed Church in Canada from Vancouver to 
Newfoundland convened at Albert College on 
Sundiay evening August 18th for the National 
Council of the Unions, and in an atmosphere 
of consecrated endealvour laid the ground 
work for the study of the possibilities and 
potentialities which confront the youth of 
today. 

Following supper which was served to the 
council an outdoor service of ‘worship was 
held. In an ideal setting with the ivy-cover- 
ed walls of the college as a background and 
the birds singing their vesper songs aS an ac- 
companiment, the young people raised their 
voices in reverent praise to God, under the 
direction of Mr. Billy White of Halifax. Rev. 
Alvin J. Cooper, BiA., BJD. Dean and Nar 
tional Secretary for Young People’s work 
spoke briefly on the first of the Beatitudes: 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit for theirs is 
the Kingdom of Heaven”, stressing the need 
for each person who wants to enter the King- 
dom to bury his egotism and make his spirit 
receptive to the Holy Sipirit. 

Findings Recommended 

In accepting the gavel which was presented 

to him in the chapel, following a custcm 





which began in 1935, the president of the 
(Council, Mr. Ray Mark, of Winnipeg, ex- 
plained that in keeping with the democratic 
policy of the church the findings of the Voca- 
tion groups will be recommended at the open 
iforum to the Departmental Commissions as a 
basis for young people’s work for the next 
four years. 

Dr. Bert Howard, Dean of Albert College, 
expressed: his delight in welcoming the visi- 
tors to the city, and hoped their association 
there would be an enriching program in the 
art of living together. He quoted an inscrip- 
‘tion on a sun dial with the words, “I count 
only the sunny hours.” 

The program for the evening consisted of 
a pageant, “The Story of the Church’, pre- 
sented by the combined young people’s groups 
from Hollciway Street, Tabernacle, Bridge 
Street and Centenary United Churches. Miss 
Maude Burke, president of Holloway Sitreet 
YIP. directed the play assisted by Miss Mar- 
ion Daniels of Toronto. The pageant which 
was written by Ella Cork, consisted of a series 
of tableau, interspersed with descriptive 
music, depicting the history of the church 
from ‘the birth of Christ and! His ministry on 
earth with His disciples; through the dark 
ages of persecution and ipcwer, enlightened 
by such great men as Paul, St. Francis, St.

It will demand: the best we can give to it in 


the way of personal conviction, careful 
training and preparation and consecrated 
serivice.

not at all. Now it is for those who are lead- 


ers and for all members as well to be pre- 
parinz to put ‘new life’ into the group. 
Those who have been to Camp will have 
opporgunity to bring new inspiration from 
their mountain-top experienice, new ways. of 
doin things, and in trulth, be crusaders for 
the Christ-centred, wholesome, worthwhile 
fellowship that ealch union should prove to, 
be. If this is done, your union will not simply 
be strong for the first few meetings, then 
gradually become less and less. eéfifective 
throughout the winter. / 

The experience of Camp has shown old 
and new campers once more the value of 
training and preparation in company with 
others. Now that you are back home and

At Camp Ottavale we learned as many 
games as we could which could be used in 
our local unions. Here are some of those we 
learned. Maylbe you could try them with your 
local group. 

Name Chain — 

(An excellent way to learn names in a 
group is for the first person (circle fonma- 
tion) to turn to the second and say his own 
name. The second repeats this and adds his 
own name. Then the third must repeat the 
first and second names before adding his 
own. And so on. (You may want to haive the 
players leave off the first name after 10 
Names are given in the list, so that no one 
will have to repeat more than ten names.) 
Kick-the-Ball Relay 

Have 2 or more teams line up in single 
file, and kick a solfit-iball, foot-ball, or cro- 
quet-ball, up around a goal and back,—the 
second person to start cnly alfter first player 
in their line has kicked the ball over the 
Starting-line. 

Animated Alphabet 

Equipment: Tlwo duplicate sets cf cardboard 
letters ‘of the alphabet in two colours for the 
players and a carefully prepared list of words 
for the director. 

Formation: The players are divided into 
two equal teams and stand facing in two long 
lines. A captain for each team gives each 
player a letter. 

Game: Have the sides in position and des- 
ignate clearly where the letters from each 
side are to go. Announce clearly a word like 
“CAT”. The players from each side who hold 
the required letters run to the spelling base 
at the head of their line and, facing the 
centre, hold the letters up to spell the word. 
The captain may assist the letters in arrang- 
ing themselves. One point is given to the 
side which first spells the word correctly with 
all letters held up in plain sight. A careful 
score is kept and announced from time to 
time to keep the interest at a high pitch. 

Using only the letters AEHMNORST 
the follcwing list may be used with 20 play- 
ers:

TUESDAY AT NATIONAL COUNCIL 

The young people of the United Church of 
Canada made an earnest attempt to find 
Satisfactory solutions to some of the prob- 
lems which confront the post war generation. 
Consideration was given to Such topics as 
personal Telationships between employee and 
employer; working conditions; labor prob- 
lems relating to Security, wages and Salaries, 
business principles and responsibilities; rural 
and agricultural problems Telating to ednica- 
tion, health services, culture, social security 
and research. ; 

Among other things thoughtful study was 
spent on national problems of education, 
under the headings of inequality of educa- 
tion, teacher training, school curriculum, 
adult education, religious training, and co- 
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operation between school boards, the com- 
munity, and the school; the question of voca- 
tional guidance and general problems of pro- 
fessional workers nvas also studied, under the 
guidance of leaders and educationists of the 
Church. ; 

Study Groups Active 

On Monday and Tuesday the study groups 
concentrated on the discussions of the prob- 
lems presented in every day work-a-diay 
living without attempting to come to any de- 
cisions. ‘The remainder of the week these 
problems were discussed and (ways and means 
of helping young people to meet them sug- 
gested. 

Intimate and personal relations twere dis- 
cussed by the Rev. B. Switzer on Tuesday 
morning. Mr. Switzer, who is a professor at 
Union College, Vancouver, is believed to be 
the first minister tobe ordained in the United 
Church after union, and is widely known 
as a leader among Young People’s groups in 
Western Canada. 


CHURCH AND STATE BANQUET 
HELD ON TUESDAY EVENING 


“The Christian Church even at her mworst 
and weakest is the most important and the 
most beneficient institution m the fwhole 
wide world,” stated Reverend Jesse H. Arnup, 
BA., BB, Moderator of the United Church 
in Canada, in response to a toast to the 
Church proposed by Mr. (Clifford McMurty, 
Saskatchewan, at the Church and State ban- 
quet given to the Young People of the Na- 
tional Council at Albert College. 

“I was brought up in a community in Que- 
bec of extreme poverty,” went on the Mod- 
erator. “We (were so poor that we thought the 
minister who (was paid a salary of some $600 
from a mission fund was wealthy and we 
wondered what in the world he did with all 

his money! Nevertheless the eternal truths 
and moral precepts that I learned there have 
stayed with me all my life, and even though 
I lost my money, my family and friends, I 
would still have those and T thank God for 
it. The sympathising and humanizing power 
of the church spreads wider and rises higher 
_ to realize the brotherhood of man than does 
any other organization.”

Dr. Gerald Switzer of Vancouver, 
Theme Speaker, impressed on all delegates 
the necessity for (Christian action in all areas 
and in many resolutions specific action mwas 
recommended as an important way by which 
Christian young people can twork for unity. 

‘One cif the major emphasis of the National 
Council was-not internal problems and or- 
ganization but an outreach and look beyond 
the organization itself. This was evidenced 
particularly in many of the resolutions passed 
on social problems, wages and salaries, social 
security measure, co-operation ‘with other 
organizations and community groups, rural- 
urban relationships, discrimination because of 
race and creed, education and wvocational 
guidance, and others. 

Realizing the full value of the ecumenical 
movement, as it relates itself to the local, na- 
tional and international relationships with 
other (Christian youth organizations, it was 
commended as the basis of participation in 
these ee ae the ‘Christian ‘Youth 
Council. The reasons for co-operation are to 
strengthen bonds of (Christian ffellcwship; 
present a Christian (front; better leadership 
training opportunities; promote understand- 
ing cf other creeds; ‘and broaden the outlook 
cf our leaders. 

Outer-Group Fellowship 

It was recommended that the Council ac- 
tivities should be directed to promoting inter- 
group fellowship by exchange meetings and 
recreational activities; by ecmmunity pro- 
jects and action, such as juvenile delinquency 
and recreational activities; by leadership 
training projects; and ‘by the study of the 
various creeds by members of the ‘Council. 

As the local Christian youth council pro- 
wides an cpportunity in local fields, so does 
the National Young People’s Beard on a na- 
tional scale, and it was recommended that 
the National Board shculd be supported. 

Locking forward to the ‘World Conference 
scheduled for 1947 at Oslo, it was Trecom- 
mended that co-operation with the World 
Christian youth movement should be en-

DR. AGNEW SPOKE ON CHINA 

“This has been a year of disappointment 
and disillusionment to the Chinese people,” 
according to Dr. R. Gordon Agnew, MSc., 
DDS., Ph.D., FI'CD., one of the outstand- 
ing leaders at the National Council of Young 
People in session at \Albert College. Dr. Agnew 
flew from China in January of this year 
where he has been on the staff of the West 
China Union University at Chengtu, Szech- 
wan, The trip from the extreme coast of 
Western China to San Fransisco took just 
50 hours, and Dr. Agnew feels that this should 
have a significance for ‘Canadians when they 
realize that the whole section is just around 
the corner and that what happens in China 
vitally concerns us. 

“The attempt to bring the country back 
to normal rehabilitation has been extremely 
difficult,’ Dr. Agnew stated. “The people have 
had to contend with ‘famine, drought, ter- 
rible congestion of travel, lack of peasants 
for the land and civil war. (All these condi- 
tions have destroyed their attempt at growth. 
The (Chinese is a patient person, hard-work- 
ing, tolerant and essentially fundamental or 
‘earthly’.” 

Must Understand East 

“It is the obligation of every thoughtful 
Canadian citizen to try to understand the 
Far East better than they have in the past. 
In the first place Canada and China should 
have close contact in the coming years. China 
will need wheat and other foods. In recent 
years Chinese agriculturalists thhave found 
that even on small holdings, smaller types 
of farm machinery are useful, and they want 
to purchase these, making an important com- 
mercial outlet. China too will have much that 
Canada needs. 

“Then too, the foundations of world peace 
definitely require full participation of the 
populous eastern peoples, and Canadians 
Should ibe among the leaders developing cul- 
tural contacts and relationships which will 
build that type of understanding. 

“We were quite crowded,” said Dr. Agnew, 
with his charming and friendly smile. ‘Wwe 


had to stagger hours of classes. In fact we 
almost had to stagger hours of going to bed!” 

“The ability of the \Chinese student is a 
great Stimulus to the teacher and there seems 
to be no limit to the capacities of the Chin- 
ese individual to go as (far as any other group 
of students. 

Dr. Agnew has spent twenty years in |China 
and expects to return in January of next 
year. 





The Message that 


Was Sent 


The following is a story that can be used very 
well for a Missionary program 

It was hot—mercilessly hot in India. Even 
in the early morning the sun blistered and 
scorched and burned with such fierce heat 
that plants withered before it, and men and 
women sought shelter from its burning rays. 

In spite of the heat a woman iwas preparing 
for a journey. The love that was in her heart 
was stronger than the sun’s rays. The im- 
pelling motive of her life was her love for 
the Saviourjwho had died for her. She had 
pioone to India ito carry the message. He had 
sent of His love and redemption. 

‘On 'this summer morning the intensity of 
the heat was not greater than the intensity 
of her love and of her punpose to deliver the 
message. 

(Before her was a map showing the way 
to a village in which no missionary had ever 
told of the Saviour. Her heart was filled with 
a great pity for the people who had lived 
there. She must go to them with the message. 
She started on the journey, over a strange 
road, in an ox-cart. Aifter much jolting along 
the way the dome of a temple told them they 
had reached 'the village. 

The people gazed curiously at her as she 
passed along betivween the rows of mud huts 
until she came to the house of the head man 
of the village. He received her courteously 
and when told that she had been sent with a 
message to the people, he sent a lad to call 
them. together. 

In a few minutes men, women and children 
were squatting on the ground before her, 
waiting to hear. Behind screened doors close 
by, the high-caste women crouched and list- 
ened, while the missionary told the blessed 
story of a God ‘who was love; of a Saviour 
who had given His life as an atonement ffor 
sin; of an eternal home He had gone to pre- 
pare, leaving the message of love and life 
with His disciples to be ‘told to all the world. 

(As She talked, the dark faces before her 
were lit with intense interest. Wonder 'was 
follawed by amazement, and amazement by 
manifestations of deep feeling. Tears trickled 
down the faces of the poor women as they 
heard olf a God who loved ‘women as well as 


men. 
“Wondenfiul!” 
“We have never heard anything like this 
before,” they exclaimed. 


As she stopped speaking, the head man 
asked if she would be good enough to repeat 
what she had told. 

Again they listened with intense interest. 
When the old story of Jesus and His love was 
finished the second time, the old leader Said, 
with apologies, ‘(May we ask you to tell it yet 
again? You know we have never heard this 
story before, and we are not learned, and 
these women here are very stupid, so we 
would like to hear it once again.” 

As she finished, some one asked, “How long 
ago did this Jesus die? Has it been two or 
three years?’ 

The simple direct question came with the 
force of an awful indictment ‘to the mission- 
ary. 

The cumulation of the two thousand years 
that had (witnessed the message undelivered 
weighed down her soul with shame and guilt 
aS she confessed to this eager group, who 
heard it for the first time this day, that 
twenty centuries had passed since He died 
for them. 

“So long ago,” said one. “Then how is it 
that we have not heard it before?” 

HOW IS LT? 

The responsibility for the answer to this 
question does not rest on the one missionary 
alone, but on the whole (Church of the living 
God. 

When we boast of a degree of civilization 
that flashes the happenings of a day from 
continent to continent, and enables men and 
‘women to sail around the world for a pleasure 
cruise, how is it that His message has not yet 
reached half of the world?

Report of Convention 


1946 


The Highteenth Annual Convention of Bay 
of Quinte Conference Young People’s Union 
was held in St. Paul’s United Church, Perth, 
on Friday, Saturday and Sunday, October 4, 
5 and 6.

The total registration was 
well over two hundred and it was no small 
task ‘to supply billets for approximately two 
hundred people. Supper was at 6.00 with 
President Don Williams presiding.

The Bvening Session commenced at 8.00 
p.m. with an impressive Worship Service by 
Kingston Presbytery. The United Church 
Cavalcade presented the educational film, 
‘Western Hands Are Sure” from the life of 
Dr. A. B. Archer and of the Mission Hospital 
at Lamont, Alberta. Rev, Jack Thompson in- 
troduced Dr. Bob McClure who spoke on the 
mission work in West China.

In this address he dealt with our common 
faith, common loyalty and common commit- 
ment as Christians.

Our dififi- 
culty, first is that we are not united as in- 
dividuals. We are not the same in youth as in 
old age, or at any given time. As individuals 
our first responsibility is to be unified around 
a common goal, a loyalty which is inclusive. 
We will always be divided in our loyalties until 
we have God as our leader. We must become 
united collectively in our groups. The Christ- 
ian Church is tervifically divided. We must 
work for a union of all protestant churches, 
remembering that there are no members of 
the United Church of Canada, but only of 
the Church universal, the Holy Catholic 
Church. We exist that we may have fellow- 
ship with all mankind averywhere, and our 
Father God. We have a long way to go to 
become Canadians United in Christ. We do 
not spend enough time in going about doing 
good. We, as Christian Young People, should 
see the necessity of building our lives around 





& common Christian Loyalty and a common 
Christian Faith, an awareness of God, and a 
raion of all fellowmen as our brothers. 
Until we can build one faith-for all man- 
kind, we can never have one world: We have 
a way of reconciling ourselves to our fellow- 
men, and that is love. God is a God of 
judgment and of justice, and we have to 
learn that in our individual lives, as well as 
in our social life. We must also learn the 
quality of forgiveness. How long will it take 
mankind to learn to live in humility with 
our brother men, and a consciousness of 
God our Heavenly Father?”

Membership and Purpose 

‘A (weekend Conference held wumder the 
Joint sponsorship of the Canadian Council 
of Chunches and the National Young People’s 
Board of the Religious Education Council of 
Canada brought together youth leaders and 
young people in executive positions olf various 
Protestant communions for consultation and 
exchange of ideas and information. The 
groups that came together were representa- 
tive of the member bodies and affiliated 
agencies within the Canadian Council of 
Churches namely—Anglican, Baptist, Church 
of ‘Chmist Disciples, United Church, Hvange- 
lical, Evangelical Lutheran, Salvation Amny, 
Presbyterian, YJMUCJA., YIWJC.A., and S/C.M. 
—a total of 60 delegates in all. The purpose of 
the conference was to bring to the attention 
of Young People the significance of the 
Ecumenical Church in the world today and to 
lay a foundation of understanding by con- 
sulting together on points of agreement and 
differences. Delegates from the Bay of Quinte 
Conference were Maude Burke, Belleville, 
and John Mather of Perth. 
Leadership 

The Dean of the Conference was the Rev. 
E. H. Johnson, Secretary of Missionary Edu- 
cation, Presbyterian Church in Canada. Oth- 
er leaders inclueded Rev. Dr. W. J. Gallagh- 
er, General Secretary of the Canadian Coun- 
cil of Churches and Rev. W. C. Lockhart, 
Canadian member of the Youth Commit- 
tee in the World Council of Chunches.

Rev. Gerald Hutchinson, National Secre- 
tany of the Student Christian Movement mwas 
present at the Conferénce to report’on the 
recent meeting of the World Federation of 
the Student Christian Movement and he pre- 
sented a dnamiitic picture of the Youth Move- 
ments in’ Hurope today.

Emphasis on Unity 

Impressions expressed by delegates to the 
Conference indicated a deep appreciation of 
the opportunity to become acquainted swith 
members of other communions. Differences 
were not ignored but faced honestly and the 
Young People present became convinced that 
in spite of the dififerences which divide the 
various Youth Movements they have so 
many common objectives that there is great 
possibility of Unity within an ecumenical 
movement, 
Oslo Conference, 1947 

The delegates became familiar with the 
plans for a World Conference of Christian 
Youth to be held in Oslo, Norway in the 
summer of 1947 and strong recommenda- 
tion was made urging that a similar ccn- 
ference be held ito prepare the delegates from 
Canada who will represent the Canadian 
Youth Movements at the proposed world 
Conference. 
Theme Addresses 

T'ne theme addresses by Dr. Lockhart dealt 
with the nature of the Church as a fellow- 
ship of pecple chosen by ‘God as He seeks to 
work out His will within the fellowship cf 
the community. Emphasis was laid cn she 


. fact that disunity within the Church fellow- 


ship is evidence of human sin. The second 
address by Dr. Lockhart stressed the place of 
conporate worship as a fundamental basis of 
unity. His final challenge stressed the func- 
tion of the Church as a witness to the pur- 
pose and meaning of life. The Church upholds 
standards of moral behavior and witnesses by 
corporate actin in the world scene. It can 





become effective only as it expresses within 
its own corporate life the unity for which it 
professes to stand. : 

Dr. Arnup’s opening address was a chal- 
lenge for Young People to take as a slogan 
“Expansion and Consolidation” so that the 
Church may be an. effective factor in the 
world scene, while Dr. Gallagher’s closing ad- 
ddress called attention to the reality of an 
ecumenical fellowship that had been realized 


by Church leaders in Burcpe and Asia as 


they found themselves facing interment and 
persecution during years of the war.-

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Report from National Council on 


Recreation 


By Beulah Maitland 

“Spare-time activity for the purpose of 
relaxation and pleasure to develop ourselves 
spiritually, socially and physically.” 

The Commission Group on Recreation at 
National Council decided that this definition 
contained what we considered our Recreation 
should have. Under Loretta MacDougall’s very 
able leadership, this commission group had 
very [profitable sessions. I was only able ‘to be 
present for one of these lively discussions, 
and I enjoyed it thoroughly. I am going ito 
tell you a little more about what we dis- 
cussed. 

The most important ‘topic dealt with the 
place which our younz people’s unions should 
have in towns phere Community ‘Centres, 
Teen Towns, and other recreation clubs were 
becoming popular or needed sponsoring. We 
all felt that the members of our unions might 
find abundant opportunities for giving Chris- 
tian leadership in such fine endeavours. 
Most towns are in need of young ‘people who 
are trained to give some measure of leader- 
mip in their recreation activities, and we 
saw no reason why ithe leaders developed by 
our youth programmes could not give in- 
valuable service. This, in our opinion, nould 
be a very worthwhile plan for putting our 
code “Look up! Lift up!” into practice in 
our communities. In our weekly meetings we 
would look up to Christ and His ideals for 
the abundant Christian life. Then in our 
work in a community centre we (would have 
unconscious opportunities to lift others with 
us to the ideals of fair play, co-operation and 
genuine good-times. [We wanted our local 
unions to become centres of fellowships from 
which ‘such fine leadership should come, in- 
stead of boring meetings ‘to which we force 
ourselves 'to go out of a sense of duty. 


Then in the larger fields of presbyteries and 


conferences, we saw no reason why our camp 
facilities could not be used too, for inter-de- 
nominational, initer-community ‘conventions 
for the promotion of improved recreation 
programmes for our urban and rural com- 
miunities. In such endeavours it was cau- 
tioned that we must always be ready to co- 
operate, and never strive to “boss the whole 
show”, or our leadenship would certainly not 
be hwanited. On the other hand, we had ito be 
prepared to stand ifast by our high ‘Christian 
ideals. 

\Amother topic was introduced, but not 
fully discussed while I was present. This 
idea (was that our local unions should spon- 
Ser excursions to various points of interest 
which were (within available distance. This 
is certainly a wery worthwhile plan when 
buses can again be chartered, and Tm sure 
many of you can be laying plans for such en- 
joyable activities. 

Sorry that I can’t tell you the rest of the 
story of what happened in that group, but 
this is what © gleaned ifrom one session. 





Forward Movement 


Tn this my closing message to you, I feel 
more than ever, the realization of the tre- 
mendous ‘task facing us to-day, as Canadian 
Young People. 

To build a peace-time world, our civiliza- 
tion requixes International co-operation and 
good-will. To tbe Successful, Christ must be 
alt the centre of all our planning. How can 
we ‘bring about co-operation and goodwill? 
I think ifinstly, it twill be necessary tfor us to 
Study and understand ‘the problems of other 
people, not only in our own country: but in 
other countries. As we do this, let aus stop oc- 
casionally and imagine ourselves as a Chin- 
ese individual in ‘China, or in India, as an 
outcast, hungry and illiterate. 

Again imagine oneself as a Japanese Cana- 
dian, or a negro walking into our Church 
service or YP. union. Have you ever thought 
of the feelings of one of these strangers in a 
situation which may make him feel lonely 
and uncertain of the attitude of the people 
thene? 

Would you be willing tto offer a (friendly 
smile anda hand-shake? ‘Would all the mem- 
bers of the church do likewise? If he were a 
good singer, would he (be invited to become a 
member of ‘the choir? 

To be in relationship with the plans and 
purpose of Jesus Christ, we cannot lbe in dis- 
harmony with other races. Only He can: teach 
us to free ourselves of bitterness, pre- 
judice and ill-will, that so frequently, finds 
an entrance to the minds and thoughts of 
people. Goon it becomes a part of the com- 
munity. 

Let us this falland winter study some of 
the problems facing the world to-day. Only 
as we understand individuals and their dif- 
ficulties, nations and their problems, can we 
be really helpful, and ready to face the task 
of the (future. 

I would suggest that each Y. P. Union in 
the Coniference study one or two books, a 
Missionary Book, such as “Starving (Millions,” 
and “In Quest of a Kingdom” by Leslie 
Weatherhead. ‘Write to the Committee on 
Missionary Education for suggestions. 

Go to the Bible for information as to how 
Jesus faced problems. Seek guidance and 
strength through prayer ito carry you through. 

\Att ‘all costs live close to Jesus. Go to His 
source of power regularly. 

af the two thousand unions across Canada, 
become serious and willing to take up the 
task, I feel centain we shall go Forward to 
build a (Christian Civilization. 

Are we big enough to do it? Are we willing 
to accept our share of the responsibility?

Leadership Training

The arrival of the October issue of the 
Broadcast will find all of the unions well 
under way ais {far as plans go for the fall and 
winter months. Many hhave had the inspira- 
tion and help which always accompanies a 
period spent at either Summer School of Ex- 
ecutive (Camp. Both Camps this summer were 
productive of experience pwhich will long re- 
main in the lives of those who were there 
and now intend to proceed to varying areas 
of full time pwork in the Church. 

Following Conference Convention and the 
impetus toward the goal of the (Crusade which 
it will surely have given, may I make a few 
suggestions which you may be able to use in 
your local unions. First, have you a Leader- 
ship Trainin convener who is active? If you 
haven't one, have you as a member given any 
thought ito the matter of making this im- 
portant part of our work really mean some- 
thing to the individual members. May I sug- 
gest a time when you have a meeting cen- 
tred about Leadership Training. Such a meet- 
ing, with a ‘worship service on the theme 
“Leadership”, would seek discover the im- 
portance of trained leadership, in all areas of 
life, and in the field of young peoples’ and 
the general (Church work. 

For many young people, the possibility of 
thinking through some questions and sub- 
jects which have been puzzling them, but 
which are fascinating, and at the same time 
working toward credit on a diploma, is remote 
indeed. ff you, who are interested, could study 
the wide range of courses offered, the require- 
ments for credit, and present it, or if you 
could get someone else to do it at a meeting, 
there would be opened up an entirdy new 
field for many ‘to work in. For example, did 
you kmow there is a course on “What Prot- 
estants Believe and Why”? or one on the 
“Story of the Church”? These are but two of 
the manly offered in the Gpecialization Cur- 
riculum. 

Halving acquainted the group with the pos- 
sibilities before them, have you thought yet 
of a local training Leadership Training 
Cilass? Thiis can be one of the best ways in 
which to bind a group together and at the 
same time learn much from a background 
course or one on Young Peoples’ methods. 
Going (farther still, halve you thought of mak- 
ing your Group Winter School conscious? 
There will be Winter Gchools this winter, and 
it is not too early to be planning for a good 
representation from your union. 

Yes, we can make Leadership Training 
about ithe most important department of our 
work. Without it the future of our groups is 
hopeful—with it there will be the training 

we all need. May I ask you as an individual 
member, as an ofificer, to give this your care- 
ful consideration, and the action you consid- 
er best suited to your local needs. My iwish is 
that each of you may have every success in

to my attention during the past three years 
when my particular interest has been in the 
promotion of Missions. I trust that you will 

accent them in 'the spirit of ‘co-openation in 
which they are offered. Sincerely,

1. Missions is not a Separate branch of 
Christianity in which we may, or may not, 
indulge at will. It is Christ’s command for 
all Christians. It comes naturally as the 
overflow olf our own (Christian exiperienice, as 
the desire to share |with others what we have 
found most valuable. 

2. Christ’s command is to share the gos- 
pel with all—our neighbours, schoolmates, co- 
workers, and, the people of other countries. 
We must avoid developing a narrow view- 
poinit which excludes any of these. ‘Also, we 
must remember that we cannot do it all with 
money. That is an important part, but our 
own personal lives, and use of time and 
talent is as vital to the spread of God’s king- 
dom. 

3. In answer to the question—“Hiow ‘can we 
promote this spirit of Missions in our unions?” 
— TI would make several suggestions, as ifiol- 
lows: 

(1) Bring religion, and real study of the 
Bible into your programs. Try tin every jway 
to deepen the spiritual lives of the young 
members. Use their recreational ‘interests to 
draw them into a fellowship, but do not stop 
with a recreational ‘club. (Develop it into 
something more worthwhile. 

(2) Have lively programs. Quizes, debates, 
dialogues, musicales, art displays can all be 
used to present the lore of various lands 
without leading 'to boredom. Use your ingen- 
uity. 

(3) Have “regular missionary meetings. 

(4) Promote a system of regular planned 
giving to Missions. 

(5) Do not emphasize giving ‘to support 
some one particular Missionary. Teach ‘the 
young people ‘to give to expand God's king- 
dom everywhere. Avoid “too frequent” use 
of plays, shows, etc., to raise miissionary 
money. [We do not want 'to form the habit of 
being uniwilling to give to Missions unless we 
apparently get our money’s worth. 

4.May I once more present ‘for your thought 
the motto,

As mentioned in ‘the last issue, a well 
planned programme should contain these four 
imiportant elemenitts—Fellowship, ‘Worship, 
Social \Aiction and Study. 

Fellowship—One olf the main essentials in 
any group, Young Aidult or othenwise, is fel- 
lowship, whether the meetings are on Sun- 
days or week days—for unless we come out 
of our shells and share our personal interests 
and develop a fellowship with others we ‘can- 
not hope to attain ‘that higher fellowship. 

Worship—For true Christian living worship 
is onl of ith foundations. God made us re- 
ligious beings and it is our duty ‘to feed and 
develop ‘that fmpulse along ‘Christian lines. 
Worship is essential to a |well balanced pro- 
gramme {for it creates and maintains spirit- 
ual fellowship from iwhilch inspiration comes. 
We should therefore try to make the worship 
service reverent and sincere, one in which we 
realize an atmosphere or true worship. 

Social Action—One cannot icome into a 
worshipful fellowship with God without real- 
izing a sense of mission. ‘We are in this world 
for a punpose—worship and prayer should 
clear our wision, reveal 'God’s (will, and bring 
the desire for Christian social action. It does 
not take much look ‘around to realize that 
much needs to be dome, much ‘to be ichanged, 
if the Kingdom of (God is to flourish. In 
thinking about what might bbe done, we need 
to remember thalt our (purpose is to get more 
and more |jpeople who are outside ‘the church, 
inside, and interested in spiritual things. It 
is not untiliwe ourselves realize and get others 
to realize, the purpose cf the Kingdom of 
God and tthe teachings cif Jesus Christ ‘be- 
fore material things can ibe accomplished. 
Much thought should Ibe ‘given ‘as to how the 
local church can be made more effective in 
carrying out God’s purpose in the ecmmunity. 
It is natural for (Christian young (peciple, €S- 
pecially Young Adults, to ibe concerned over 
the iwelfare of their community. There are 
many evils to be corrected and jocally this 
should be studied by the group, as well as 
national and international problems. 

Study—To understand any social evils a 
study should {be made of the causes underly- 
ing. Bach group should have study periods 
in which the following courses are prominent. 

1. The Bible in Life—The Old and New 
Testament, the Teachings cif Jesus, and also 
the life and ‘teachings of the prophets. 

2. Personal Faith and Pxperiences. 

3. Christian and Family Life. 

4. Church Life and Outreach. ; 

4. Community issues—liquor, gambling, 
religious and racial dififerences, etc. 

6. Major social problems and world rela- 
tions. 

The Church today needs more crew and 
fewer passengers.

Singing is a very important part of our 
Christian ffellowship. Let us strive to become 
better song-leaders, to provide excellent song- 
sheets, ito be sure that when we lead in sing- 
ing it is a time of great joy lfor all. I think it 
is time that we provided some loose-leaf sys- 
tem in which the songs we use can be kept, 
and through whitch we could all learn the 
new songs. 

Here are twenty points for song-leaders 
which might prove helpiful. 

il. Amnounice your song clearly and definite- 
ly. 

2. (Be sure that the pitch or tone 
which the song is to be started is heard. 

3. Get your finders all “‘set,” for the start 
of the song. Leave no doubt in the minds of 
the audience that now is the time you are 
going to start to sing. 

4. Give a sharp decisive movement which 
will bring everybody in on the first tone. 

5. A clean-cut release or ending of a song 
is no less important than a good attack. 

6. Do not neglect any part of the audience 
during the singing of a song. 

7. Think of your audience as individuals 
and not as a collective mass; treat them as 
individuals. 

8. Always maintain variety in the choice of 
songs. 

9. (Where the crowd is restless, or tired, use 
a fun song or a round. 

10. Start with a song the crewd knows and 
likes to sing. 

11. or ithe final song; choose one that will 
make an egective and appropriate ending. In 
Y.P.U. work we ‘find it best to end with a 
gpiriritual or a hymn. 

12. In acknowledging requests don’t hesi- 
tate to “hear” the one that you think will go 
best at that point. 

13. If the singing occupies only part of the

programme, consider proportions; don’t use- 


more than your share off the time. 

(14. In singing at a banquet, see that the 
songs come between courses. 

115. Always arrange to have the song lead- 
er properly introduced. 

16. At a banquet the song leader should 
have his place at the table along with the 
other guests, preferably at the speaker’s 
table. 

(l'7. Have the piano so placed that the ac- 
companist can see the leader. 

118. In selecting the accompanist for com- 
munity singing, preferably get one who can 
play most of the songs from ‘memory. 

As a start \for your sing song here are the 
words of the hiking song, introduced oy (Moor- 
ley Clarke and Floyd Howlett when they vis- 
ited our unions.

What Shall We Do 
About It? 


Have you ever been told not to look back 
into yesterday? Yes, I am sure you have. But 
how can those of us who have been fortunate 
enough to have recently been sharing in the 
mountain-top experiences ‘@f a camip, help re- 
calling cherished memories? Home from 
camp, from enjoying rich and inspiring fel- 
lowship, hearing our key leaders giving their 
best, in an efifort to fire our zeal, we do not 
wish to not look back to these. But, have we 
tnuly asked ourselves—What am I going to 
do about it? 

Often we are letting ourselves become com- 
placent, because we think possibly that some- 
thing that was used a few times will not 
work today.

I realize 
many of you have tried and failed to get the 
idea across, but let us try again and not feel 
that one failure spells no leadership for the 


Y. P. in your district. If the possibilities in» 


your Union are simply not such that this 
can be accomplished, there is still the op- 
portunity for individual study. You might be 
able to interest a friend in sharing a course 
with you, and be able to accomplish a beginn- 
ing in the field of Leadership Training. 

Opiportuity also calls to us from the field 
of the Presbytery and Conference Leadership 
Training Department. Perhaps your Union 
has been unable to organize a specific study 
group alone; now your Presbytery or Clon- 
ference is planning a joint Y. P. Union school 
for you and your neighbouring Unions. No 
greater help can be given these officers than 
your wholehearted support of their efforts. 
These conveners are anxious to assist you. 
Their rallies, possibly Winter Schools, con- 
ventions and other such gatherings are your 
training fields for you and your fellow Young 
People. 

With much to be gained in the field of 
service, I feel assured that if we all strive 
to make His Tieaching and Spirit more vital 
in our lives and in our organizations much 
will be acquired.

Letter from Audrey and 


Floyd Honey 


San Fransisco, Calif., 
December 14th, 1946 
To The Bay of Quinte Young People: 
Dear Friends: 

This is our first letter to you as your mis- 
sionary representatives. After many post- 
ponements we are finally on our way. To- 
morrcw morning we board the S. S. Marine 
Lynx and set sail. Christmas will be spent 
somewhere on the Pacific. We expect to reach 
Shanghai abdéut the end of December, and 
from there will probably fly up to Chengtu. 

You can perhaps imagine something cif the 
thrill with which we look forward to our 
adventure, and how we thank God for the 
privilege that is ours. We are thankful to 
Him, too, for the wonderful support that is 
fortheoming from the Bay of Quinte Young 
People.

_& suggest that the culture program take 
the form of an appreciation of the work of 
sculpture “The Hand of God.” and a study 
of the artist’s life and work. Pictures of this 
statue may be obtained from the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art, Naw York, N-Y. 
‘Auguste Rodin, is, in the opinion of many 
critics the greatest of all French sculptors. 
Born in Paris about the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, he believed nature to be 
“the supreme architect,’ and worked into 
his figures what he gained from his con- 
stant study of nature. Rodin built into his 
own life this same beauty and hanmony. 
One of his finest creations is, “The Hand 
of God’. He fashioned an immense hand, 
strong and smooth, and by having the hand 
disappear beyond the wrist in a huge block 
of rough, unfinished mazible, he conveys the 
thought, “No man hath seen God at any 
time.” ‘Within the grasp of the hand are two 
miniature figures, a man and a ‘woman, 
who have arisen out of the clay from which 
they were formed. Two ideas the sculptor 
would convey are: the mystery of creation 
and divine protection. The siatue itself is a 
symbol of life—the twe creatures have ac- 
cepted life with all of its privileges and res- 
ponsibilities. At the same time they are con- 
scious of their dependence upon the Creator, 
out of the hcllow of whose hand they have 
just emerged. By placing them safe in the 
hand of God, the artist is saying that God is 
sufficient for their every need.

Speaking on ‘New Horizons’, 
Dr. Gordon reminded his hearers that as each 
age has a change of horizon, one must look 
to these changes, for things on! our horizons 
help us to determine which way we Shall go. 
He challenged them with ‘the words, “to 
meet life, we must take a high view, a long 
view, and the ipcwer iof ‘Christ.” 

Tuesday morning, as each morning follow- 
ing, the school. was opened with ‘worship 
conducted by Rev. Donald Amos. Mr. Amos 
led the group in ‘the thought of God as 
creator, husbandman, seeker, and as Christ- 
like. His messages were inspiring and served 
to prepare the school for the day’s programme 
of study and fellowship. After a morning of 
two study periods and a missions address, 
with a short recreational period in between, 
the group enijjcyed the noon meal, served, as

The Foxboro-Canmel play was 
not presented as arranged for Thursday night, 
because of the illness of a member cf the 
cast but Fri. night all joined in fun Nigh*, 
when the program was directed by the Na- 
tional (Recreation ‘Convener, Miss Buelah 
Maitland, of Queen’s University. A Jarge 
number ‘were present for the evening. 

The (closing dedication service ‘was con 
ducted iby the Director and ithe Dean, who 
presented almost ‘thirty certificates to the 
students. The Dean, in a charge to the young 
people, asked them to go back to their church 
and Y/P.U. having lit a torch which would 
enable them to continue in greater avenues 
of service. After the service junzh was served 
by ithe Bridge Street youns people. A friend- 
ship circle brought this very successful school 
close.

You will remember that |Christ’s disciples 
were so impressed by the importance of pray- 
er in Jesus’ life that one time after He had 
finished praying they said’ “Master, teach us 
to pray.” In answer to that request (Christ 
gave to His disciples and to us that matchless 
pattern of prayer, “The Lord’s Prayer”. 

If we will turn to the seventeenth chapter 
of St. John’s Gospel we twill find Christ’s 
great intercessory prayer, for Himself, for 
His disciples, and for the world. This, I hbe- 
lieve, is the most beautiful of all prayers. 

Let us carefully study these two prayers 
both of which are from the lips of our Mas- 
ter, and learn from Him the true and supreme 
manner in which to pray. (We can readily 
see the value which (Christ set on prayer. His 
life was a life of pnayer. ‘We read that He 
went “apart” for quiet communion with His 
Father. Early in the morning He was alone 
in a quiet place for prayer. He even spent 
“all nizht in prayer.” He also prayed in the 
presence of the five thousand people in 
thankfulness for the five loaves and the two 
small fishes. He not only prayed for guid- 
ance for Himself but He made intercession 
for others. “That they all may ‘be one.”, our 
Lord’s earnest prayer for a unity between His 
followers “even as” there is between ‘the 
Father and Himself. 

If Jesus, the son of God, devoted so much 
of His life to prayer, how much more should 
we give ourselves to prayer. Let us Set apart 
a special period each day and fellowship with 
Him that we may have His presence and 
guidance all along the pathway of life. It is 
from Him alone that we may receive the nec- 
essary courage and Strength for the tasks 
which lie ahead.

SOME VALENTINE GAMES FOR YOUR 
PARTY 

Heart Sentiments: Divide the grotp into 
coupies and give each couple a.piece of mage 
board cut in the shape of a heart. Have them 
unite in writing down as many terms of 
sentiment as possible. At a given signal all 
must stop writing and each in tur read = 
list. All who have the same word on their 
cards must stroke it out. Of course the ones 
with unusual words will be winners. The 
couple with the most words on their list are 
declared the winners and crowned the King 
and Queen of Hearts for the evening. 

Heart Partners: A huge heart is divided 
into as many sections as there are girls pres- 
ent and a girl’s name is written or printed 
in each section. The boys are blindfolded and 
each in turn is furnished with a white arrow, 
cut from stiff paper. He is then sent to the 
heart with directions to pierce it with the 
arrow. To pierce, means simply to touch it, 
for the purposes of the game. The girl whose 
name is written into the section he pierces 
becomes his Valentine. After each girl’s name 
has been pierced, the name should be cross- 
ed off as she is then eliminated. 

Suspended Hearts: Have different sized 
hearts (about five) strumg on a stout cord. 
Divide the group into two sides of couples. 
(If ycu have just played Heart Partners you 
will already be in couples). Each couple is 
given one bean bag with which they have 
four chances to hit the suspended hearts. The 
smallest heart contains the largest score as 
20, the next 10, then 5, then 3, and 2. The

Vancouver, British Columbia, 
January 28th, 1947. 
To the Young People, 
Bay of Quinte Conference: 


On the eve of sailing for China we are 
glad to respond to Miss Burke’s request 
and send you a message. We are going 
to China on the invitation of the West 
China Synod of the Church of Christ in 
China to do two things: 

Ist. To take pictures for use of the 
United Church of Canada in this country. 
We are carrying two motion picture 
cameras and have enough colored 16 
m.m. film along to make 8 or 10 two-reel 
pictures. All of this will be shot at sound 
speed, so that a commentary sound track 
can be added. We are also carrying a 
small recorder by means of which we 
hope to record Chinese music, worship, 
ete. This, we hope, will provide back- 
ground for the new films. We also have 
a camera which takes 24%” x 2%” pic- 
tures in color or in black and white. 
These will make lantern slides. The 
fourth camera takes 35 m.m. pictures to 
be made up into film strips or 2” x 2” 
slides. 

2nd. Give demonstrations and talks 
on Visual Aids. These will be mainly in 
the West China Union University and in 
the Union Theological College. We are 
carrying samples of silent. and sound 
films, filmstrips and Kodachrome slides. 


The Synod hopes that the visit will en- 
courage the Chinese Church to go ahead 
with the production of materials for vis- 
ual education right in Chengtu. 

We shall be visiting Floyd and Audrey 
Honey, your Missionaries in China. We 
have already asked the Secretary of the 
West China Mission to let Floyd help us 
for a few weeks. We hope to bring you 











back a report on them both in words and 
pictures. In any event there will be much 
background material on the country in 
which they have chosen to serve Christ 
and the Church,

The course that always takes the lead 
in popularity when it is offered ina Re- 
gional or Summer School curriculum is 
the one dealing with Youth and Mar- 
riage. Naturally an immediate interest 
with all young people, 
opportunity for discussion of standards, 
attitudes, and problems. Again and again 
members of Local Unions have intimated 
that they would welcome such a course 


in their own churches, and today they © 


are being urged to undertake it by our 
General Council. The United Church Re- 
port, published by a Commission on 
Christian Marriage and the Home, is 
available at a minimum cost of Loc, and 
it is commended as a textbook for groups 
wishing to deal with this matter thor- 
oughly. Those intending to use it will 
need to order also the brief study outline 
prepared for instructors and discussion 
leaders. 

The published Report itself is packed 
with information and although at first 
glance it does not seem to be presented 
for popular interest, it is surprisingly 
readable and could easily form the basis 
of a valuable source of discussions in 
almost any Union. Some of the topics 
treated are the purpose of a family, 
Christian ideals of marriage and the 
family, influences for good and ill that 
create tensions in modern family life, the 
relation of home, church and community, 
the situation with regard to divorce, 
mixed marriages, pre-marital counsell- 
ing, parent and family- education. Some 
startling statistics are given in the text 
and the appendix has valuable charts 
and a good bibliography. Stress is laid 
throughout on the responsibility of 
Christian people today to lift the whole 
concept of ‘marriage and home life to a 
nobler level. 

Members of our Young Peoples’ Unions 
are vitally concerned with the whole

THE CALL TO SERVICE 
Isaiah heard the call of service when 
he was a young man. One day, as “he 
went into the temple to worship or to 
perform some duty there, he saw a vi- 
sion. This vision of the glory and the 
greatness of God blotted from view the 
furniture of the temple and the temple 
itself. Isaiah said, “His train filled the 
temple.” Before any young person can 
serve Christ _today, he must catch a vi- 
sion of the power, greatness and glory of 
God. As he continued to look upon the 
vision he saw in the Seraphim, or mes- 
sengers, that flew about, a picture of 


-~ service to God. Each messenger had 


three pairs of wings. With one pair he 
covered his face and with another he cov- 
ered his body down to the feet. (Thus 
the, messenger himself was completely 
hidden. ) With the other pair of wings he 
flew about to do the service of God. This 
teaches us that if we are to render true 
service we must place ourselves in the 
background. _ ) 5 

Having seen this vision of God and 
how to serve Him, he realized his own 


unfitness. When we get close to God we 


can see our own faults. Isaiah, seeing his 
sin, proceeded to correct it. One of the 
Seraphim took a live coal from the altar 


and touched his lips with it. Thus sym- 


bolically he offered up his lips as a burnt 
offering to God. 

What a beautiful example Isaiah has 
First he sees the vision of God 
and of the needs of himself and his 
people. Then he prepares himself to fit 
into that need. Having made the pre- 
paration, he is now ready to hear the 
eall which comes to him, “Whom shall I 
send, and who will go for us?” God does 
not call into His service those who have 
no vision of the needs of humanity, 
neither will He call those who are un- 
willing to consecrate themselves to the 
task. But if we shall only draw nearer to 


the Father and prepare ourselves, He

Let us look for a moment, toward the 
military rehabilitation hospitals where 
sO many of our men are being slowly led 
from a mere existence to the richness of 
a full life, by their patient doctors and 
nurses, who are teaching them new in- 
terest in life by introducing them to the 
fascination of a hobby. 


We too, in a smaller way perhaps, can 
put recreation to work in this form in 
our own personal lives or perhaps by 
introducing someone else to the inviting 
and varied interests.of a hobby. In many 
cases a whole new world is opened up to 
a person as his interest and attention is 
caught and held by a hobby. 

I wonder too, how many feel that there 
is a place for a worship service during an 
evening -devoted entirely to recreation. 
I have heard many discussions on this 
subject, both for and against a Worship 
Service. It is my own personal feeling 
that there is a place for it in such an 
evening’s programme. I once heard a 
minister say to a very large group— 
“When they go to a party—they expect 
fun and games and you can’t make them 
pay attention to a worship service.” How- 
ever, I have had the privilege of plann- 
ing and arranging Presbytery Parties for 
that same group and I am happy to be 
able to say, that no matter the size of 
the group, or the kind of people they 
may be, individually, the attention given 
to the Worship Service, was faultless. 

Personally, I feel that there is no finer 
way to begin or end an evening of fun, 
where fellowship plays a most important 
role, than with a few minutes of worship. 
After all one of the main reasons that we 
attend these parties, is for the fellowship 
we know we will have with each other. 
Why then, should we want to exclude a 

few minutes of Fellowship with God?

The leadership given, and the 
response from the campers, has resulted 
in the development of Christian charact- 
er, of lives devoted to Christian service, 
far beyond the expectations of the pion- 
eers in this great work. The results will 
continue to be shown throughout the 
length and breadth of our Conference. 


For some time it has been felt by the 
body known as Oak Lake Incorporated, 
Which controls the Oak Lake property 
a1d supervises the camping there, as 
well as by others, that there Should be a 
more adeauate campsite owned. an 1 not 
lecsed, within our area. Steps were taken 





to find such a site. One was found on 


Moira Lake, situated near Madoc and” 


Tweed, and purchased by Oak Lake, 
Inc. Then, at a regular meeting of the 
Young People’s Conference Executive, it 
was decided to carry out a project to 
raise the money necessary to not only 
pay for the campsite, but to develop the 
camp itself. That project is already under 
Way. 

The Young People of our Conference 
through the executive, have decided to 
raise at least $7,000. This seems, at first 
glance, a very large amount. It _ isn’t, 
however, when one considers the num- 


ber of unions in the Conference, and the 
many other groups which should be in- 
terested. This new camp will be used 
not only by the young people, but by 
Trai Rangers». CiG.1:2. “>and Young 
Adults. As a conference camp adminis- 
tration should be in the hands of the 
Christian Education Committee. It would 
planning of the various camp periods 
have oversight and responsibility for 
during the summer. 

This is what the young people are ask- 
ed to do. Each young person in the un- 
ions is asked to contribute at the rate of 
at least 50c. Then eoczh union is asked for 
at ieast an amount equal to 50¢ for each 
member in the union, The othe: groups 
which will benefit directly are asked to 
make this their responsibility. Church 
eroups and individual members will, we 





believe, want to help with such an under- 
taking. So, with each one working to- 
gether, and accepting some measure of 
responsibility, the task can be completed 
without too much difficulty. We ask for 
your contribution in time, money and 
enthusiasm. 


And now, just a word about the camp- 
site itself. There are almost 300 acres of 
land, situated on the south shore of a 
very beautiful lake. The property boasts 
a sand beach, large playing field, many 
trees, enough timber for much of the 
building, two springs, and a situation 
Which is easily accessible from either 
Madoc or Tweed. We feel that it is an 
ideal campsite. With the support of each 
union and Presbytery we can have one 
of the finest camps in our Church within 
our Conference. 

The folders which have been distribut- 
ed widely, have descriptions of the camp- 
site and the project. There is information 
about the ‘‘Name the Camp” contest. The 
one sending in the name chosen as the 
name most suitable for the camp will 
win a free week at the first camp held at 
Moira Lake. Already there is talk of one 
or two periods for work camps during 
the coming spring and Summer, ‘The 
Christian Work Camp Fellowship will be 
glad to help in this, and the young people 
would provide the needed labour. Give

I wonder if you have ever stopped to

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Christian Citizenship 
By Gala Rogers ~ 


According to the Canadian Citizenship 
Act which was passed recently persons 


_ living in Canada became Canadian citi- 


zens Officially. At a ceremony held in 
the Supreme Court Building, Ottawa, 
twenty-six Canadians received their cit- 
izenship papers. New Canadians with 
different racial origins, different voca- 
tions, etc., were represented, 

Prime Minister King, the first to re- 
ceive his certificate, said in his address 
—‘Only as nationality serves humanity 
can mankind hope to Substitute coopera- 


tion for conflict in the relations between 


the nations of the world. In making na- 
tionality the servant not the master in 
world affairs, Canada to-day is giving 
mankind its greatest hope for the future.” 

In an article, ‘We are Now Canadian 
Citizens’, by Audrey M. Graham, this 
part stands out. “For new Canadians the 
acceptance of Canadian citizenship is a 
decisive step. They have qualified for the 
privilege and are prepared to pledge 
themselves in the following oath of al- 
legiance ‘I swear that I will be faithful 
and bear true allegiance to His Majesty 
King George the Sixth and Successors 
according to the law, and that I will] 
faithfully observe the laws of Canada 
and fulfil my duties as a Canadian citi- 
zen. So help me God”, 

These words by Chief Justice Rinfret 


also have a great dea] of meaning. 


“Whatever rights and privileges per- 
tain to Canadian Citizenship, are yours 
as long as you faithfully fulfil what you 
now undertake. But I would be remiss in 
my duty to you if I did not remind you 
that every right enjoyed begets a cor- 
responding duty, every measure of free- 
dom demands an equal measure of self- 
control, and every benefit of equality 
requires the acceptance of mutual res- 
ponsibility. It is only as you are willing 
fully to accept these obligations that the 
common good, your welfare, and the 
welfare of our children can be achieved”. 


The theme of the eighty-sixth Annual 
Convention of the Ontario Educational 
Association was ‘Education for Respon- 
sible Citizenship’. During an address the 
president Dr. H. R. ‘Kingston brought 
Out some excellent points on good citi- 


zenship. As he said, ‘The word citizen - 


implies a community responsibility and 
thus includes more than one’s obligation 


to one’s immediate family. Responsible 


Citizenship implies an awareness of 
those things that are needed to make a 
wholesome, happy, free and prosperous 
society and an equal awareness of the 
fact that such a society will not just 
"Ow up Of itself but can become a reality 
only as the result of planning, of giving 
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Boy’s Work 

By Hugh Miller. 
One of the difficulties of organizing 
Boy’s Work at the present time traces. 
to the old adage, that what is everyone’s 
business, is nobody’s business. In rural 
communities this is often true where. 
there is more than One Protestant church. 
When it comes to organizing a Trail 
Rangers or Tuxis Group, the officers of 
the Sunday. Schoo] Say it is the job of 
the Church Board; The Church Board 
leaves it to the Men’s Club; the Men’s 
Club leaves it to the Y.P. Union and thus 
it goes so_ that often there are boys 
aplenty but no organized Church activ- 
ity unless the minister has some spare 
time to take on a Sroup which few of 
them have. 

Then there is the case Of one church 
Waiting for the other to start Boy’s work. 
The other day I heard a minister tell of 
approaching the minister of another de- 
nomination regarding the reviving of 
the Scout Troup. The latter replied, 
“Oh, I thought you were going to take 
that up so I thought I had better not in- 
terfere”’, 

There does seem to be a certain over- 
lapping in the Church programme as to 
who or what organization should foster 
Boy’s Work in the Community. In such 
Cases it does seem that the solution is to 
be found in even more organization,—a 
district Boy’s Work Board. 

A District may comprise a township 
or an urban centre or any convenient 
Seographical entity. It should include, if 
at all possible, all the Christian churches 
and Sunday Schools in the designated 
area. The very obvious advantage of this 
Over all interdenominationa] organiza- 
tion lies in the fact that they can present 
a united front and common programme 
for all the Boy’s. It also has the authority 
to approach individuals as well as organ- 
izations of any community and to in- 
terest them in- taking the initiative in 
organizing Boy’s Groups. There is also 
the advantage of boy’s groups of any 
district being collectively interested in a 
summer camp, which is not so easily ac- 
complished by a single group. 

Boy’s Work Boards have become a 
necessary part of the army battling 
against juvenile delinquency. They are 
again in vogue as a means of re organiz- 
ing boys for mid-week activities. 
unselfishly of time, talent, and energy in 
co-operating with others. Canada must 
develop on the part of its citizens an in- 
ner urge not only to refrain from activi- 
ties harmful to society but also to accept 
the responsibility of giving time and 
energy to serve the .community, the 
church, the state and count it a privilege 
to do so.” 
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young people are considering seriously 
future vocations. I would suggest that 
some thought and practical] help be given 
along this line in each union. 

Perhaps you would wish to devote a 
special night to this subject or ten min- 
utes at several meetings. 

Suggestions: 

1. People of different vocations might 
be invited to speak about their profes- 
sions, but be sure to have good speakers 
on the subject. 

2. A committee could draw up a ques- 
tionaire and, with this as a basis, inter- 
view people in professions of interest 
to the young people of the union. Reports 
of the interviews could then be given. 

3. Older Young People tell about their 
work. 

4. CG.I.T. and Tuxas Groups leaders 
speak. 

5. Especially stress the need of full- 
time Christian service in the Church. 
Challenge Young People for work in the 
ministry. 

6. Use profile sheets for guidance in 
selecting vocations. These can be obtain- 
ed from; Science Research Associates, 
228 S. Wabash Ave., Chicago 4, Illinois. 

The Dept. of Educations should also 
have material. 

7. Certain urban schools have a full- 
time or part-time teacher doing guidance 
work from whom help might be obtain- 
ed. The Director of Guidance for the 
province is Mr. H. R. Beattie, Ontario 
Department of Education. 

8. Use films and bulletin boards. 

9. Panel discussions.

OUR NEIGHBOURS 


Immediately upon thinking of the word 
‘neighbours’, Christian young people 
probably turn their thoughts to the story 
of the Good Samaritan which gives in 
part some of the thoughts Christ had”as 
an answer to the question—Who is my 
neighbour? 

With the speed at which world events 
have taken place it has become more im- 
portant that we should try to understand 
and trust one another. Nations of the 
world can only become united as com- 
munities do so. 


That many are giving the above mat- 
ter much thought can be easily seen if 
one reads magazines and newspapers as 
well as discussing with others. 

Nothing that I could write about this 
problem could nearly measure up to 
what has been prepared for our use in 
Programme Annual Volume Four in the 
chapters entitled, ‘Do You Know Your 
Neighbours?’ and ‘New Canadians—Do 
We Want Them?’ Methods, Hymn, pray- 
er and Scripture suggestions as well as 
resource material are given at the con- 
clusion of each chapter. 

The booklet ‘Canadians All’ has in it 
some excellent material. The following 
quotations from the booklet might be of 
help— 

“A very important conclusion for us 
here in Canada is that none of our na- 
tional groups from Europe is really alien 
to the rest of us. All, by nature, are just 
as kind, just as honest, just as capable 
of serving and suffering, as any of the 
others. It is one of the darkest: crimes 
of our modern world that some evil- 
hearted men have sought to preach that 
one nationality (they would falsely say 
“race”) is superior to others and is en- 
titled, because of that superiority, to in- 
sult and enslave and exterminate others. 
It is important that we, even here in 
Canada, should be careful never to as- 
sume that our fellow-Canadians, of any 
origin, are by nature unworthy of our 
sympathy, respect. and good will. A few 
in all groups, even the English and the 
French, have been taught by evil propa- 
gandists to have hate in their hearts; 
but the vast majority of all Canadians 
are honest, loyal folk, ready and willing 
to contribute much to our united na- 
tional life.’—And again—“The thing 
that unites a people into singleness of 
nationhood is sharing together in great 
common experiences, working and striv- 
ing together in great causes.”

In an article which appeared in a Tor- 
onto paper recently, the way Forgive- 
ness and Understanding Can Help is 
pointed out—(quote)—In one of the final 
struggles of the American—Japanese war 
a young American soldier, Pte. Robert 
Johnstone, 18, was killed in battle. As a 
memorial to their younger son, his par- 
ents gave the full amount of his govern- 
ment insurance, $10,000, to his school, 
Lafayette College, to establish a scholar- 
ship. They specified that recipients of 
the scholarship were to be Orientals, and 
if possible, Japanese. 

The first winner of this scholarship is 
Robert Nishiyana, whose home is in 
Tokyo, an ex-pilot of a Japanese air- 
man corps. On hearing of his award, this 
young suicide pilot, trained to wreck 
vengeance on an enemy expressed him- 
self in these words: “I want to try my 
best to repay Mr. and Mrs. Johnstone 
for the loss of their son. I can do this 
only by giving my small bit toward es- 
tablishing good-will between our two 
countries.”

Rev. Floyd Honey Throws Out a 
Challenge 

Shortly before leaving for the China 

Mission Field,. Rev. Floyd Honey ad- 
dressed the Fall Opening Meeting of the 
Young People’s Forward Movement, held 
in the School of Missions. What he had 
to say was so worthwhile we thought we 
might share some of it with you. 

Mentioning the fact that he had been 
associated with the Forward Movement 
in its early days he said that he had fol- 
lowed its work with interest. In the 
areas in which he had seen it at work, he 
said he felt it had made a great contri- 
bution to the life and work of the Church. 
Reviewing the history of the Movement 
as he had seen it he recalled its origin 
as primarily a Missionary Movement. 
When it was discovered that to some 
extent the challenge to Missions fell on 
the deaf ears of young people who had 
no desire to share their faith, the Move- 
ment had been quite right in undertak- 
ing an evangelistic program as well. 
However, Floyd raised the question, “In 
the light of the tremendous opportuni- 
ties now facing us abroad has the time 
come when the Movement should be 
making an feven stronger ‘appeal for 
Missionary service and support?” The 
time was,” he said, “when no person 
could graduate from Victoria College 
without at some time or other facing 
the question, ‘Am I called for Mission- 
ary service?’” “That call must again be 
put before every young person in the 
church.” 

Floyd’s talk was a challenge to each 
one of us present and should be a chal- 
lenge to every one to whom this Bulletin 
goes. Ask yourself that same question. 
“Could I be of greater Christian service 
in some full time work of the Church?” 
Inform yourself about the tremendous 
needs of our time, pray about it patient- 
ly and sincerely and perhaps you will 
oe that God is calling you to some part 
of His work. One thing is certain, if our 
faith means anything to us at all, we 
will find ways of sharing it.

RADIO SCRIPT ON 
OSLO CONFERENCE

Q. So you’re going to a Conference in 
Oslo, Norway this summer? 

A. Yes, we are going to have a World 
Conference of Christian Youth there. 

Q. Is anyone else going from Can- 
ada? 

A. Oh, yes, we have 40 delegates 
going in addition to 4 leaders. 

Q. Well that’s "good to hear. How are 
the young people chosen? 

A. A large group were chosen from 
the Protestant churches. 

@. Well what churches are sending 
official delegates? 

A. Most of the Protestant churches 
co-operating include the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, The Baptist Church, 


Evangelical, Church of Christ (Discip- 
les), Lutheran, Church of England and 


the United Church. 

Q. Are the churches the only group 
sending delegates? 

A. No, the Student Christian Move- 
ment as well as the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.- 
C.A. are sending delegates. 

Q. Who decided the quota of dele- 
gates that each organization should send 
to the Conference? 

A. Well we formed a _ cooperative 
committee with all the churches and 
the S.C.M., Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. repre- 
sented on the committee. 

Q. Fine, but who set up the commit- 
tee? 

A. The Canadian: Council of Churches 
in cooperation with it’s Young People’s 
Committee. They have given fine leader- 
ship in this cooperative enterprise. 

Q. Well you said this Conference is 
going to be held in Oslo but what are 
the dates? 

A. The Conference will be held from 
July 22 to 31, 1947. 


Q. Who called this Conference in the 
first place? 

A. Altogether 8 international Christ- 
ian organizations concerned with youth 
are sponsoring this Conference. They in- 
clude the World Council of Churches, 
World Alliance of Y.M.C.A., World Y.W.- 
C.A. and World Student Christian Fed- 
eration. 

Q. How many countries are sending 
delegates? 

A. 45 nations have already registered 
delegates. 

Q. Are there any going from Russia? 

A. Russia has not registered  dele- 
gates as yet but the Eastern Orthodox 
Church which is strong in Russia is par- 
ticipating. 

Q. Well what about the countries that 
are sometimes referred to as_ satellite 
countries of Russia. Will any of them be 
represented? 

A. Well, Poland is definitely sending 
representatives and there will be a dele- 
gation from Austria too. 

Q. What about South America? Are 
any of these countries to be represent- 
ed r 

A. Yes, delegates from Argentina, 
Brazil, Venezuela, and Uruguay will be 
there also. 

Q. What about Atrica and the Far 
East? 

A. Yes, all parts of Africa. The Far 
East will also be represented with dele- 
gates from India, Ceylon and _ possibly 
Japan, ; 

@. There will be quite a lot of ex- 
pense involved in sending delegates from 
Canada to Norway, I suppose, so how 
will that be financed? 

A. Yes the expense is going to be 
very high and we have found travel ar- 
rangements extremely difficult. How- 
ever, the young people of Canada have 


responded enthusiastically and are rais- 
ing the money to help support individ- 
ual delegates. They will be raising about 


a total of $46,000 for this important 
World Conference. 

Q. Is the Canadian Government shar- 
ing in this expense 

A. No, the expenses are being raised 
entirely by the young people themselves. 
In addition they are helping to raise 
$10,000 to help finance youth coming 
from less fortunate countries such as 
China, Germany and Czechoslovakia. 

Q.Well how are you going to get to 
Oslo? 

A. I wish I could answer that ques- 
tion as easily as you can put it. A large 
part of our delegation have not secured 
final travel accommodation. Some will 
fly, some are going over on freighters. 
Others have been fortunate in securing 
regular passage accommodation on ocean 
liners. 

Q. Are you going direct to Oslo or 
will you be stopping elsewhere? 

A. Some of the delegates will be go- 

ing on Scandinavian freighters directly 
to Norway or Sweden but most of us ale 
going by way of Britain and are looking 
forward to seeing Britain as it is to-day. 
‘_Q. What will be the total number ot 
delegates attending this Conference 
from all over the world? 
» A. 1,000 youth delegates will be in 
attendance from the 45 countries already 
registered. It is hoped that there will be 
an additional 300 from the other 15 
countries. 

Q. Do you think they wiil have room 
for you in Oslo? 

A. Fortunately a Committee started 
to work on this nearly a year ago and 
throug the ecoperation of the Nor- 
wegian Governmel.t, accommodation 
has heen made avaiable. 

Q. What are you going to do when 


you get there? 


A. The theme of our Conference is 
“Jesus Christ is Lord” and our pro- 
gramme will be divided into 2 kinds of

study groups. The first half will be Bible 
Study and will be under the direction 
of Dr. Gerald Cragg, a Canadian, who is a 
minister at one of the large churches in 
Montreal. The other portion of the Con- 
ference will deal with 10 basic questions. 

Q. Well what are some of the ques- 
tions? 

A. The questions are very interesting, 
“Is Man the Slave of his Inventions?”- 
Must Individual Freedom and Social 
Justice Clash?” “Must Society be Built 
upon the Family”; “Can the Churches 
realy Unite?” “On what Basis is World 
Order Possible?” 

Q. Is this Dr. Cragg the same man 
who was a leader at the first Conference 
of World Christian Youth at Amsterdam 
in 1939? . 

A. Yes, he is the same man. He was 
returning from the Conference on the 
Athenia when it was torpedoed. 

Q. What other outstanding 
will be there? 

A. Dr. Martin Niemoeller, leader of 
the German Protestant Church, and who 
was imprisoned 8 years in concentration 
camps as Hitler’s personal prisoner, and

Q. When I was attending an interna- 
tional Conference in London in 1945, I 
noticed that the language barriers pre- 
sented great difficulty and all addresses 
had to be translated from 3 to 5 lang- 
uages. How are you going to overcome 
the language barrier at the Oslo Confer- 
ence? 

A. Committees were informed be- 
fore delegates were selected that 3 offic- 
ial languages would be used, French, 
German and English. All delegates will 
be familiar with at last one of these 
languages and these will be the 3 of- 
ficial languages. 

Q. Is this the second World Confer- 
ence of Christian Youth? 

A. Yes it is, for the first one was held 
in Amsterdam in 1939. 

Q. What good did this Conference do 
or was Amsterdam of any real value? 

A. Well delegates came back from 
Amsterdam with a thrilling message of 
the Christian faith. However, the war 
undercut the real values which would 
have followed this Conference. 

Q. What good will come out of Oslo? 

A. That depends on what the young 
people put into it. Our 40 Canadian dele- 
gates coming from all parts of Canada 
have been working with study commit- 
tees for the last six months with the 
questions that will be discussed and be- 
coming familiar with the point of view 
of Canadian youth. 

Q. Has any preparation material been 
sent out to these people? 


A. Preparation material has gone out 
to the Study committees and the delgates 
One of the churches was able to include 
a programme on Oslo in the publication 
for youth over a year ago. 


Q. Yes, I can see the value of all the 
preparation the young people have done, 
but can you answer the question more 


directly—what good will come out of 
Oslo? 


A. The Christian youth of the world 
will come back with a real sense of 
world fellowship. Through Worship 
study and discussion, they will gain in- 
Spiration, courage and conviction to 
carry the gospel of Jesus Christ into all 
areas of all the earth. Through these 
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i ersons of many races and 
ah ssoaefiar tse fir living together, 
ae il] gain a more realistic apprecia- 
ee sare problems involved in build- 
Tees one world community.

A Worship Service 
On Prayer

Thoughts from “Prayer—the Mightiest 
Force in the World”—by Fr ank Lau- 
back. 

Right praying, Jesus repeatedly de- 
clared, can remove mountains, can ac- 
complish anything. Before this last war 
people had regared His sweeping state- 
ments as “Oriental exaggerations”, or at 
least not true of our day. But people are 
changing their minds. There is a strong 
and widespread swing back toward faith 
in the might of prayer. Much of it came 
from the battle fronts. 

We have never yet had permanent 
peace. We have now to find and follow 
some straight and narrow path never 
before trodden. The way to peace is an 
utrodden path but it is not unknown. 
It is the way Jesus gave us. 

“Love thy neighbour as thyself,” not 
in word but in deed. Prayer alone will 
not be enough. We need right deeds. 
But prayer is the door that opens our 
minds so that we know what deeds are 
right. 

This is not a time for confidence, nor 
is it a time to turn to God. Everyone 
is important now, young and old alike. 
The future ef the world depends upon 
whether you and enough others like 
you, pray widely enough and often 
enough. 

“If prayers can save the world,” ask- 
ed a friend, “Why haven’t the prayers 
of the devout done it already?” Because 
their prayers have been a trickle when 
we needed a river. The people who were 
planning and working with God were 
fewer than those at cross purposes with 
God’s will. Things would come right if 
only we would pray. This is where we 
are powerful. So to be alarmed or plung- 
ed into despair, or to scold—all that is 
futile, it only makes matters worse. The 
world is already in a bad humor. But 
when we organize a prayer army, we 
are with a. stupendous host and with 
God!

Stressing the theme, “Dedication to 
Christ’s Way,” the Young People’s Un- 
ions of the Belleville Presbytery held a 
rally at Bridge Street Church on Friday 
evening, May 16, when Judge J. Carroll 
Anderson addressed an overflow gath- 
ering of over two hundred. 

Introduced by Rev. D. C. Amos, pas- 
tor of the church, who explained that 
Judge Anderson was one of the Gover- 
nors at Albert College, the speaker based 
his remarks on the new “Canadian Cit- 
izenship Act” which came in force in 
January of this year. The gathering of 
young people exemplified the fact that 
we in Canada have freedom of worship, 
the Judge stated, a freedom not enjoyed 
in many parts of the world today. Since 
the time when we became a nation there 
has been nothing to define a Canadian 
citizen, and yet we have ambassadors 
at most of the world centres, and play 
an important part in world affairs out of 
proportion to our population. 


“As Canadians we have a common 
cause,” the Judge elaborated. “We have 
received our education as the result of 
the work of our forebearers. We have 
many privileges which previous genera- 
tions did not enjoy, and our ancestors 
have handed down to us many privi- 
leges which previous generations did not 
enjoy, and our ancestors have handed 
down to us many things for which to be 
grateful. We need to stop to consider 
if we are giving all we can in the way 
of Christian service. We must contribute 
some definite duties of citizenship. Some 
two thousand young Canadians will 
come of age this year without having a 
sense of responsibility as citizens. 


“We need to associate with the new 
Canadians of nationalities other than our 
own. We have much to learn from them; 
from the French Canadians with their 
emphasis on family life and religion; 
from the Ukranians and Czechs with 
their music and workmanship. They will 
enrich our lives if we welcome them 
into our common citizenship. 


“We may not know what the future 
holds,” the Judge concluded, “but if we 
are going to make our lives count we 
must have faith in ourselves, in our 
country, and a living faith in our Christ- 
ian way of life. We must be determineu 
to be a united and free people, so that 
on reaching the age of twenty-one we 
can proudly say, “I am a Canadian citi- 


zen.”

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Audrey and Floyd Honey Write Interesting Letter 
on Their Impressions of China 


Canadian Mission, Chengtu, 
Szechwan, China. 
To The Bay of Quinte Young People: 
Dear friends: 

You will be wondering whether we 
meant anything at all by our promise to 
write to you. We certaily haven’t forgot- 
ten it, but must apologize for taking so 
long in getting arount to it. 

We last wrote from San Francisco on 
the eve of sailing. Our voyage on the S.S. 
Marine Lynx was in many respects hec- 
tic, as we were packed like sardines 
down in the hatches of a troop transport. 
Yet it was also a rich experience, as we 
travelled with nearly 700 missionaries, 
whose company was both congenial and 
inspiring. 

Arriving in Shanghai on New Year’s 
Eve, plans for an early flight to Cheng- 
tu seemed foredoomed to failure. A series 
of bad air crashes about that time led to 
passenger planes being grounded, first 
for a week, and later indefinitely. One of 
these crashes brought tragedy to our 
- Own party in the death of Mrs. John 
Kitchen of our Mission, together with 
several other missionaries who had been 
with us on the Marine Lynx. Conditions 
on the river steamers at that time of the 
year were very bad for small children, 
so we decided to wait till the planes flew 
again. Finally on March 12th we got pas- 
sage on a U.S. Army plane direct to 
Chengtu. We landed at Chengtu airfield 
less than six hours after the take-off at 
‘Shanghai, but more than three months 
after-leaving Toronto. 


‘We promised to tell’ you “something. 


‘ about our impressions of China. I*sup- 
» pose everyone has about the same reac- 
tions on first entering a foreign land. 
Things that are already familiar to you 
from books and pictures suddenly stand 
before you in real life. As you steam up 
the river toward port, the water around 





you swarms with Chinese junks and 
sampans, and the people whose home is 
on the river. You step ashore, and there 
are the rickshaws, the multifarious bur- 
dens balanced on bamboo poles across 
coolies’ shoulders, the vendors of a 
thousand articles, filling the air with the 
sound of their chants and noise-making 
instruments, temples and other build- 
ings in the unmistakeable style of Chin- 
ese architecture. All these things appear 
so familiar that you find yourself mak- 
ing an effort to realize that now you are 
really in China, these are not just pic- 
tures from a travel book. Now and again 
the strangeness of it comes home to you 


with special force. You step outside your’ 


compound gate, and all you can see is 
Chinese faces. You feel very much a 
stranger in a strange land. But as often 
as not you find yourself accepting it so 
naturally that you feel you have not 
duly appreciated the experience of trav- 
elling to a foreign country. 


One thing that impressed us was the 
low standard of living. When we first 
drove into Chengtu from the airfield, it 
seemed like a city that is all slums. The 
unbroken monotony of low, unpainted 
buildings and dirty tile roofs, the rough 
condition of the average person’s cloth- 
ing, the filth and squalor, the absence of 
privacy or even desire for it among a 
people who seem almost to live on the 
street—this is how Chengtu strikes the 
newcomer. It is surprising how quickly 
you learn to take all this for granted. 


Of course that is not a complete pic- 
ture of Chengtu. There are streets that 
are clean and wide and modern, with 
western style buildings and _ attractive 
shops. There are also clean and spacious 
residences, but these we seldom see as 
they are, like our own home, behind com- 
pound walls. Their occupants we see rid- 


ing through the streets in private rick- 
shaws, their clothing and general appear- 
ance in sharp contrast with their sur- 
roundings. 


Another impression, is the way in 
which men do the work of beasts. Our 
heavy trunks were carried up from the 
wharfside on the backs of men—one man 
per trunk! Two-wheeled carts were piled 
high with freight and drawn through 
the city and across country by men, their 
bodies straining against the load, their 
bare backs glistening with perspiration. 
When we ride across town, a man trots 
between the shafts ahead of us. It is 
hard to accept this at first. Yet it is the 
prevailing order, and it is bread and but- 
ter (or rice, rather) to the people con- 
cerned. To refuse to hire them would 
only mean to impoverish them further. 


We find ourselves much drawn to these 
rickshaw coolies. They lead a wretched 
existence, get a mere pittance, and die 
young. Yet on the whole it is surprising 
how good-natured they seem. We often 
wonder whether something special could 
be done to reach them with the Gospel. 
They certainly should appreciate our 
Lord’s “Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden”; but I am afraid 
not very many of them are hearing the 
invitation. 

You are wondering what inflation is 
like? The enclosed picture was taken af- 
ter Church here one Sunday morning. 
The hat is made entirely of ten-dollar 
bills. There was a currency shortage at 
the time, and the banks began releasing 
ten-dollar notes that had been in their 
vaults. The things were so worthless 
that the younsters used them to make 
hats and necklaces and all sorts of things! 
When we arrived in Shanghai, the price 
of the English-language daily newspap-

Jochebed was the wife of Amram of 
the tribe of Levi. Her family with many 
other Israelites were living in Egypt 
and were subject to Pharoah. Before her 
third child was born, an edict went out 
over the country that all male babies 
belonging to the Hebrews should be kill- 
ed at birth. Therefore she hid her infant 
Moses as long as she could and then 
carefully made a covered basket and plac- 
ed him in the rushes on the river, where 
the wealthy Egyptian women came to 
bathe.

At your next Culture meeting perhaps 
you would like to have a “Poetry Night”.

We are very pleased that the General 
Executive of the United Church has seen 
fit to appoint another field secretary for 
boys’ work ond young people’s work in 
the person of Rev. Earl Leard who will 
make his headquarters in Toronto, 299 
Queen St. W., for the present. He comes 
to the office vacated by Rev. L. Carlson, 
highly recommended for his personality 
and interest in Christian education of the 
youth of our land. 

This means that once again we can ex- 
pect a forward step in Boys’ work. The 
first move is plans for Boys’ Work Con- 
ferences to be held in the fall in Toronto 
and Ottawa (More details later). The 
aims of these conferences is to begin a 
program of intensive training for lead- 
ers and prospective leaders of Boys’ 
work throughout the respective areas. 

No one doubts that there are plenty of 
boys in most communities to form splen- 
did groups of Trail Rangers, etc., but 
there is definitely a lack of leaders of the 
right sort. Proper leadership of boys is 
essentially Christian leadership and only 
the Church can provide that leadership. 

In many cases it is not easy to find the 
proper leadership but I firmly believe 
that there is someone in every commun- 
ity who can give the time and effort to 
lead a boys’ group provided they are 
approached in the right Way and can be 
provided with the means to acquire the 
proper training. 

Whenever there is a request for lead- 
ership of a group of boys there are us- 
ually two answers. No time, no training. 
But it is also true that there is too often 
an undesireable type of leadership for 
boys in our towns and villages for which 
there seems to be plenty of time and 
training.

Leadership Training

For some of us there will be little op- 
portunity for travel this summer.

I wonder if we realize the 
importance of this. What can it mean to 
us? 

This fall the young people who have 
represented us at Oslo will be able to 
bring their report and impressions of 
such a momentous gathering. It will be 
up to us to use the delegates in our con- 
ferences and rallies. We share delegates 
with the Toronto and Montreal and Ot- 
tawa Conferences. These two young 
people will help us see what an impact 
this meeting should have on world youth. 
Let us keep this in mind when planning 
for fall gatherings. 

From this ramble it is my hope that 
you may glean something of worth as 
you too prepare for Christian service in 
the months of summer and early aut- 
umn.

ers was just being raised from $300.00 to 
$500.00 on the ground that newsboys 
were finding it hard to make change at 
$300. Now the pr ice is $5,000. The current 
exchange rate is about U.S. $1.00 to 
Chinese $20,000. When we first arrived it 
was about 6,000 to 1. We are not suffer- 
ing, as the rate of exchange is keeping 
pace fairly well with the price rise. Not 
so long ago this was not the case, and 
missionaries were having a very diffi- 
cult time. 

The people who really suffer are the 
poor Chinese wage and salary earners. 
They have not the security of a stable 
foreign currency on _ which to anchor 
their income and savings. The price of 
rice is rising every week. Last week it 
was something over $50,000 a bushel; 
now they tell us it is about $70,000. At 
the beginning of the year it was $10,- 
000. Last week there were rice riots in 
Chengtu. A few wealthy individuals 
have been hoarding rice and keeping it 
off the market. The poor people, unable 
to buy, gathered into mobs and raided 
the rice shops. The rioting has subsided 
now, and the government has taken some 
steps to force the rice into the market. 
However the general economic picture is 
very disheartening. The twin evils of the 
civil war and corruption in high places 
make a fundamental stabilizing of the 
national economy almost a superhuman 
task. As for the civil war, no one can say 
what the outcome will be. The Commun- 
ists are not necessarily aiming at the 
military conquest of the country. Their 
plan is to bring the National Government 
to economic collapse and then seize pow- 
er. As for the moral problem, we know 
that the Gospel is China’s one hope of 
Salvation; and it is our task—yours and 
ours—to bring its power to bear as speed- 
ily and energetically as we can, God 
helping us. 

Just now we are facing a wonderful 
opportunity for evangelism here. Unlike 
the early days of the mission, the atti- 
tude both to foreigners and Christianity 
is prevailingly friendly. Which reminds 
us that we must tell you about “Meesat- 
er Ding How”! It seems that when the 
American airmen were here, about the 
only bit of Chinese they knew was 
one How”, which means “very good” 
or “very well”. They would say this in 
answer to the question “How bu how?”, 
eupien means “How are you?” (literally, 

Good or not good?”), They always ac- 
companied it with the thumbs- “up . ges- 
ture. Well now as we go through the 
streets ,the children all stick up. their 


thumbs, put on a broad grin, and shout, 
“Meesater Ding How!” When you recall 
that the usual greeting was once “For- 
eign devil!”, it gives you some idea of 
the change of attitude. 

Well what we started to say is that 
Christianity too no longer bears the stig- 
ma it used to. It is no longer considered 
a shameful thing to become a Christian. 
This of course may have its dangers. But 
provided we can make sure that conver- 
sions are thoroughgoing, not a mere 
“setting on the band-wagon, we might 
easily witness a widespread movement 
into the Christian fold. This is particular- 
ly true among Middle School students, 
who are showing a _ keen interest in 
Christianity. If only we had the staff to 
cope with such an opportunity! As it is, 
we are placing inexperienced Chinese 
pastors in charge of churches and giv- 
ing them only very occasional fellow- 
ship with a missionary. The result, all 
too frequently, is a church in decline or 
barely holding its own. 

We were pleasantly surprised to learn 
that there is a little missionary work we 
can do even before we know the lang- 
uage. There is a great demand for Eng- 
lish here now, so every mission has its 
English Club in connection with the 
Church. Young people—many of them 
Middlg School students and some busi- 
ness and professional people—come out 
to these clubs to improve their English; 
and while they are there they are intro- 
duced to the English Bible. This respon- 
sibility is turned over largely to the new 
missionaries, and it is a real satisfaction 
to get your hand into the work right from 
the beginning, even on a small scale. 


Already two Middle School boys have 
been around to the house to enquire 
about how to become a Christian, and 
we have had the privilege of guiding 
them through a decision for Christ. It 
was a case of “One soweth and another 
reapeth . . . Others have laboured, and 
ye are entered into their labour” (John 
4: 37,38). One of these lads impressed us 
especially. He comes from a poor home. 
His clothes are far from new. But there 
is a seriousness of purpose in his face 
that shows that he values his education- 
al privileges and intends to make the 
most of it. He seems to carry the same 
eagerness over into His Christian deci- 
sion. I asked him if he would be willing 
to confess Christ among his schoolmates 
and let it be known definitely that he is 
a Christian. “Oh yes,” he replied, “I’d be 
glad to!’ We covet the same eagerness for 
some of our Christians at home. 

However, our main business just now 
is language study. We have had about 
three months of it now, and can under- 
stand a little and speak a little in our 
halting way. But there is a long road 


ahead. We deeply appreciate the  »prom- 
isés we have received from many of you 
to pray for us in this regard, and We ask 
for your continued prayers. It is’ ofthe 
utmost importance that we learn to speak 
so that people can understand us easily. 
Will you please pray for our mission as 
well, and pray for the Chinese Church 
that is struggling into existence, that we 
may receive both the man-power and the 
spiritual power needed to equip us for 
our task. 

We remember you in our prayers too. 
We think of you very affectionately, and 
are eager for any news of you. We have 
received two copies of the Quinte Broad- 
cast and are looking for further copies. 
We have also had personal letters from a 
number of you, and they have meant a. 
great deal to us. We intend to send at 
least a brief personal acknowledgement 
of these letters. And anytime you feel 
like sitting down and writing a line, eith- 
er as a Union or as an individual, we'll 
be more than glad to hear from you. 

Now we must close. “The grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ be with you all.”

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Raymond M. Gunsolus, Business Manager of the Quinte Broadcast Sends 
Interesting and Explanatory Report on the Development and Present 


Dear Readers of the Broadcast: 


For almost three years it has been my 
privilege and honour to serve’ as business 
manager for your paper, “The Quinte 
Broadcast”. 

I wish, on behalf of myself, our Editor, 
and Committee to thank all throughout 
this Bay of Quinte Conference who have 
supported and boosted our paper. 

It has been a source of inspiration to 
receive letters from readers who are 
eager to renew their subscription, who 
tell us of the help they have received in 
preparing their Y.P.U. programmes and 
other messages from those who enjoy 
reading it and anticipate receiving each 
copy. 

We know, too, that we have many 
friends from whom we do not hear, nor 
do we expect to. We of the Broadcast 
Committee are interested, primarily, in 
serving and giving leadership through 
the paper to further and make more ef. 
fective the Christian way of living among 
all our Young People. It was back in 
1928 or 1929 that the idea of a Confer- 
ence Young People’s paper was first con- 
ceived. Let me stress the fact that it was 
not launched as a Culture project, a 
hobby or a money-making scheme. 

Following is the reason for its begin- 
ning: 

Our Conference is made up of seven 
Presbyteries, each with a full Executive 
of its own. To unite these seven Presby- 
teries into a closely knit conference was 
difficult. There was a tendency for the 
presbyteries to become isolated units. 
We know that to hecome more effective 
in a cause for the promomtion of any 
programme, or organization, close co- 
operation is necessary. So it was felt that 
there was no more effective means than 
the printed word to inform al] our young 
people what the unions in the various 
presbyteries were doing and what was 
expected of them. (This might well re- 
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Policy of Operation 


mind us of the freedom of the press). 

The Quinte Broadcast was launched 
for this purpose and it was a struggle 
indeed. In those early days it was not 
published monthly as it is now. In fact 
it would never have survived its infancy 
had it not been for the dynamic driving 
force of such young people’s leaders, as 
Stephen G. Saywell and Homer Bor- 
land. They spent hours and hours for 
years, but they saw it through. The 35c 
subscription could not commence _ to 
finance it and finally the idea was adopt- 
ed to have each Presbytery subsidize it. 
This was a great aid and is still in effect 
today. . 

Space will not permit to deal further 
with the earlier history of our paper so 
a brief outline of your paper during the 
past three years and how your 50c as a 
subscriber is spent. 

Three years ago the circulation of the 
Broadcast was between 350 and 400. To- 
day it is between 750 and 800—an in- 
crease, but when you consider that there 
are approximately 5000 United Church 
Young People in our Conference it should 
greatly exceed even this. 

For several years you have received for 
90c a year a young people’s paper pub- 
lished every month and consisting of 
eight pages per issue. 

This at a cost to you as a reader of 
only a postage stamp per month! 

Three years ago we were paying ap- 
proximately $28.00 per (monthly) issue 
to have our paper published. This was in 
1944 and the publisher then was not in a 
position to give us the service we desir- 
ed due to labour shortages and urgent 
war-time printing contracts. In June, 
1945, our present publisher, Mr. Sam 
Curry, of The Tweed News, took over. 
The cost then was $35.00 per monthly 
issue, an increase,—but we were given a 
service which was not enjoyed previous- 
ly. Our present printing cost is $39.50 per 





monthly issue or $474.00 per year. Last 
year it was slightly higher for we pub- 
lished three or four 12 page issues. This 
is, in comparison with many other print- 
ing houses, a very reasonable charge. 
We feel indeed fortunate to have the 
services of such a fine organization as 
The Tweed News to look after our 
printing requirements. Our last fiscal 
year grossed us $160.00 in new subscrip- 
tions and $179.50 in renewals, a total of 
$339.50. Our readers will quite readily 
agree and realize that it is utterly im- 
possible to operate without our system of 
Presbytery fees, which are assessed as 
nearly as possible on the basis of $1.00 
per union for each presbytery. We feel 
that this is a fair basis and not an ex- 
cessively heavy burden, especially when 
you take into consideration that our sub- 
scription rate of 50c has not been in- 
creased in face of increased costs which 
are unavoidable, and in many respects 
we are fortunate they haven’t increased 
to a greater extent! 

To assist us in our finances we have 
accepted a limited amount of paid adver- 
tising and have realized approximately 
$40.00 per year from this source. 

To make your paper more attractive 
we have introduced the publications of 
pictures of many of our leaders and Y.P. 
U. workers. It necessarily entails an 
added expense to have ‘cuts’ made for 
this purpose—a service rendered to us 
at cost by Mr. Curry! 

I hope that our readers will realize 
that we have to be very vigilant to be 
able to operate on an even financial 
basis, as we now do. With continued hard 
work by our Broadcast Committee and 
with your support we can continue to 
do so.

Perhaps there is none other among 
the later contemporary hymns ee ap- 
peals more strongly 10 the Christian 
youth of to-day when choosing a hymn 
to express their challenges and loyalties, 
than S. Ralph Harlow’s “QO Young and 
Fearless Prophet”. Dr. Harlow has been 
acquainted with the thought of youth for 
many years. Prior to his induction as 
professor of Religion and Social Ethics at 
Smith College, he had the rare privilege 
of association with students in the Inter- 
national College of Smyrna in Turkey. 
Doctor Harlow gives evidence, 00, of 
close acquaintance with the Master of 
life and in this hymn interprets the mind 
of Christ as it is known also to others 
who “walk with Him”. 

While motoring through the country in 
the state of Massachusetts, Dr. Harlow 
remarked to his wife, “The lines of a 
hymn are coming to me with no effort 
on my part, the engine of this car seems 
to be chugging out the words.” 

Stopping for lunch a few moments 
later, Mrs. Harlow suggested that he 
write out the lines before they left him. 
Picking up a menu card, he scribbled 
the words on the back of it, and passed 
it to his wife to read. 

Continuing their journey, they passed 
a brook in which a man was bathing his 
feet. Mrs. Harlow remarked about’ the 
tired expression on the man’s face. As 
they began the ascent of a rather steep 
hill, the thought of the tired man kept 
coming back to them. Finally Mrs. Har- 
low remarked, “Do you know, Ralph, 
that if we really believed what you 
wrote in those verses, we would turn 
back and give that man a lift.” Although 
they were halfway up the hill, they turn- 
ed around, drove back to the brook, and 
invited the man to ride with them. Work 
Was secured for the discouraged unfor- 
tunate who is at the present time con- 
tented and living a useful life. 

The stanza that is not included in the 
publication of Dr. Harlow’s hymn was 
the one he and his wife associated with 
this experience. Should we not, though,

Is your church growing stronger? Have 
you a steadily increasing congregation? 

In many communities to-day, we hear 
people saying, “Our church congregation 
seems to be dwindling.

What can we do about it?

We must ac- 
cept the responsibility that is ours. 

It will require thorough preparation, 
time and labour, so that each young per- 
son in our local union can be trained to 
work in this campaign. 

You can make the preparation, a real 
joy by planning a Leadership Training 
Class in your union to study this very 
topic “Helping Others to Be Christian.” 

This pamphlet is recommended for 
study in some presbyteries, to be accom- 
panied by the booklet “Visitation Evan- 
gelism” (5c) prepared by the Board of 
Evangelism and Social Service.

It is most gratifying to see the eager- 
ness with which young people listen to 
our personal messages and discuss how 
the Christian life affects them. We can 
see a definite yearning for the “straight 
goods” of the Christian gospel. Many 
have started on the “Way”, and are only 
too glad of the opportunity to discuss 
ways and means of growing in and en- 
riching it. 

We have met with two kinds of hunger 
in the souls and minds of young people. 
One is that already refered to,—the de- 
sire to grow in the Christian Way. The 
other is the hunger of those who have 
not given their lives to Christ. They are 
seeking for some way of peace and happ!- 
ness. They are seeking some means of 
Overcoming their problems. 

In an effort to alleviate those types of 
soul-hunger, we share with young people 
some of our experiences of growing In 
the Christian life. We tell them what 
Christ means to us, of how He helps us 
to face our problems and overcome them, 
of the peace and joy which can be found 
only in Him. This method of sharing has 
been very helpful to many young people.

Often just after a few smali shoots 
have come through the ground a heavy 
rain storm bends the little shoots dawn. 


When the storm passes and the plants 


are examined few will be bro'xen Mar- 
garet Sangster says that from her gar- 
den she learned that adversity may hend 
the spirit but the spirit need not break. 

Almost from the time the small plants 
appear weeds have to be pulled and the 
ground loosened. In our lives too, temp- 
tation and evil ideas crowd in and we 
constantly have to pluck them out if 
more important things are to grew. “It 
is not enough to refrain from activities 


_ harmful to society but one must also ac- 


cept the responsibility of giving time 
and energy to serve the community, the 
church, the state and count it a privilege 
to do so”, says Dr. H. R. Kingston. 

As each plant produces a bloom, a 
message is there. Daisies, like the light. 
They do not like the darkness of night 
for they fold their petals over their faces. 
Someone has said that daisies seem to 
say “This world is a beautiful place. I 
hope you are as happy as we are.” The 
gold centre and the white petals tell us 
that life can be rich and rare if one lives 
a life of purity and service. The forget- 
me-not has even within its name the 
greatest secret of a happy life if one 
thinks of it as a name given by God— 
Forget-Me-Not.

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Report of 19th Annual Convention of Bay of 
Quinte Conference Young People’s Union

The Nineteenth Annual Convention Of © 
the Bay of Quinte Conference Young 
People’s Union was held in King Street 
United Church, Oshawa, on Friday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, October 24, 25 and 26. 
The Theme was “Venturing for Christ” 
and the Theme Hymn was “O Young and 
Fearless Prophet”. Dr. Manson Doyle was 
the Theme Speaker and very ably dealt 
with the theme of our Convention. 

The Convention opened with registra- 
tion at 430 p.m. Friday, in charge of 
Miss Muriel Stacey, Oshawa, who, with 
her committee, very efficiently handled 
the matter of registration and billets. The 
registration was approximately two hun- 
dred and fifty and it was no small task 
to provide billets for these people. Glenna 
Wilson very ‘capably acted as Business 
Manager of the Convention. Supper was 
at 6.00 with President Roy Ormiston pre- 
siding. A very enjoyable sing-song was 
conducted by Bill Weir with Glenna Wil- 
son at the piano. 

The Evening Session commenced at 
8.00 p.m., with a welcome to the Church 
by Rev. J. V. McNeely to which Roy Or- 
miston replied. Mr. Eldon Weber, Presi- 
dent of Hamilton Conference, was present 
and brought greetings from his Confer- 
ence, and Vera Wasnidge, National Pub- 
lications Convener, spoke on the Mission- 
ary books she brought with her. After an 
inspiring Worship Service by Oshawa 
Presbytery, Jean Armour presided for the 
great Youth Missionary Rally. Jean, in a 
few well chosen words, provided the set- 
ing for the Missionary Evening and in- 
troduced Rey. Anson Moorhouse. Rev. 
Moorhouse gave a most interesting and 
instructive pictorial review of our great 
missionary enterprise in China. The pic- 
tures were of special interest to us be- 
cause they had been taken by Rey. 
Iloyd Honey. Mr. Moorhouse mentioned 
that there were many changes in China 
to-day and made particular reference to 
the interest the Chinese youth are taking

in study in North America; that they are 


all eager to learn English; and that the

Moorhouse mentioned that while Floyd 
and Audrey are themselves only com- 
mencing to learn Chinese, they already 
have a class in English. Jean moved a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Moorhouse:and the 
evening closed with a solo by Jack Camp- 
bell. 


The session opened Saturday morning 
with Gala Rogers presiding, with a Wor- 
ship Service by Cobourg Presbytery. 
Hugh Miller gave the introduction to 
Commission Groups and the following 
groups met for discussion: 1, ‘Come over 
into Macedonia and help us’ (Missions), 
Jean Armour, Perth; 2. ‘Whatsoever 
things are lovely ... think on _ these’ 
(Culture), Dr. Clare Oke, Welcome; 3. ‘I 
am the Way’, (Citizenship), Rev. M. C. 
Fisher, B.A., B.D., Brooklin; 4. ‘Upon this 
Rock I will build my Church’, (Fellow- 
ship), Mrs. Hazel de Guere Wood, Tor- 
onto; 5. ‘And Jesus increased in Wisdom 
and Stature’ (Boys’ Work and Girls’ 
Work), Rev. Earl Leard, Toronto; 6. Ad- 
ministration, Miss Dorothy Young, B.A., 
Toronto. 

Dr. Clare Oke then conducted a very 
instructive and interesting period of art 
appreciation. 

We were then privileged to hear Dr. 
Doyle in his first Theme Address of the 
Convention. Dr. Doyle said, that although 
adventure usually means danger, adven- 
turing for Christ is safe. When we ven- 
ture for Christ we are following the path 


walked by many. He stressed the fact 


that a leader has to be a follower first. 
Followers become leaders, but no others 
will. Followers become leaders when 
they develop the gifts God gave them. 
We should look upon adventuring for 
Christ as an investment. 

During the noon meal, Glenna Wilson 
conducted an enjoyable sing song and 
Ray Gunsolus solicited support for the 
Quinte Broadcast. 

Rev. Lloyd Shorten presided at the af- 


ternoon session on Saturday, when the 
session opened with a fine Worship Ser- 
vice by Belleville Presbytery. The wor- 
ship centre consisting of a picture of 
Christ ,the open Bible, with lighted 
candles on either side, all on a black cloth 
with the words above “Let us Worship” 
was most impressive. After another per- 
iod of Commission Groups, the Secretary 
presented the report of the Nominating 
Committee. An Amendment was made 
that Doug. Donevan’s name be added as 
a member at large. It was moved by Lor- 
etta McDougall, seconded by George 
Grier, that with the addition of this 
amendment, the report be adopted as 
read. Carried. Then followed Dr. Doyle’s 
second Theme Address, “Adventures in 
Service”. Referring to the motto of the 
Salvation Army, “To God my heart, to 
man my hand,” Dr. Doyle said that may 
well have meaning for all of us. “To God 
my heart in allegiance, but to man my 
daily work and service as I help my fel- 
low man to do His will also. We pray to 
God to help us when in trouble. Do we 
ever stop to think that God cannot help 
us unless we are responding to His call 
and will ....The busiest people have 


_Aeen the people that give God the most 


time. The busiest people have been the 
people that were the most effective and 
gave the greatest portion of their leisure 
and free time.’ Rather than fulltime and 
part time service, Dr. Doyle prefers the 
distinction, volunteer and professional. 
The ideal is full-time service for every- 
body, either professional or volunteer 
Volunteer workers can do much and do 
create public opinion. Professional Christ- 
ian workers are greatly needed today, 
both men and women, through every 
phase of our United Church work, both 
at home and abroad. Rev. Lloyd Shorten 
expressed the thanks of the Conference 
Y.P.U. to Roy Ormiston for his untiring 
efforts as President during the past year, 
and asked that we pledge our support to 
the newly-elected President, Jack Camp- 
bell. Jack Campbell spoke briefly and 
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Nineteenth Convention

pledged his support to the Y.P.U. work in 
this conference during the coming year 
and asked for the co-operation of all. 
Morley Clark of Emmanuel College was 
then called upon to present a challenge to 
full-time service. He stressed three main 
points: 1. What are our capabilities? 
Talk to the people who know you best— 
your minister, your school teacher, your 
Closest friends and discuss the matter 
with them, and if they are your friends, 
they will tell you the truth. 2. Look out 
on the world and see what is needed, and 
where is the greatest need.

It was moved 
by Margaret Smith, seconded by Ella 
Down, that the reports be adopted as 
read. Carried. Ray Gunsolus then pre- 
sented the report of the Resolutions 
Committee, and it was moved by Ray, 
seconded by Glenna Wilson that the re- 
port be adopted. Carried. 


The newly-elected officers were then 
installed into office by Dr. Manson Doyle, 
in a very impressive service in which all 
young people present took part. The af- 
ternoon session closed with a commun- 
ion service conducted by Rev. J. V. Mc- 
Neely, assisted by members of his ses- 
sion, at which Rev. Geo. Telford gave a 
most fitting address. 


The closing session of the convention 
commenced at 7.00, with Evening Wor- 
ship, during which Rey. C. D. McLellan, 
President of Conference -delivered the 
Sermon. Dorothy Young gave- the even- 
ing prayer, Gala Rogers read the scrip- 
ture and Loretta. McDougall was the 


soloist. Mr. McLellan said in part, ‘As a 
leader Jesus has never been surpassed, 
and he 


Continues to lead in all that is 
best... The Kingdom of God as taught by 
Jesus Christ is the one hope of a happy 
and peaceful world to-day. I believe that” 
Jesus is looking for followers, young men 
and women who will leave all and devote 
their life to His Service ... Can you im- 
agine a world that has more need for 
leaders and Christian workers than our 
yp Rent Ons to-day? There are not 
ties on leaders to cope with the difficul- 
ues we face, There is a much greater de- 
ae for ministers, deaconesses and = 
er leaders at home and on the mis $3 
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sion field than can be*supplied . . . Some 
young men feel that they can’t be a min- 
ister for they haven’t received a definite 
call. Most men in the ministry have a 
conviction which grows on them’ grad- 
ually over a period of time. They come to 
the conviction that this is the work of 
His Kingdom. This is an enduring call 


and is like the call of Jesus—‘“‘Come fol- 


low men and I will make you fishers of 
men.” ... Young people want to do 
something worthwhile in the world and 
sometimes they give themselves to the 


wrong cause. Misguided youth in Ger- 


many followed Hitler and became Nazis, 
and in Russia the youth followed Lenin. 
Young people are always ready to follow 
some leader and in Christ we have a lead- 
er whom. we can follow with the greatest 
eonfidence. Christ is a leader who has a 
larger band of capable followers than any 
other man has had throughout the ages 
and now the need is greater than ever... 
What a great thing it would be for the 
Church, for our own life, for our country, 
and what a tremendous thing it would 
be for the Kingdom of God, if we could 
all hear the challenge of the greatest 
leader of all time and respond, everyone 
of us, to take a step forward into Christ- 
lan Service. What a wonderful thing it 
would be if we could say of this Con- 
vention—Lord, the whole convention has 
stepped forward. Jesus calls us. The 
time has come to take a step forward 
and offer ourselves for any service under 


the greatest leader of all time.” The clos-_ 


ing dedication service in charge of Mar- 
garet Smith, assisted by Rev. Earl Leard, 
Gwen Wilson, Glenna Wilson and Mad- 
ilyn Wilcox, was a most fitting conclu- 
sion to a very inspiring convention. 





REPORTS OF COMMISSION GROUPS. 


“Come over into Macedonia and help 
us” (Missions), Miss Jean Armour, Perth. 

The greater part of the first period was 
devoted to the discussion of the Bay of 
Quinte Missions’ Project. In order to meet 
our objective of $5500, we suggest that 
the unions adopt the duplex envelope 
system of giving, that special Honey 
Night programmes be held and the col- 
lection used for this purpose, or_ that 
each member lay aside a certain amount 
each week for Missions. We also stressed 
the importance of forwarding the report 
of our givings to Toronto through our 
Church Treasurer, and of making a simi- 
lar report to our Presbytery Missions 
Convenor, so that our Conference will get 
full credit. We hope that all unions will 
support the Honeys, not only with their 


- givings, but with their prayers and let- 


ters. 

We also mention here that books and 
materials recommended for Mission pro- 
grammes, included: My Captain Oliver, 
Christian World Facts, With Glowing 
Hearts, Out of the Tepee, Missionary Let- 
ters, and, of course, the Programme An- 
nual. 

The rest of the time was devoted to the 
discussion of Christian Service under 
three headings: 1. “Why is the challenge 
of the Christian Ministry not appealing 
to the youth of to-day?” We interpreted 


_ the words “Christian Ministry” to include 


its many fields of service for both men 
and women. We believe that the answer 
to this question is to be found in selfish- 
ness, indifference, ignorance of the need, 
lack of good leadership, lack of religious 
training in the home. 2: “Have you ever 
given any thought to full-time service in 
the Church? If so, why have you reject- 
ed it?” These reasons were given: mis- 
guided information; lack of funds; home 
ties, lack of realization of the numerous 
avenues for Christian Service within the 
Church. 3. “You have just been elected 
Moderator of the United Church. What 
would you do to strive to build up the 
missionary activity of our church and 
fill the ranks of the ministry?” The fol- 
lowing were suggested: 1. Set up a pro- 
gramme whereby the challenge of the 
Church’s great need would be presented 
more effectively by our leaders. 2. Keep 
our people informed about the Mission- 
ary activity of the Church through more 
and better moving pictures, slides and by 
radio. 3. Have more scholarships and 
training schools established and informa- 
tion about these schools more widely pub- 
licized. 4. Establish a system of religious 
education in the schools so that the child- 
ren will be ever conscious of the need 
for consecrated service. 





“Whatsoever Things are lovely... 
think on these” (Culture), Dr. Clare Oke, 
Welcome, Ont. 

We considered first the place of cul- 
ture, or the justification of it. Our human 
constitution is divided into animal and 
spirit. The animal constitution expresses 
itself in physical energy used in recrea- 
tion. Our spiritual constitution is that 
which distinguishes us from the animals. 
The spiritual side of our lives makes us 
search for a knowledge of truth for good- 
ness and beauty. Since we are thus con- 
stituted, culture becomes not only a ne- 
cessity but an enrichment, too—not an 
embroidery, but food for the mind. 

Our purpose is to enhance our own 
lives by gaining a wide knowledge and 
interest in the various phases of Christ- 
ian Culture. Only then can we develop 
programmes of value and pass on to oth- 
ers our knowledge and enthusiasm. 
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Some of the various departments which 


‘come under Christian Culture are as fol- 


lows reading, music, art, beautification 
of the community, drama, handcrafts and 
hobbies, printing, public speaking, 
science and business practice. Under 
reading we decided that the majority of 
books read to-day were novels of which 
the pure fiction had little cultural value 
except for good English. The historical 
novels and novels of the sea transport 
us to another world and we live the dif- 
ficulties and successes of others. We 
should read a book with an open mind 
and a critical spirit, not with the idea 
of pulling the book and the author apart 
but to find standards of good living and 
worthwhile attitudes of mind. Some of 
us are apt to shy away from poetry, but 
such poems as Masefield’s “Everlasting 
Mercy” and “The Rubyiat” of Omar Kyam 
give excellent background material on 
which to build a culture programme. 
Magazines rate among the most popular- 
ly read books to-day. The stories have 
little cultural value and many of the ar- 
ticles are biased-as are many editorials 
in the newspapers which few people take 
time to-read. But, if we recognize this 
biased opinion and think our way through 
clearly, magazines and newspapers add 
greatly to our appreciation of goodness, 
truth and beauty in life. 


The music Department is divided into 
three groups, classical, folk songs and 
negro spirituals. Most people find that 
classical music is too complex and takes 
patience and repitition to gain apprecia- 
tion. Hence only a few are interested. 
The folk songs have a fresh living quality 
which appeals to most people. The negro 
spirituals have simpler words and the 
repetition gives greater meaning than do 
many hymns. It appears however that 
spirituals become meaningless when used 
in sing songs. They can often be used 
quite effectively before a worship ser- 
vice. 

The drama demands the co-operation 
of all members and brings-a financial re- 
ward as well as a development of talent. 
If a drama is being put.on by a large 
union which cannot use all its members 
directly in the play, it might be well to 
practice some other night so as not to 
allow Young Peoples to fall off during 
this time. Bible dramas which take little 
preparation beforehand might be used. 
A well-known story such as The Good 
Samaritan is used and ideas and actions 
are developed as the drama progresses. 
Another idea for interest is the Presby- 
tery Festival at which unions within the 
Presbytery compete in the presentation 
of one-act plays. 

Since few young people know about 
business affairs of the outside world, it 
would be helpful to have a lawyer or a 
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banker talk to the union. Public speaking 
will encourage those who are hesitant in 
speaking to voice their opinions. Stump 
speeches which the speaker Is_ given 2 
minutes to prepare after choosing a topic 
will often encourage the younger mem- 
s to speak. 

asin: ate which might be follow- 
ed in organizing a Christian Culture Pro- 
gramme were then discussed: 

1. The committee should get together 
two months before the program so that 
the work will not all fall on the conven- 
ors. 

2. An individual should be appointed 
to do research and report to the commit- 
tee. The research might be on astronomy, 
bird life, etc. This research should sup- 
plement the Programme Annual which is 
meant only as a guide in planning pro- 
grammes. 

3. An authority or an artist could be 
secured although this should not be a 
practice at every meeting. Such subjects 
as music and vocational guidance lend 
themselves to this arrangement. 

4. These methods are suggested by 
head office. 

(a) Discussion of set questions; 

(b) Discussion of questions previous- 
ly assigned to members of the group; 

(c) Panel discussions or planned con- 
versation; 

(e) Dramatization; 

(f) Programmes built around charts, 
maps or visual aids: 

(g) Questionnaires, objective tests and 
quizzes; 

(h) Informal debates, research and 
reporting; 

(1) Forum on religious, scientific or 
economic matters. 

With all these suggestions we leave 
Oshawa and return to our own unions 
to try to put them into practice. 





“IT am the Way”, (Citizenship), Rev. M.

Hello Young People: 


Anda Merry Christmas to you all. How 


about starting the New Year off with a 
Calendar Party. A party to take you all 
through the year with enthusiasm and 
inspiration. Shall we start? 

JANUARY—A Calendar Race. Seat 2 
lines of players with 26 players in each 
line. The lines face each other about 20 
feet apart. At the head of each line and 
at right angles cross the space between, 
place four chairs. Prepare two sets of 
eords (one for each line) each cord bear- 
ing one letter of the alphabet. Give each 
captain a set of these cards, face down. 
He lays one card (face down) in the lap 
of each player of his team retaining the 
last card of the set for himself. Players 
must not turn over the cards, or look at 
them. Then the umpire calls ‘January’. 
At this players turn over their cards. The 
ones with the letters J.A.N. run to the 
chairs at the head of the line and seat 
themselves in proper order. The game is 
to see which side can spell most quickly 
the abbreviated name of the month. The 
Captain then gathers up the cards, shuf- 
fles them and re-distwibutes them for 
each of the 12 months. 


FEBRUARY — A Valentine Heart 
Scramble. The players form a circle. More 
circles are used if the crowd is large. A 
pile of hearts with one heart less than the 
number in the circle is placed in the 
centre. The players move about in a 
circle while music is played. When the 
music stops, each player tries to get a 
heart. The player unable to capture a 
heart is eliminated and one heart is re- 
moved from the pile which is once again 
placed in the centre. This continues until 
all but one is eliminated. The winner may 
be awarded the heart as a prize for being 
the chief “Heart Grabber.” 


MARCH—Make a St. Patrick’s Crazy 
Quilt. Pin a patch on the front of each 
player. Seat them in a circle. One person 
tells a story beginning “St. Patrick made 
a crazy quilt for which he collected all 
sorts of patches.” At the words “all pat- 
ches”, everyone must rise and turn 
around. The speaker continues, describ- 
ing the patches. “He used a blue one, then 
ad green one, etc. As each colour is men- 
tioned, the players with the patches nam- 
ed, must rise and turn around. Finally 
the story-teller says “One day St. Patrick 
was taking his patches through the gar- 
den and he lost them in THE CABBAGE 


PATCH. Cabbage Patch is the Signal for 
everyone to change seats. The story-teller 


tries to grab a seat. The person left with- 
out a seat becomes the story teller. 
APRIL—Peanut 


KFools—Do not. tell 
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anyone the name of this game. Just say, 
innocently, “It is now April and we will 
have a peanut hunt.” Tell them to hunt 
the peanuts hidden about the room. The 
person who finds the most peanuts hid- 
den about the room in 5 minutes will re- 
ceive a prize. After a few minutes when 
they have searched and found no peanuts, 
call them together and tell them, it is an 
April Fool. 

MAY—Music Festival—Have a short 
musical programme carefully beforehand 
by your best musicians with perhaps 
some readings or other appropriate fea- 
tures (20 minutes). 

JUNE—Prepare for the great event of 
the month—we will dress the bride. Pro- 
vide each player with clothespin, paper 
and pins. He is to dress the clothespin as 
a;June Bride. Judge will decide which 
is the best ‘Blushing Bride’”’. 

JULY—Celebrate the glorious First of 
July by ringing the Liberty Bell. Form 
the players in 2 teams. Hang a small hand- 
bell just behind the centre of the sus- 
pended loop. The players take turns toss- 
ing at it from a line 10 feet away witha 
small rubber ball or bean bag. Whoever 
rings the bell gets one point for his team. 

AUGUST—Fair Time. We shall choose 
some prize vegetables to put on an exhibi- 
tion. Seat players in a circle, leader in 
centre. Leader points to a player and says 
“What vegetable did you raise for the 
Fair? ABC DE FG, etc.” repeating the 
alphabet rapidly. Suddenly he stops at 
some letter and counts ten. The player 
designated must name some vegetable be- 
ginning with the last letter mentioned be- 
fore the leader counts ten. The player 
who fails to answer must stock up in a 
corner called the Vegetable Basket. The 
leader gives him the name of some veg- 
etable and he must not speak except in 
response to that name. At the end of the 
game invite the ‘public’ to inspect your 
basket of prize vegetables before they 
are taken to the fair. 


SEPTEMBER—School begins arid we 
will have a spelling lesson. Take the Al- 
phabet cards used in the Calendar Race. 
Stand before the players who are seated 
so they can all see each letter as you 
hold it up. The first player who shouts 
a name from the Bible beginning with 
that letter gets the card. When all cards 
are exhausted, see who possesses the 
largest number of cards. 





OCTOBER—Have a short ghost walk to 
celebrate Hallowe’en. 


NOVEMBER—The month of Thanks- 
giving. Our Thanksgiving will be repre- 
sented by refreshments. Include in your 
menu, cookies baked like turkeys. Do not 
forget to give Thanks to the Heavenly 
Father for Thanksgiving Dinner.

The writer of this hymn was Mrs. 
Hawks. She was born in New York and 
lived some years in Brooklyn where she 
attended the Baptist Church of which the 
musical Dr.. Robert Lowry was the pas- 
tor. She was fond of writing poems and 
many of her works’ were printed in Sun- 
day School hymn-books. 

Dr. Lowry encouraged her to write and 
set some of the compositions to music, 
but this is her note-worthy hymn. It 
came out first in a small edition of Gos- 
pel Songs, gathered together by the Na- 
tional Baptist Sunday School Association 
which met in Cincinnati, November, 1872, 
and was sung there. When Mrs. Hawks 
wrote this work, she had not felt any 
great sorrow. She had a happy home and 
was surrounded by those she loved. 

Writing in 1895 to a friend, she said: 
I remember well the morning more 
than twenty years ago, when in a distant 
city, I was so filled with a sense of near- 
ness to the Master that, wondering how 
one could live without Him, either in

Christian young people must struggle 
continually to break the faults as they 
creep in. If when we consider ourselves 
Christian we would remember that a 
Christian is gracious, grateful and forgiv- 
ing, and so live, life would be easier for 
all. 

A gracious person is always sensitive 
to the feelings of other people. He avoids 
speaking to them in ways that will 
as the wrong doer wants to be forgiven. 
sympathetic and kind in his dealings 
with those who are unfortunate or handi- 
capped. He is considerate of all forms of 
human weakness 

Gratitude is an expression of the spirit 
that is in a person. There are many ways 
of showing gratitude besides the spoken 
word.

“Wakonda”

(Editor's Note— Our Conference Boys’ 
Work Convener is Chairman of “Wak- 
onda”, Peterborough and E. Durham 
Bovs’ Work Board, which includes Bap- 
tist, Presbyterian, Anglican and United 
Churches within the Area, has submit- 
ted the following interesting account of 
the Boys’ Camp “Wakonda”). 


We successfully planned and carried 
out our’third Camp “Wakonda” for boys 
11 to 15 years old. Our camp dates were 
August 18th to 27th and we had 41 boys 
enrolled. Our director was Doug Lapp of 
Toronto Boys’ Work Board of the O.R.- 
E.C. This being our first year on our new 
sight on Eagle Lake, near Coe Hill, we 
lived in tents.

My home land is the nation which set 
fire to the chaos of the world, and in 
consequence burned itself until it was 
reduced to ashes. When the war was over 
Japan was in ruins. And when I stood in 
the ruins, the first thing that came to my 
heart was the Chinese Christians. For 
about eight years ago when I attended 
the first World Conference of Christian 
Youth in Amsterdam as the youngest 
delegate of Japan, the Chinese Young 


. Christians told me that I could not un- 


derstand the meaning of the war. When 
I tried to discuss the New World with 
them, they refused it because, they said, 


‘I was not ready to discuss this question 


without the real suffering of war. It was 
the most lonesome and sad experience 
I ever had. ; 


But when Japan itself became ashes I 
understood the real meaning of war. 


Only through those tragic eight years of” 


suffering, I was- brought to the under- 
standing of the common suffering of man- 
kind under the war. And for the first 
time I could see what those Chinese 
friends meant at Amsterdam. 


The years of suffering were a painful 
but precious experience for us, the Jap- 
anese Christians. Frankly confessing, 
through the years of war we never did 
stand outside our nation, but we were in 
it. We are not the heroes that fought 
against the sin of our nation and died 
gloriously. Our hands are not clean, but 
bloody with the blood of Japan. We of 
course belonged to Christ and knew that 
our nation was against Him. Having not 
been able to get out of this sinful real- 
ity, our only effort was to actualize 
Christianity within it. We felt as if we 
would be torn between God and the 
world, and ‘yet we could not give up 
either of these two. This. was our trag- 
edy, but it was the only way we could 
willingly choose, because we believed it 
was He who placed us in this desperate 
reality. 


We failed to make our nation a Christ- 
ian nation from within. We could not 
purge the sin of our nation. We were too 
weak to stop the war and disorder. In 
the misery of destruction of our mother 
land we the Christians fell into the abyss 
of despair. Having been cut off not only 
from the fellow Christians of other na- 
tions, but from even God himself, we fell 


? 


into a desperate desert. But when we 
reached this lonesome desert, we realiz- 
ed that the suffering jitself was God’s 
mercy, because the pain of God was ac- 
tualized by the Japanese Christians only 
through this painful historical exper- 
ience. His Love followed us through the 
disorder of man and never let us fall 
into the bottomless abyss. When we lift- 
ed up our face, there was the Cross of 
Jesus which was the redemption as well 
as the judgment. 


“Then said I, woe is me for I am un- 
done because I am a man of unclean 
lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people 
of unclean lips: for mine eyes have seen 
the Kin, the Lord of Hosts.” (Isaiah 6:5). 


The Lard we have seen in the bottom 
of lonesome despair is Christ, the redeem- 
er who intercedes for us, the sinners. He 
does it with a great pain. He was never 
outside the history of our world, but 
He was in it with us all. When we were 
separated from each other and fought, 
His robe was torn into pieces. When we 
killed each other, He was injured with 
our swords. It was He who suffered most 
in order to émbrace the sinners and re- 
concile us to God. We have experienced 
this Love through the chaotic disorder 
of our sin, This is the design of God 
which has come to us from above when 
the world is falling into the miserable 
despair of man’s disorder. 


In this love alone we might be able 
to stand up again in the ruined City of 
man and go forward longing for the city 
of God. In this love alone we, the separ- 
ated human beings, might be able to 
come together again. In this painful Love 
alone, we the sinners might be reconcil- 
ed with God. 


The tower of Babel at last fell down; 
but only through the destruction of the 
Tower, we have come to face God’s de- 
sign which has worked through this 
tragic history .

FORWARD 

This is not the report of just another 
conference. It is intended to be but a 
brief record of the participation of the 
Christian Youth of Canada in a historical 
event. It suggests in broad outline the im- 
pressions of those who represented the 
Christian Youth of this country of this 
event in the hope that such might prove 
useful as an interpretation for others. 

The Second World Conference of 
Christian Youth assembled in Oslo, Nor- 
way, from July 21st to 31st, 1947. Its 
primary significance lies in the fact that 
it was an “ecumenical” gathering; that is 
to say, that it brought representative 
and accredited youth from all parts of 
the Christian world together into con- 
ference and consultation. In this respect 
it is part of the “Ecumenical” movement; 
the great new fact of our time. It is the 
expression of the part and the signifi- 
cant place that Christian youth is play- 
ing in this powerful movement of new 
life which is sweeping the Christian 
Church, and is seeking to restore her lost 
unity. 

No group in the church has been more 
effective in pioneering the way to closer 
cooperation between the churches, and 
in opening doors for new relationships, 
than have Christian youth and it is typi- 
cal that the first great gathering of Chris- 
tians after the years of conflict and strife 
should be among youth. 

Olso is also an expression of the wide- 
spread concern among Christian youth 
to share together in the search for a 
deeper understanding of the Christian 
faith and the relevance of that faith to 
the issues of this new day. It is a mani- 
festation that this generation of Christ- 
ians believe that they must think, pray 
and act together. 

BACKGROUND 

From 71 countries in Africa, Asia, 
America, Australia and Europe, almost 
1300 delegates, leaders, observers, and 
fraternal delegates came by land, sea,

fied. 


With the cross so honored today, it is 


hard to realize that once it not only 
brought despair, but was an emblem of 
disgrace. Since Jesys triumphed over it 
and the tomb it has taken on new mean- 
ing. 

Let us, then, not Stay too long on its 
shadowy side, looking rather at the side 
that glows with resurrection light.

those countries dominated by communist 
elements did not feel free to send dele- 
gations. Also the presence of the frater- 
nal delegates from the Roman Catholic 
Church served mainly to make us the 
more aware of the greatest of all divi- 
sions in the ranks of Christendom. 

The ‘conference should not be regarded 
as a ten-day affair. 

We include in our observations and re- 
commendations, thoughts. and ideas 
gleaned from, or inspired by those whom 
we met while travelling, those with 
whom we stayed in private homes, in 
student dormitories, in army barracks, 
in former displaced persons camps. 

The actual conference sessions included 
a worship service, theme address, and 
Bible study groups in the morning. In 
the afternoon, discussion groups met 
from 5.00 to 6.30. Following supper we 
returned to the “Filadelfia” Hall for 
Various activities such as an internation- 
al concert, preparation for the Holy 
Communion denominational meetings, 
and national and international discus- 
sions 

But it was the informal discussions in 
the evenings, at mealtimes, and in the 
afternoons, that enabled us to under- 
stand our fellow delegates. We remem- 
ber our room-mates Africans, Dutch. In- 
donesians, Koreans, French, Chinese, 
Germans, Czechoslovakians and Norwe 
gians. Many times we had to speak basic 


English, words of one syllable: often we 
attempted to use our few words of high 
school German and French. 


yy 


We met these people, ate with them. 
talked with them, swam in the fjords 
together, sang together, worshipped to- 
gether. 


And this was Oslo. 


Immediately following the.Oslo Con- 
ference, the four initiating bodies con- 
vened at separate meeting places. The 
purpose of these conferences was to eval- 
uate Oslo and to decide the practical ap- 


plications of Oslo in each particular 
group. 





SPECIAL EVENTS AT OSLO 


Two evening programmes should have 
a place in this record. 

Delegates from eighteen nations shar- 
ed in the programme of an International 
Concert. Once more music became an ef- 
fective unifying power as we listened to 
the national folk songs of these countries 
India, Czechoslovakia, China, Greece 
Switzerland, Burma, and Egypt, garbed 
in colourful songs, many of which have 
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become a part of our heritage. The Re 
ing was climaxed by England, Ire es 
and Scotland blending’ their voices 1 
“Green Grow the Rushes Ho”. 


A new experience for most of the dele- 
gates was the march threugh the streets 
of Oslo to Bislet Stadium on the evening 
of St. Olaf’s Day, a Norwegian National 
Holiday. Thousands of people thronged 
the streets to watch Christian Youth 
marching. In the stadium the delegates 
were welcomed by a cheering crowd of 
25,000 people from Oslo and neighbour- 
ing districts. 


The Conference was told the signifi- 
cance of St. Olaf’s Day, the date on which 
Olaf, one of the earliest Norwegian Kings 
was killed as he came to bring the Gospel 
of Christ to Norway, John Johnston, a 
Norwegian pastor, closed his address to 
the delegates with these words, “We can 
but say as our greatest poet once said: 
“Throw me on the fire as wood, if only 
generations may catch fire thereby”. 
These words of St. Olaf before the battle 
we make our own: O Lord, throw me on 
the fire, if only the generations may catch 
fire thereby. 


Four delegates from Asia, Africa, Am- 
erica and Europe addressed the great 
gathering in short accounts of what the 
Conference meant to them. The most 
significant of these to Canadians was the 
one given by the Chinese representative, 
Siu May Ting, who because of her year 
in our country and her winning Christ- 
ian personality, had been adopted by our 
delegation. 


Two excerpts from her short talk: 
“Every foreigner you see here is a sign 
proclaiming anew that Jesus Christ is 
the Lord in. the word of nations. The 
Church has taken deep root in every 
corner of the globe”. .... “As brothers 


and sisters in Christ we are like spokes 
of a wheel with God as the centre, The 


nearer the spokes are to each other, the 
nearer we are to God. And the nearer 


we are to God, the nearer we are to each 
other.” :

From Conference To 


I welcome the opportunity of writing 
a message to the young people of the 
Conference through ‘our Conference 
Young People’s Paper. This is a great 
time to be young. It is one of those 
-cataclysmie periods when the old is being 
shaken to pieces and the new is taking 
form. And the form depends so much on 
the character and attitude of the young. 
They have it within their power to make 
a Christian world, and every conscien- 
tious youth should be working at it zeal- 
ously. 

Have you thought how you can serve 
most effectively? Our United Church 
could use about 250 miinisters immed- 
lately, but they are. not available. For 
some years to“come the situation will 
srow more serious, rather than better 
because there are not enough students in 
training for the ministry to take cate of 
the retirements. Last year there were 
20 fewer ordinations than retirements, 
and this year the deficiency promises to 
be equally great. Our own Conference 
has only about 25 Students in all stages 
of training. Four of them Will be ordain- 
ed in May, and these are only sufficient 
to replace the men who are retiring in 
one Presbytery alone. We should have 
at least 75 ministers-in-training in’ our 
Conference to supply the number that 
Will be required in the future. 


There is also a demand for women 
workers in the Church which far ex- 
ceeds the supply. Women are serving as 
directors of. Christian Education, Home 
Missionaries in rural] areas, nurses, doc- 
tors, social workers and deaconesses. 

If the young people would discuss this 
whole matter freely among themselves 
and consider how their lives can best be 
used of God for the work of His King- 
dom, I am confident that many more 
would volunteer for full-time Christian 
service. Any information which anyone 
desires can be obtained from the Board 
of Christian Education, 299 Queen St., 
West, Toronto 2B, Ont. 

In conclusion may I. send greetings 
from the Bay of Quinte Conference to 
every Young People’s Union within its 
bounds. We congratulate you upon the

A lady who naturally wishes to re- 
main unidentified and who is very con- 
cerned about her sister who started 
drinking socially and thought it could be 
taken in moderation without any serious 
harm has sent me the following article. 
She feels she must do something to pre- 
vent other young peoplesfinding them- 
selves in a similar plight. | 

“Tt was late one night after a C.G.I.T. 
meeting. The others had gone home and 
only the Superintendent of the Girls 
Work Division of the Sunday School, and 
myself, had remained to put up some 
decorations for a coming concert. I fumb- 
led and she asked rather impatiently 
what was the matter with me. Tired and 
disturbed tears overflowed easily and I 
told her that the night before my sister, 
older than I by three years, had come 
home in the early hours of the morning, 
intoxicated. She thought that I was tak- 
ing it too seriously and told me so. In 
the weeks and months that followed no 
one took the situation seriously. Not 
until finally my father became aware of 
the way his daughter was living. He suf- 
fered a stroke and died finally, I believe, 
of a broken heart. Before dying he plead- 
ed with her to follow Christ but she re- 
sisted and went her own way. 

“That was twenty years ago. Fora long 
time her way seemed pleasant to her, 
until the liquor habit got too strong for 
her. She could not hide the deterioration 
from others. Brothers and sisters who 
had scoffed in the beginning and ridi- 
culed the C.G.1.T. for being so concerned, 
realized too late that it was a serious 
matter. 

“A year ago a series of treatments 
started. Treatment that has run into a 
terrific amount of money, with appar- 
ently little to show for it. A round of 
different institutions, different doctors, 
different methods, all to no avail. A few 
weeks ago this woman was committed to 
the Hospital for Insane. 

“She may recover. She may return to 
society. She may yet find happiness and 
usefulness in this world. If not, we trust 
that God will soon take her from it, for

Perhaps not all will come to this, 
but if out of every hundred young people 
who take a glass of liquor this week, one 
will end in the insane asylum, is not that 
enough to make us stop the traffic in it? 
“Am I my brother’s keeper?” or my sis- 
ter’s? The answer is “Yes”, and so long as 
we permit the traffic of liquor without 
attempting to prevent it we are party 
to the downfall of these poor creatures 
who are doomed to such an awful end.”

Story of this Hymn— 


This hymn, words and music, is an 
example of the work of a great writer 
and of a great musician. The writer of 
the words was Joseph Addison, the fa- 
mous English editor, who with Steele, 
was responsible fér ‘The Spectator’. Ad- 
dison lived in an age of doubt, when 
many of his friends were questionjng 
the value of religion, but Addison, bril- 
liant writer and thinker that he was, 
was able both to work out a reasonable 
faith in God and to put that faith into 
wonderful words. This, hymn is an ex- 
pression of his faith that he published 
in 1712. It is based on Psalm 19. 

The music comes from Haydn’s great- 
est oratorio, “The Creation”. This ora- 
torio, like much of Hadyn’s music, ex- 
presses his joyous faith in God. Haydn 
wrote three other oratorios, forty-four 
sonatas, eighty-three instrumental quar- 
tets, one hundred and twenty symphon- 
ies, as well as many other compositions. 
He considered his musical talent a gift 
from God, and he headed every compo- 
sition with the words, “In the Name of 
the Lord”, and closed each with the 
words “Praise God!” The joyous quality

Brotherhood”.

ly matters. Some years ago. it was said 


bitterly of two well-known ecceliastics 
“xX and y between them haven’t got a 
Gospel that would save a rabbit’. If that 
is true of you it is not much use trying 
to proclaim so worthless a Gospel. To be 
a witness does demand a deep and per- 
esonal compassion for those who are liy- 
ing without Christ—not the kind which 
looks down on others from a superior 


height, but that whiah makes a man re-" 


joice to come to others where they are 
and to make his life one with their lives. 
It does demand patience in learning to 
understand and sympathize with unfamil- 
larpoints of view. It requires common 
sense to know when to speak and when 
to be silent. Above all it requires faith 
that the Holy Spirit can work through 
the most insignificant instruments and 
that men and women can be brought to 
faith and life in Christ through witness 
and’ love of very ordinary human beings. 
To be a Christian means to be a witness. 
No one can ever be quite sure whether 
he is a Christian or not until he has seen 
his weak and poor testimony used by 
God to bring someone out of alienation 
from Christ into that fellowship with 
Him which is life eternal.

Dear Culture Conveners: 

This month I'am going to pass on to 
you the story of the life of Marion An- 
derson, the great singer of the Negro 
race. Around this story you will be able 
to build a splendid evening’s program 
and help your union to grow in apprec- 
iation for, the contribution which gifted 
members of other races have made to 
the world, often in the face of handicaps 
from race prejudice. 

Overcoming Handicaps 

Marion Anderson was educated in the 
public schools of Philadelphia. At six 
years of age she made her first public 
appearance, singing “The Lord Is My 
Shepherd” with an older girl. Her father, 
with much pride, remarked at the close 
of the program, “The older girl’s voice 
sounded like skimmed milk; Marion’s 
was like corned beef and cabbage.” The 
youthful singer was invited to join the 
junior choir of the Union Baptist 
Church, which the family attended, and 
she has been singing ever since. 

Marion’s father sold coal and ice to 
support the family. At his death, when 
she was twelve, her mother did house- 
work to keep the family together, but 
after a time became ill and had to give 
up her outside work. Friends in the 
church, realizing that the girl was gifted, 


-and should have an education, started a 


fund which they called ‘Marion Ander- 
son’s future”. Voice -teachers gave their 
services, local musicians donated the 
proceeds from their concerts, and Mar- 
ion added to the fund what she could 
from her own recitals. 

At sixteen she began to study voice 
seriously. After her graduation from 
high school, the principal of the school 
arranged for her to study with Guiseppi 
Boghetti of New York. Their first meet- 
ing was at the close of a full day’s work 
when the instructor had little interest in 
any beginner. But when the girl sang 
he forgot his weariness, 
and from that time forward they were 
close friends. Since then she has stud- 
ied with a number of instructors, but 
when in New York, he is still her teach- 
er, for She attributes much of her suc- 
cess to him. | 

Boghetti entered his gifted pupil’s 
name in a contest, the prize of which was . 
the privilege of appearing as a soloist 
with the New York Philharmonic Or- 
chestra. He feared that the competition 


Mar- 
ion sang at the close of a sultry August

Her performance in the Lewisohn Sta- 
dium with the New York Philharmonic 
Orchestra did not perturb her, for she 
had been singing before musically alert 


_ people for a number of. years. The cri- 


tics on this occasion were lavish in their 
praise of her voice. However, the next 
five years were very difficult because of 
the barriers erected by prejudice and 
racial discrimination. Promises were 
made to her, only to be broken. 

When one of New York’s' top manag- 
ers failed to carry out his part of the con- 
tract, she wondered if she would ever 
overcome the handicap of race. 

Flad Marion been content to be satis- 
fied with mediocrity, her problem would 
have been easier, but she demanded the 
best of herself and would not compro- 
mise her ideals in order to take a short 
cut. She lacked money to: complete her 
education, but she determined to per- 
severe, for she knew she had the ability 
to produce great music. She continued to 
sing under Negro auspices, and her con- 
certs brought from $100 to $150 each. 

With the money she saved and with 
the help of the Julian Rosenwald schol- 
arship, she began to study in Berlin. 

When invited to sing, she always filled 
the concert halls. She sang in the Chief 
cities of Europe before kings and queens 
and other celebrities. In 1931 her agree- 
-ment was to give six concerts in Scan- 
dinavia, but before leaving she had 
given seventy-six. Three weeks in Rus- 
sia lengthened to three months. In 
Paris she appeared before audiences 
equally as large as” those of Kreisler. 

When she sang in Salzburg, Toscanini 
remarked, “What I have heard today is 
not heard once in a hundred years.” In 
Finland when she sang for the great 
Sibelius, he was so delighted that he 
dedicated his song “Solitude” to her, 
saying “The roof of my house is too low 
for you.” After singing in the-chief 
musical centres of Europe she returned 
to her own country as humble and as 
modest as ever. 

It would seem that an artist who 
had sung before kings and queens would 
be able to sing. in any concert hall in 
her own land. But in Washington she 
was refused the use of the Constitution 
Hall, and no other hall of sufficient size 
eould be secured because of her race. 
Protests. came from many quarters. It 
was then that Secretary Ickes arranged 
for her to sing at the foot of the Lincoln 
Memorial. Her sponsors were Cabinet 

members, senators, congressmen, and 
other national celebrities. 

The newspapers, because she had been 
refused the use of a hall, gave the oc- 
saying that 


-in many trying 
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Marion Anderson would give a free open 
air performance for all music lovers and 
believers in a true democracy. The oc- 
casion is still fresh in the memory of 
many who were fortunate enough to be 
among the seventy-five thousand who 
heard her sing. As the tall, grave girl 
stood near the towering statue of Lin- 
coln, the crowd was not unmindful of 
the symbolism. Lincoln had done his 
utmost for her race, and she was fully 
aware of her responsibility as she looked 
at the sea of faces, white and coloured. 
But with her gift of soul and of music 
she was equal to the occasion. 

There was a hush while the crowd 
Waited for the first note. When it came 
it was deeper and more moving than 
ever before. Singing the spirituals as 
well as the great music of other count- 
ries, she held the vast audience through- 
out the entire performance. Following 
the concert, the critics pronounced her 
one of the great singers of to-day. 

When Marion Anderson travels in the 
United States she usually stays at the 
homes of members of her race. For a 
time she lived at the Haarlem Y.W.C.A. 
but in recent years she has had a suite 
at the Algonquin hotel. She practices 
self-discipline, travels without a maid or 
secretary, and her schedule of seventy- 
five concerts a year is heavier than that 
of most singers. She is usually booked 
two years ahead of time. Before the 
war, her vacations were spent in BEur- 
ope, where she prepared her programs 
for the next season. Naturally her soc- 
ial life is limited because of her art, but 
she is happily married to Orpheus Fish- 
er, an architect. 

Marian Anderson sings the great 
music of Italy, France and Germany, but 
she prefers singing the spirituals. She 
herself worships and her audience is 
reverent as she sings “Were You There,” 
and ‘Jesus Walked This Lonsome Valley’ 
and other spirituals. At the foundation 
of her artisa vital religious experience— 
a firm faith in God which sustains her 
situations which she 
faces because of prejudice against her 
race. 

Miss Anderson’s greatness is seen in 
the fact that she bears no ill will to- 
wards those who have caused her to suf- 
fer. In 1940, she was selected as the one 
who had made the greatest contribution 
to her city and was awarded the Bok 
prize of $10,000. Her spirit is shown by 
the fact that she donated the entire sum 
to provide scholarships for struggling 
young musicians, regardless of race, col- 
our or creed.

If our Viking ancestors were able to 
revisit the scene of their adventures, 
their mouths would drop agape at our 
modern gadgets. But they would wonder 
even more, I. think, at us. Why with 
every possible, and to them incredible 
means of well-being and security, are we 
so obviously and desperately distrustful 
of life and of ourselves? What, they 
would wonder, has happened to man 
since he crossed “perilous seas forlorn” 
in cockleshells in search of unknown 
continents? What has become of that

The courage of our ancestors had its 
source in a matter-of-fact acceptance of 
success and failure, tribulation and hap- 
piness as the ordained pattern to which 
a man must fashion himself relying only 
on God and his own inner steadfastness.
